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JOE K. ATTEMPTS 
BUDGET POETRY 


During the past 10 years, time and a 
lack of funding have tarnished the trea- 
sures housed at the Longfellow National 
Historic Site, in Cambridge. Now, federal 
budget woes threaten to rob the public of 
some of the site’s rare resources. 

Home to New England poet Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow from 1837 to 
1882, and the house in which George 
Washington stayed when he came to Mas- 
sachusetts to take command of the Conti- 
nental forces, the Longfellow House has 
been owned and operated by the National 
Park Service since 1973. 

US Representative Joseph Kennedy re- 
cently launched a campaign in Congress to 
increase Longfellow House funding by 
$250,000 in the next fiscal year. A Ken- 
nedy spokesman said last week that Repre- 
sentative Sidney Yates (D-Illinois), chair- 
man of the House Committee on the Inte- 
rior, which is responsible for the National 
Park Service, has assured Kennedy he 
would try to be “helpful.” 

Each year, more than 16,000 students, 
tourists, and scholars visit the house, its 
formal gardens, and its extensive collection 
of objects and archives. They include 
paintings by Gilbert Stuart, Albert Bier- 
stadt, and John Kensett; an armchair, made 
of wood from Longfellow’s famous spread- 
ing chestnut tree, which Cambridge 
schoolchildren gave the poet in 1879; a 
10,000-volume collection of rare books; 
and scores of letters and documents signed 
by major American historical figures, well- 
known writers, and world leaders. 

The Longfellow site’s operating budget 
— $378,000 this year — has declined in 
each of the past 10 years, adjusted for in- 
flation. Staffing at the site is insufficient, 
and the Longfellow House’s 17 period 
rooms, collections, and visitor services 
have suffered. 

Congress has proposed $384,000 for the 
Longfellow site for the next fiscal year — a 
bottom line that will require further cuts, 
site officials say, if Kennedy’s intervention 
is unsuccessful.

AG SOUNDS 
NUKE ALARM 


State Attorney General Scott Harsh- 
barger is calling for a congressional in- 
quiry into the failure of the Nuclear Regu- 
latory Commission (NRC) to respond to 
reports of potentially fatal design flaws in 
one-third of the nation’s nuclear reactors 
— including the Pilgrim Nuclear Power 
Station, in Plymouth. 

In a letter this month to members of the 
Massachusetts delegation, Harshbarger 
said the NRC’s inaction “has the potential 
to have profound public health and envi- 
ronmental effects on Massachusetts.” 

Harshbarger’s concerns stem from a re- 
port issued by two well-regarded nuclear 
engineers hired in 1992 as consultants for 
Pennsylvania Power and Light, the utility 
that operates the Susquehanna Steam 
Electric Station nuclear plant. The engi- 
neers — David Lochbaum and Donald 
Prevatte — concluded in a study for the 
company that there is a major, previously 


unidentified meltdown threat at all of fhe 


nation’s boiling-water reactors, * 

The Pilgrim nuclear power plant and 
Vermont Yankee Nuclear power plant are 
both boiling-water reactors. 

The design flaw cited by the engineers is 
triggered by the less of off-site power for 
an extended peried of time. Though there 
are backup diesel. generators to protect a 
reactor’s cooling system if power is lost, 
there are no such diesel backups for the 
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reactor’s radioactive-fuel pool, they said. 
The backup cooling systems now being 
used would be useless, and attempts to ini- 
tiate the first backup system would expose 
plant workers to fatal levels of radiation, 
the engineers’ report said. It also predicted 
that the second backup system would fail 
within a minute. 

Despite the report’s urgency — and 
subsequent confirmation of the risk by the 
NRC and Susquehanna plant officials — 
the consultants say the NRC has not re- 
quired operators of the Pennsylvania plant 
or any similarly designed plants to correct 
the problem. 

“[T]he engineers who sounded the 
alarm . . . have at least raised sufficient 
questions such that immediate and serious 
NRC attention should have been mobi- 
lized. That has not happened,” Harsh- 
barger wrote. 


HIV AND 
DOMESTIC ABUSE 


As if the public-health nightmares of HIV 
and domestic violence weren’t devastating 
enough separately, service providers are 
finding that each epidemic affects the other. 

Consider the concept of safer sex. Says 
Myriam Hernandez-Jennings, of the Multi- 
cultural AIDS Coalition: “If we don’t in- 
clude women who are battered, we miss a 
lot of people. And if you’re being battered, 
safety may not have anything to do with a 
condom.” 

Similarly, when one partner asks the oth- 
er to use a condom or other barrier, that re- 
quest may trigger an assault. 

To understand these interconnections 
better, the Multicultural AIDS Coalition, 
the Asian Task Force on Domestic Vio- 
lence, the Jane Doe Safety Fund, and a host 
of other battered-women’s and AIDS orga- 
nizations are sponsoring a day-long confer- 
ence entitled “HIV & Domestic Violence: 
The Other Lethal Weapon.” 

The conference, which is free, will take 
place on Friday, May 20, from 8:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. at the Owens-Roberts Education 
Center, located at 830 Tremont Street, in 
Boston.

CYCLISTS SEEK 
INDOOR TRACK 


Baseball, basketball, hockey — these 
sports just aren’t enough for the members 
of a newly formed, Brookline-based entity 
called the New England Velodrome Com- 
mittee (NEVC). Noting that New England 
has more than 3500 licensed bicycle rac- 
ers, more than any other region in the 
country, the committee is pushing to get 
an indoor velodrome — a banked track 
for bicycle racing — built in the area. 

“We’re looking at the Boston area in 
particular,” says Paul Salvucci, the com- 
mittee’s publicity director. He imagines a 
future in which Harvard, BU, MIT, 
Northeastern, and BC students all have bi- 
cycle track teams, and spectators can 
watch the sport any night of the week. 

In the 1920s, hundreds of velodromes 
drew crowds in American cities, including 
one at the Boston Garden and one at Won- 
derland Park, but now there are just 19 in 
the country, says Salvucci. All of those are 
outdoor tracks, he adds — even the Col- 
orado track that’s home to the US National 
Cycling Team. Put an indoor track here, 
and Boston might attract not just that team, 
but international cycling competitions, in- 
cluding the World Cycling Championships. 

Because that event would be “a perfect 
precursor to having the Olympics here,” as 
Salvucci points out, the NEVC is making

STELLER 
PERFORMANCE 


The recent article “Tipped Scales” 
(“School Days,” News, April 29) 
paints a false picture of the Oklahoma 
City Public Schools, as well as of our 
former superintendent [and Boston’s 
current deputy superintendent], Dr. 
Arthur Steller. 

As president of the Oklahoma City 
Board of Education and a member of 
the board for seven years, I am much 
more aware of the issues than your 
Boston reporter. 

It was the Oklahoma City Board of 
Education that demanded higher ed- 
ucational standards for students. That 
meant some students had to repeat a 
grade or spend time in a transition 
class. The school board also wanted 
students to learn how to take tests, 
and we welcomed practice test-tak- 
ing. The board expected our students 
to learn the necessary basic skills at 
every grade level. 

The Oklahoma City school board 
did not want either those special-edu- 
cation students unable to comprehend 
a standardized test or those bilingual 
students who could not read English 
to be required to take the national 
tests. According to the instructions on 
the test materials, we were doing the 
right thing. The Oklahoma State De- 
partment of Education agreed with 
what we were doing. The school 
board in our city didn’t think we also 
needed the approval of outsiders who 
were not responsible for the perfor- 
mance of Oklahoma City students. 

It is the school board that has the 
legal authority to set policy, and these 
were board policies carried out by the 
superintendent. When I first went on 
the Oklahoma City Board of Educa- 
tion, I listened to the critics of then- 
Superintendent Arthur Steller. It was 
not long, however, before I discov- 
ered that Steller was an excellent ad- 
ministrator who focused on helping 
students in every way. The Oklahoma 
City Board of Education was receiv- 
ing exactly what it wanted with his 
leadership. Although I didn’t always 
agree 100 percent with everything 
Steller proposed, the school system 
made tremendous improvements due 
to his tireless dedication to students 
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and the hard work of lots of other 
people. 

There are always a few who don’t 
want to change. They will use any- 
thing to oppose the school board and 
superintendent. Maybe you don’t 
have this situation in Boston, but in 
Oklahoma City there are a few peo- 
ple who are more interested in per- 
sonal vendettas and negative politics 
than working to improve matters for 
children. 

The recognition and awards that 
both the Oklahoma City Public 
Schools and Arthur Steller have re- 
ceived were well-deserved. 

The Oklahoma City Board of Edu- 
cation and the majority of the admin- 
istrators and teachers here were in- 
volved in the development and execu- 
tion of the programs contained in 
your Boston reporter’s story. To 
blame one person because of a differ- 
ence of opinion about the approach is 
as stupid as giving one person all the 
credit for the improvement in our re- 
sults here. Unless the Boston schools 
are perfect, you'll find Steller to be an 
asset to your city. He didn’t turn our 
schools here around all by himself 
and he isn’t likely to single-handedly 
transform the Boston schools, if 
that’s needed. 

Finally, for the life of me I don’t 
see why the good people of Boston 
would be interested in an issue that 
the Oklahoma City school board de- 
cided more than two years ago — 
unless someone doesn’t want them to 
know that we found all of our in- 
structional practices to be appropri- 
ate. Or is someone just interested in 
stirring up trouble? If that’s the case, 
please keep the trouble in Boston. 

The Oklahoma City school board is 
proud of the outstanding progress 
that has been made here, but we have 
more to do here than trespass by crit- 
icizing Boston’s educational pro- 
grams. We’d like the same respect. 
The point of this letter is to set the 
record straight by stating that your 
story was off the mark and to wish 
the best for the Boston Public 
Schools.

SMOKERS’ 
DEFENSE 


Al Giordano makes two good 
points in his smokers’-defense article 
(“The Anti-Smoking Movement Has 
Gone Too Far,” News, May 6); the 
rest of his arguments are as hollow-as 
smoke rings. It is important not to 
villainize or marginalize any group of 
humans; it also makes sense to pro- 


vide separately ventilated places for 
smokers and nonsmokers to gather. 
(Maybe they should be separated by a 
smoked-glass window.) 

Choosing to smoke is not the same 
as being born into a particular minor- 
ity or socioeconomic group. You can 
quit smoking; you can’t quit your 
race, gender, or sexual preference. 
The latter are true identity issues. 

Pregnant women? Smoking does 
increase the risk to the fetus. It con- 
stricts the blood vessels, decreases the 
nourishment the fetus receives and 
lowers the birth weight. The lower the 
birth weight, the greater the health 
risk to the infant. Second-hand 
smoke for children? The first two 
years of my life were one long respi- 
ratory infection. Both my parents 
smoked — three packs per day be- 
tween them — even in the family car 
with the windows rolled up. Ever see 
end-stage lung cancer? Try the on- 
cology/surgical ward at your local 
hospital. 

Stressed out and depressed? Ad- 
dicted to nicotine? There are healthi- 
er ways to manage stress and better 
treatments for depression. Try nico- 
tine patches to help break the habit. 
Anti-smoking activists compared with 
the radicals of the anti-abortion 
movement? Smokers pose a health 
risk to every person who happens to 
be in proximity; in this, smokers have 
more in common with people who 
drink and drive than with women 
who seek abortions. 

Friends and relatives who smoke? 
We interact peaceably together. At my 
house they smoke outside. At restau- 
rants we negotiate. It’s never broken 
up a friendship. Smokers’ rights in 
public places? I haven’t been able to 
see an act perform at a local club for 
years because of all the smoke. I’d 
love to have some clean air to breathe 
(not to mention not smelling like an 
ashtray when I leave the place). But 
of course, sensitivity to tobacco 
smoke is “my” problem. Tolerance 
for smokers in public places? I’ve had 
25 years of smokers’ acting abrasive, 
rude, and just plain mean when I’ve 
asked deferentially if they could sim- 
ply blow their smoke the other way. 
For years, non-smokers have been 
marginalized. Now, at least, more of 
the smokers are polite. 

Manipulative, inappropriate anti- 
smoking ads? Some may need to be 
changed. But compare this to the 
smoking industry’s decades-long im- 
age campaign to con the American 
public! 

It is the tobacco industry and its 
unfortunate clientele that have gone 
too far. They’ve been making their 
bed for decades. Now they’re crying 
because non-smokers finally refuse to 
lie in it? Thank heavens my work- 
place is now smoke-free.

Jones’s charges against 

Bill Clinton, the filing 

of a lawsuit against a

Feel his pain 


Clinton is a victim of his 
own talk-show presidency

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cultural and political developments that 
brought us to this juncture are worth ex- 
amining — if only to understand how we 
got here. 

First, the suit is the culmination of a 
diminution of the stature of the presiden- 
cy, due both to the end of the Cold War 
and changes in mass communication. 
From 1945 through 1990, the Cold War 
led to an increase in executive power. 
What’s more, because presidents can act 
in foreign policy largely unimpeded by 
congressional critics, they tended to be 
preoccupied by it. Before Clinton, virtual- 
ly all presidents since Franklin D. Roo- 
sevelt devoted much time to foreign poli- 
cy. With the end of the Cold War, howev- 
er, the importance of a strong foreign- 
policy leader has diminished. 

This postwar rise in presidential power 
coincided with the growth of broadcast- 
ing — allowing presidents to go over the 
heads of Congress. This, too, created a 
more powerful and “personal” presidency 
(to use Theodore J. Lowi’s phrase), as 
presidents became our prime political 
movers, supplanting the party. Now, 
however, with the rise of cable “narrow- 
casting,” the president’s ability to sway 
the nation has been curtailed. With more

competition over the airwaves, presiden- 
tial speeches now often draw roughly 
two-thirds the audience they drew only 
15 years ago. That, too, weakens the 
presidency. 

Clinton’s response has been to take his 
presidency on the road with televised 
town meetings — becoming, in effect, 
his own cable network and an even more 


“personal” president. Yet, by closing the 
distance between himself and the people 
with a “talk-show presidency,” Clinton 
has allowed the office to become further 
demystified. It’s not an exaggeration to 
contend that a president who reveals to 
an MTV audience that he wears briefs 
rather than boxers is more likely to be

sued by someone alleging he may have 
improperly taken off those briefs. 

Second, this action represents the cul- 
mination of a decades-long trend in 
which the line between entertainment and 
politics has blurred. Clinton hardly start- 
ed the trend: Woodrow Wilson enter- 
tained D.W. Griffith at the White House; 
John F. Kennedy’s presidency was a 
press agent’s dream; and Ronald Reagan 
treated the presidency as the role of a 
lifetime. 

It’s hardly news that Washington has 

become a kind of Hollywood on the Po- 
tomac — where the image of what hap- 
pens is far more important than what ac- 
tually transpires. It’s 
now a world where 
leaders are measured 
almost solely by popu- 
larity polls; where can- 
didates are judged by 
how well-groomed and 
glib they appear in TV 
debates; and where 
David Letterman and 
Jay Leno are the Wal- 
ter Lippmanns of the 
day. 
In this atmosphere, 
it’s no surprise that the 
press and public now 
treat their leaders in 
much the same fashion 
they deal with their en- 
tertainment icons. 
Hollywood stars are in 
the business of image, 
so when the image 
shatters, it’s big news 
to the public — and 
rightfully so. 

Sadly, the same 
rules now apply to © 
Clinton. The real precedents for this 
scandal aren’t Cleveland’s political tra- 
vails but the show-biz troubles of Fatty 
Arbuckle and Michael Jackson (down to 
tabloid details of anatomy). 

To be sure, there are other currents at 
work. We recently concluded a period of 
mourning when there were constant re- 
minders of how much Richard Nixon’s 
Watergate lessened respect for the presi- 
dency. Thanks, in part, to the legacy of 
the Baby Boomers — who grew up dis- 
trusting all paternal symbols — all au- 
thority figures tend to command less re- 
spect than they once did. 

Because of the Baby Boom generation, 
which defined the personal as political, 
private behavior comes under increasing 
scrutiny. As respect for official authority 
has declined, there’s more of a tendency 
for Americans to resort to legal remedies. 
In an age of narcissism, lawsuits are the 
counterpart to consciousness-raising or 
health clubs. 

The press has obviously played a role. 
With the growth of tabloid journalism, the 


news has become a kind of national 
gallery of vileness. This is due, in part, to 
what might be called — for lack of a bet- 
ter term — the pornographication of 
American culture. Throughout the cul- 
ture, standards for public discourse about 
sex have widened considerably — even in 
legal complaints. 

Moreover, over the years, the press has 
developed a kind of pervasive distrust of 
public servants. Whether or not one at- 
tributes this to justified skepticism after 
Watergate, the result has been the nurtur- 
ing of a kind of grouchy cynicism about 
leaders that has further lowered respect 
for the presidency. 

To be sure, all these sentiments are 
nothing new in American life — even if 
they have now been taken to new heights. 
More than 150 years ago, Alexis de Toc- 
queville wrote about how Americans are 

always drawn to gossip 
— the better to dem- 
onstrate why the fa- 
mous are no better 
than anyone else. 

The irony, of 
course, is that Clinton 
came to office em- 
bodying a number of 
the cultural forces that 
now threaten to over- 
whelm him. He is a 
member of the Baby 
Boom generation that 
brought many of these 
anti-authority senti- 
ments into the cultural 
mainstream. He had 
the support and sym- 
pathy of many groups 
that favor an expan- 
sion of just the sorts of 
legal rights and reme- 
dies Jones is now em- 
ploying. Clinton may 
resent being treated as 
if he were just another 
show-biz figure, but he 

once courted the comparison, in every- 
thing from the way he played the sax to 
his adopted nickname, “Elvis.” 

Clinton perfected the talk-show ap- 
proach on his ascent into office — re- 
member the second debate, when he took 
questions from voters — but he ended up 
lowering his status in the process. What’s 
more, the “I feel your pain” trademark of 
his presidency first gained cultural promi- 
nence as a talk-show staple — the whole 
point of talk shows like Oprah Winfrey’s 
is that they encourage “victims” to “feel 
their pain” as a way of empowering them- 
selves to strike back against those who 
seem more powerful. 

Clinton took the language of the talk- 
show movement and brought it to poli- 
tics. He apparently never realized that 
once elected, he would become the na- 
tion’s most powerful figure and thus Pub- 
lic Enemy Number One to all these anti- 
Establishment elements. The rest, as they 
say, is history. The forces tapped and un- 
leashed by Clintonism now threaten to 
engulf their leader. Q

George Stephanopoulos on the 
ins and outs of White House life

hat do you do when 

the White House calls 

and summons you to 

interview a senior ad- 

viser to the president? 
What I did was confirm it was the White 
House on the phone and then try to feel 
out the person calling as to why I'd been 
chosen. 

Her name was Diane Aldrich, and she 
was calling on behalf of President Clin- 
ton’s Americorps program, which will 
give college students a chance to borrow 
money from the government and then re- 
pay the loan by performing community 
service after graduation. She said she 
knew “all about me,” and that I was the 
one they wanted to interview George 
Stephanopoulos when he came to Har- 
vard’s Kennedy School of Government to 
push Americorps. She said “Washington” 
really liked WFNX, but she didn’t say 
how she’d heard about it. She just asked,

“Will you do it?” 

“Will there be any other press?” I asked. 

“No.” 

Was there a hidden agenda? Probably 
not. An agenda, yes, but hidden, no. Bill 
Clinton got elected at least in part by go- 
ing after the younger, hipper, MTV/alter- 
native-rock vote. And alternative is now 
mainstream. 

I told Stephanopoulos he wouldn’t have 
to dodge any “tabloid bullets,” at least not 
during this interview. I don’t care about 
Paula Jones, Gennifer Flowers, or White- 
water. Not yet, anyway. I do care about 
the situation in Haiti and the president’s 
flip-flopping on issues. 

I also often wonder how the young Clin- 
tonians, such as 33-year-old George 
Stephanopoulos, would defend themselves 
if someone let them. 

Q: The younger members of the Clinton 
administration, of which you are one, have 
been getting a lot of criticism. 

A: In the Clinton administration, I’m an 
old man. 

Q: You are, that’s true. Now, you guys 
are getting hammered in the press. 
There’s a piece in GQ that just takes pot

shots at you and your colleagues left and 
right. I’d like to offer you a chance to de- 
fend yourself. 

A: Well, I’ll take it. You know, criticism 
is part of the game. If you’re going to play 
in the big leagues, if you’re going to try to 
make a difference, if you’re going to work 
on the problems, and really have the privi- 
lege of working in the White House, part 
of the price is that you’re going to get 
criticized — sometimes fairly, sometimes 
unfairly. 

Have we made mistakes in the White 
House? Of course we have. I mean, it’s a 
tough job, and we’re doing our best. Now, 
that said, I think a lot of people have seen 
younger people working in the White 
House as kind of an easy target. No mat- 
ter what happens, you can always just take 
a shot at the kids, and that’s what happens 
a little bit. 

Now, as far as that GQ article goes, it 
had an attitude. I blame some of the peo- 
ple who talked to the reporter a little bit 
for feeding into it, but that’s part of the 
lessons you learn when you work in the 
White House. I think we’ll get better at it. 

But it’s also kind of a myth that there 
are a lot of kids running the White House. 
I mean, Lloyd Bentsen, secretary of the 
Treasury, is over 70. Lloyd Cutler, counsel 
to the president, is 76. Warren Christo- 
pher, secretary of State, is 70. Bob Rubin, 
a financier on Wall Street, is economic ad- 
viser. Tony Lake, a professor here in Mas- 
sachusetts, at Mount Holyoke, is the na- 
tional-security adviser. So it is kind of a 
myth, but we’ve been kind of an easy tar- 
get as well. 

Q: Is it intimidating standing in front of 
the press corps on a day-to-day basis 
knowing that basically all you are is food 

for their fodder? 

A: [Laughs.] Once you understand that 
that’s all that you are, it’s much easier to 
deal with. 

Q: The president said recently that he 
wants to be judged on his accomplishments 
rather than his accusations. How difficult 
is it getting work done at the White House

to be getting higher marks than his old 
stance. But he’s also being accused of flip- 
flopping, and this isn’t the first time he’s 
been accused of that. Is he working on im- 
proving his foreign policy?

John Kerry stumbles in the 
drug war’s latest skirmish

S Senator John Kerry, 

who’s built a reputation as 

a tough, independent- 

minded investigator, has 

compromised that reputa- 
tion by buying into the Clinton administra- 
tion’s smear campaign against Colombia’s 
top law-enforcement official. 

Kerry, Attorney General Janet Reno, and 
others have launched a public-relations of- 
fensive against Colombian Prosecutor Gen- 
eral Gustavo de Greiff because of his con- 
troversial statements about the drug war. 

Last November, de Greiff — a man 
whose life and whose family’s lives are at 
constant risk because of his vigorous pur- 
suit of drug criminals — suggested that 
some form of legalization may be the only 
way to fight the 
global tide of vio- 
lence caused by 
prohibition. 

Baltimore May- 
or Kurt Schmoke, 
who himself has 
been criticized for 
seeking a study on 
the effects legaliza- 
tion would have in 
this country, has 
suggested that at- 
tacks by US offi- 
cials on de Greiff 
are part of “a well- 
orchestrated effort 
to stifle dissent.” 

A key accusation 
in the campaign 
against de Greiff is that he held “secret 
meetings” (Kerry) and “clandestine discus- 
sions” (Reno) with some of his country’s 
biggest drug kingpins last January. 

De Greiff has insisted that those meet- 
ings were not secret, but instead were legal 
proceedings required for plea-bargain ne- 
gotiations by the Colombian constitution, 
and that other government officials were 
duly informed. 

And now the office of Colombia’s attor- 
ney general (equivalent to an inspector 
general in the US) has confirmed for the 
Phoenix that on January 14 de Greiff did, 
in fact, provide to other agencies written 
notice of those meetings. 

As prosecutor general, de Greiff has es- 
sentially the same responsibilities in his 
country as the US attorney general has 
here. Until he spoke his mind about legal- 
ization, he was widely hailed as an impecca- 
bly honest and effective drug-fighter. The 
Washington Post, for instance, noted that de 
Greiff “has long enjoyed a reputation for in- 
tegrity in the struggle against drug barons.” 
The Dallas Morning News called de Greiff 
“a hero to Colombians during the pursuit of 
the late drug lord Pablo Escobar.” 60 Min- 
utes aired a favorable profile of him. 

But US officials withdrew their support 
last November, when de Greiff, attending a 
conference organized by Schmoke, called 
for a study of legalization. Ironically, New 
York Times reporter Joseph Treaster was in 
the audience, but told a source he did not 
consider de Greiff’s statements particularly 
newsworthy. De Greiff's landmark speech 
was thus ignored by the mainstream press. 

But de Greiff’s outspoken disagreement 
with the drug-war party line infuriated pol- 
icymakers in Washington. Three weeks lat- 
er, de Greiff led the successful hunt against 
Colombia’s most violent and feared drug 
baron, Pablo Escobar, who was killed in a 
December 2 shoot-out with police. But it 
did not take long for US officials to begin 
an orchestrated campaign of innuendo and 
ad hominem attacks.

Justice began withholding the kind of evi- 
dence on drug traffickers it had previously 
shared with the Colombian government. 
De Greiff complained to Attorney General 
Janet Reno in February and March about 
the sudden lack of cooperation. 

Reno wrote back on March 10, saying 
“we must weigh carefully the risks to the 
lives and loved ones of some cooperating 
witnesses, especially since Colombia’s ear- 
lier promises of anonymity for such wit- 
nesses may no longer be honored under 
your revised criminal procedure code.” 

It’s significant that this charge, like many 
directed at de Greiff in recent months, re- 
flects US disagreement with laws passed by 
the Colombian congress and signed by 
President César Gaviria Trujillo — whom 
US policymakers continue to support, in 
part because of his willingness to join in 
the campaign against de Greif. 

APMWIDE WORLD (KERRY) _, American offi- 

cials are especial- 
ly outraged that 
Colombia’s new 
constitution — 
passed in 1991 — 
forbids the extra- 
dition of criminals 
to the US and 
other countries, 
and allows for 
plea-bargaining 
with suspected 
traffickers. The 
constitution re- 
quires the prose- 
cutor to meet with 
any suspected 
trafficker who 
wishes to launch 
plea-bargain negotiations, and gives the 
government two years from the date of the 
first meeting to gather evidence. 

Although de Greiff had nothing to do 
with creation of these laws, he has 
emerged as the chief whipping boy for US 
frustration. 

Reno castigated de Greiff for his discus- 
sions with drug kingpin Helmer Herrera 
Buitrago and others, charging that the 
Colombian prosecutor “failed even to men- 
tion those crucial events to any representa- 
tive of the United States.” 

And Reno warned de Greiff that US- 
Colombian relations were jeopardized by 
the prosecutor’s “calls for legalization of 
cocaine, and clandestine discussions with 
cartel leaders.” 

Kerry followed up Reno’s attack with an 
April 6 Washington Post op-ed piece 
charging de Greiff with conducting “secret 
meetings” with cartel leaders. 

In an interview last week, Kerry persist- 
ed. “The Colombian magazine La Semana 
disclosed that prosecutor Gustavo de 
Greiff, acting on his own and without con- 
sulting anyone, had been conducting nego- 
tiations for more than a month,” Kerry 
charged. “It was secret, and disclosed be- 
cause good reporters threatened to get at 
it. No one in the Colombian government 
knew this. The result was that de Greiff 
wound up running the clock on the statute 
for collecting evidence without notifying 
other law-enforcement agencies.” 

But de Greiff had answered those 
charges at a news conference in Washing- 
ton on April 23, acknowledging that sus- 
pects Helmer Herrera, Juan C. Ramirez, 
and José Olmedo Ocampo met with him 
on January 11, 13, and 14, respectively. 

“There was nothing secret about these 
meetings,” de Greiff asserted. “After the 
meetings, public documents were issued, 
other Colombian law-enforcement agen- 
cies were notified, and requests to foreign

dividuals were made.”

The Phoenix contacted the office of 
Colombian Attorney General Carlos Gus- 
| tavo Arrieta to confirm de Greiff’s story. 
| “We received on January 14 a letter from 
| the national prosecutor general,” said 
Catalina Botero, an assistant to Arrieta. “He 
told us that they were going to open three 
different cases about those three people.” 
Which means that the campaign by Ker- 
ry and others to discredit de Greiff is built 
on a foundation of untruth. 


Magazine diplomacy 

“The senator’s best source of informa- 
tion is a magazine story?” asks attorney 
Kevin Zeese, vice- president of the Drug, 
Policy Foundation, in Washington. “You 
have all these DEA and intelligence offi- 
cials down there and you have to rely on a 
magazine story? That shows how weak the 
case is.” 

The magazine, in fact, was sloppy in its 
reporting, but that doesn’t let Kerry off the 
hook. 

Ana Lucia Obregon, spokeswoman for 
de Greiff’s office, recounts the events lead- 
ing to the magazine article this way: “We 
gave some information to the magazine. 
We sent the letter to Dr. Arrieta, the attor- 
ney general. The magazine reporter called 
the attorney general, who hadn’t yet read 
the letter. Dr. Arrieta said, ‘I don’t know 
| about that,’ and the magazine wrote that. 
| If Mr. Kerry bases his ideas on that, that is 
completely false. 
| “Semana magazine has to accept that 

they made a mistake,” added Obregon. 
“It’s great to hear from a reporter who 
wants to find the truth, instead of someone 
basing it just on a magazine that he read. 
Why has Mr. Kerry never asked Dr. de 
Greiff what he did? Why are we having 
this fight through reporters?” 

In fact, Mauricio Séenz, editor of La Se- 
mana, now agrees with de Greiff’s version. 
“It was not a secret meeting at all,” he told 
the Phoenix. 

Kerry, a member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, has made a name for 
himself as chairman of the Subcommittee 
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on Terrorism, Narcotics, and International 
Operations. He’s conducted high-profile 
investigations, including those of drug- 
running by the Nicaraguan contras and of 
the BCCI scandal. So it’s easy to see how 
Kerry got drawn into this debacle. There’s 
plenty of short-term political gain for sid- 
ing with the Clinton administration against 
a foreign official in an unpopular country 
in the name of fighting crime and drugs. 

Kerry’s April 6 Post op-ed piece, head- 
lined LAW ENFORCEMENT A KINGPIN COULD 
LOVE, called for “a major rethinking” of 
US-Colombian relations in the drug war. 
“Recent actions and statements” by de 
Greiff, Kerry wrote, “threaten to bring 
about his nation’s capitulation to the Cali 
cocaine cartel.” 

Kerry wrote that de Greiff’s “positions 
are nearly identical with those of the cartel 
itself. As such, they demonstrate the degree 
to which the Cali cartel has already gained 
influence in the very offices of Colombian 
law enforcement that are supposed to pro- 
tect society against the cartel.” 

The implication — denied by Kerry but 
clear nonetheless — is that de Greiff him- 
self is corrupt, a willing pawn of the traf- 
fickers. Kerry’s argument that de Greiff 
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and the cartel hold “nearly identical” views 
is especially pernicious. That’s the sort of 
argument J. Edgar Hoover applied to dis- 
credit Vietnam Veterans Against the War, 
which Kerry headed: Hoover pointed out 
that the veterans’ group and communists 
both opposed US involvement in Vietnam, 
and that communists had infiltrated anti- 
war organizations. 

Kerry’s attack has angered not only de 
Greiff but many observers in the US as 
well. 

“Because I know Attorney General de 
Greiff and have a great deal of respect for 
him, I find the recent actions of our gov- 
ernment extremely troubling,” Mayor 
Schmoke, a former federal prosecutor, 
wrote in a letter to the Drug Policy Foun- 
dation. “He is known internationally as a 
man of honor and great integrity. The fact 
that he has questioned some of the as- 
sumptions of the war on drugs as conduct- 
ed by our country should not lead anyone 
to denounce him as a corrupt official.” 

“I’m not attacking 
him,” insists Kerry. “I’m 
attacking the judgments 
he has made. There is 
nothing in there that as-

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serts the chief prosecutor is corrupt.” 

That doesn’t sit well with Pablo de 
Greiff, a philosophy professor at the State 
University of New York in Buffalo, and 
son of the Colombian prosecutor. “There’s 
no doubt in my mind that the implication 
was intended and that the average reader 
would be left with that implication,” he 
says. “It was written in bad faith.” 

“Pablo is reacting to something that 
doesn’t exist,” Kerry replies. “I’m told that 
Pablo was co-author of de Greiff’s Wash- 
ington Post article. [De Greiff outlined his 
views on legalization in a March 13 op-ed 
piece. An editorial note stated that the arti- 
cle was written with his son.] I’m not sur- 
prised about what he says about somebody 
attacking the positions he expressed. His 
positions are wrong, in my opinion. They 
are dangerous.” 

But even Norfolk County District Attor- 
ney Bill Delahunt, a long-time political ally 
of Kerry’s, says a prosecutor has both the 
right and the responsibility to speak out 
against laws he disagrees with. 

“The prosecutor can bring first-hand 
observation as to what are the conse- 
quences and the impact of the laws that 
they are mandated to enforce,” Dela- 
hunt said when asked about de Greiff’s 
comments on legalization. “To the con- 
trary, the problem is when we have leg- 
islators making policy in a vacuum.” 


Just the facts, Sefior 

In a sometimes-tense 80-minute in- 
terview last week, Kerry defended his 
statements about de.Greiff. “This is 
not my position alone,” Kerry said. 
“This is the deep-rooted fears of people in 
our law-enforcement community. Lives are 
being jeopardized by judgments made by 
de Greiff arid others.” 

Kerry also stands by his charge that de 
Greiff’s positions are “nearly identical” 
with those of the cocaine cartels. After all, 
Kerry, through his subcommittee work, has 
had plenty of exposure to a number of for- 
mer cartel operatives, including convicted 
cocaine trafficker Gabriel Toboada, who 
was a government witness in the trial of 
former Panama dictator Manuel Noriega. 

In a recent piece by Boston Globe colum- 
nist David Nyhan, Toboada was cited as

the chief source of Kerry’s information on 
drug involvement in Haiti’s military regime. 


Toboada also charged in testimony before © 


Kerry’s subcommittee on April 20 that drug 
traffickers had bribed officials at the highest 
levels of Colombia’s government. 

That hearing stirred up a storm of con- 
troversy throughout Latin America, with 
Colombian President Gaviria and others at- 
tacking Kerry for his statements. KERRY, NO 
ANDE CON BANDIDOS was the April 23 head- 
line in El Espectador, a Bogota daily news- 
paper. Translation: KERRY, DON’T WALK WITH 
BANDITS. Gaviria called Kerry’s acceptance 
of Toboada’s story an affront to the nation. 

The Phoenix contacted Toboada in his 
Miami prison cell to ask whether de Greiff's 
pro-legalization position was “nearly identi- 
cal” with that of the cocaine cartels. 

“No, they don’t want it,” Toboada said. 
“In my country, the police don’t want le- 
galization either, because it will take a lot 
of money from their pockets, too.” (That’s 
a statement that could be equally true of 
US law-enforcement officials.) 

Toboada added that he, too, opposes le- 
galization, but described de Greiff as “an 
honest man.” 

Now, if Toboada’s expert testimony is 
good enough to convict Noriega, to help to 
justify a US invasion of Haiti (a position 
Kerry advocated in an op-ed column in the 
New York Times this past Monday), and to 
generate headlines for Kerry from Bogota 
to Cali, then it ought to be credible on the 
matter of de Greiff's honesty and whether 
drug traffickers want legalization. 

“That’s what Toboada says,” responds 
Kerry, careful not to discredit his star in- 
formant completely. “I’m not saying you 
can’t believe him overall. . . . | don’t give a 
shit what Toboada says about legalization. 
Of course the cartels want it. 
Instead of Juan Valdez pick- 
ing coffee, you’ll have Juan 
Valdez promoting the best 
coca leaf.” 

A small minority of Colom- 
bian drug traffickers, in fact, 
do favor legalization: the ones 
who have already made their 
millions and are converting 
their profits into legitimate 
businesses. “The ones from 
better classes see this as a way 
their children can become 
presidents, finance ministers, 
and major industrialists. They 
see themselves as the Ken- 
nedys of Colombia,” says 
drug-policy-reform advocate 
Ethan Nadelmann, who co-wrote (with 
publisher Jann Wenner) a recent Rolling 
Stone editorial in favor of legalization. “The 
groups that come up from the ghettos and 
are still making their money don’t. That’s 
the split.” 

It’s the traffickers who have yet to make 
their fortunes who present the greatest 
danger to Colombian and US society. They 
build and protect their turf with savage vio- 
lence. Legalization would cut these crimi- 
nals off at the knees by removing most of 
the profit from the uncontrolled prohibi- 
tionist drug market. 


Cartel semantics 

Kerry’s remaining complaints about de 
Greiff focus on two issues: de Greiff’s al- 
leged soft approach to plea-bargains with 
traffickers and a semantical disagreement 
about the existence of the so-called Cali 
cartel. Kerry believes Cali is at least as 
great a threat as the Medellin cartel was 
before de Greiff smashed it; de Greiff in- 
sists the word “cartel” cannot be applied to 
what is going on in Cali. 

De Greiff’s approach to enforcing drug 
laws is not all that different from Kerry’s. 
De Greiff ranks as most important the ef- 
forts to stop the violence associated with 
the drug trade. And he asserts that his 
chief function is to abide by and enforce 
the laws of his nation. He has improved the 
conviction rate, in less than a year, from 20 
percent to 75 percent. In plea-bargaining 
with traffickers, de Greiff has insisted on 
sentences and property seizures greater 
than those required by Colombian law. 

De Greiff targets the most violent drug 
organizations, a strategy that led to the end 
of Pablo Escobar’s Medellin cartel, a ruth- 
less enterprise responsible for the murder 
of presidential candidates, judges, journal- 
ists, and politicians. The term “cartel” in 
Colombia is largely understood in the con- 
text of Medellin: a single organization that 
controls the ‘cocaine trade through violence 
and intimidation.

The near-metaphysical argument be- 
tween Kerry and de Greiff about whether a 
Cali cartel exists has more to do with dif- 
ferences in their language and culture than 
in their goals. 

“To say that the Cali cartel does not ex- 
ist is not the same thing as saying, obvious- 
ly, that there are no drugs coming out of 
Cali,” de Greiff explained at his April 23 
news conference. The city’s many drug 
dealers simply do not fit the mold of a car- 
tel, he explained. “But I want to make clear 
that some strategy to take them out of 
business has to be implemented.” 

Kerry and the Clinton administration 
have serious, perhaps legitimate, concerns 
with Colombia’s laws. They don’t like it 
that Colombia won’t extradite criminals to 
the US. They disagree with Colombian 
laws that guarantee drug suspects the right 
to plea-bargain their cases. 

But in their mean-spirited effort to dis- 
credit de Greiff, they have made a number 
of ill-advised and counterproductive blun- 
ders. They cheer Colombian President 
Gaviria’s criticism of de Greiff’s pro-legal- 
ization position. Yet Gaviria, who finishes 
his term on August 7, is the man who 
signed the very laws that Kerry and the 
Clinton administration deplore — and he’s 
the man who nominated de Greiff in 1991 
for the job of prosecutor general. 

In fact, Gaviria’s turn against de Greiff 
was nearly simultaneous with that of US 
policy. So it’s important to note that 
Gaviria will soon take the helm of the Or- 
ganization of American States, a job he 
lobbied hard to get. The OAS has a rotat- 
ing chair, and the next term was supposed 
to be filled by a representative from Central 
America or the Caribbean. Only by garner- 
ing support from the US could Gaviria 
achieve his ambition. 

“Political discourse in this country [the 
US],” de Greiff said during his press con- 
ference, “once the envy of all nations that 
aspired to live by democratic rules formulat- 
ed on the basis of free and 
rational discussion, is deval- 
ued by those who do not 
hesitate to impugn some- 
one’s moral character sim- 
ply because of a difference 
in ideas.” 

Because of his efforts 
against drug traffickers, de 
Greiff is a hunted man. He 
lives in a bunker in Bogota. 
His street has been closed to 
traffic due to threats of car- 
bombings by the drug crim- 
inals he prosecutes. 

“Prosecutor General de 
Greiff is one of the most 
self-effacing, understated 
people I’ve ever met,” says 
Lee Tawney, press secretary to Mayor | 
Schmoke. “We’ve found him to be an | 
honorable and good person. Here’s a man 
who has put his life on the line to fight 
drug traffickers. He has to live this forti- 
fied existence.” 

“My family’s life has been completely 
disrupted,” adds Pablo de Greiff. “My 
younger sister had to spend more than a 
year in the United States because of direct 
threats against her. Another sister and her 
three kids have had to leave. My mother 
has had to leave as well. In terms of daily 
routines, life for my family has come to a 
halt. They go to their houses and back, rid- 
ing in bomb-proof cars. There is nothing 
that resembles normal life.” 

Now this courageous man is not only 
hunted by the drug traffickers, but ha- 
rassed and maligned by officials from the 
most powerful nation on earth. 

Testifying before Kerry’s subcommittee 
on April 21, Bill Olson, former deputy as- 
sistant secretary of State for narcotics, 
said, “I do not question the integrity” of 
Dr. de Greiff, nor his “motives in trying to 
find an honorable way out of dilemma that 
is exhausting Colombian society.” He criti- 
cized de Greiff’s position on legalization, 
but described the Colombian prosecutor’s 
efforts as ones of “good faith.” 

But Kerry, asked why his attack on de 
Greiff did not include a similar disclaimer, 
answered that Olson knows him. “I don’t. 
I’m not capable of making that judgment.” 

In a follow-up interview, Kerry said he 
would be willing to meet with de Greiff. If 
such a meeting does come to pass, let’s 
hope de Greiff will get a fairer shake than 
he’s gotten through the press-release diplo- 
macy and untruthful accusations hurled by 
Kerry and the Clinton administration. As 
Kurt Schmoke notes, “This man is a veteran 
from the front lines of the war on drugs.” 

’ “Kerry should really meet the guy,” says 
the Drug Policy Foundation’s Kevin Zeese. 
“I think he’d have a whole different view if 
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Beat dodfather Paul Bowles 
writes to Allen Ginsberg, 
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AUL BOWLES HAS LED AN EXTRAORDINARY LIFE AND HIS 
letters, spanning more than six decades, are a chroni- 
cle of the avant-garde for the better part of the twen- 
tieth century. His intelligence and restless energy 
have put him in touch with many seminal figures in 
the arts, and his friendships and correspondences 
have ranged from Gertrude Stein to Allen Ginsberg 
in literature, and from Aaron Copland to Peggy 
Glanville-Hicks in music. His gift for friendship and 
for remaining in touch across so many decades with 
those effecting revolutions in the arts is singular. 
When one considers the vast amount of travel he did 
while young, and that Bowles’s expatriation in North 
Africa has lasted almost a half century, the importance of 
his correspondence becomes apparent. 

Virgil Thomson discusses this talent for friendship in 
his review of Bowles’s autobiography, Without Stopping: 
“His life as told unrolls like a travelogue . . . Paul has al- 
ways been so delicious in talk, games, laughter, and com- 
panionship, so unfailingly gifted for both music and let- 
ters, so assiduous in meeting his deadlines with good 
work, so relentless in his pursuit of authenticity.” In short, 
a man of immense charm, intelligence, and creativity. And 

a tireless writer of letters. 

Bowles is America’s most resolute expatriate writer since Henry 
James, and Bowles is, along with James, one of the country’s few great 
prose stylists. Many of the virtues found in Bowles’s fictions are to be 
found in his letters. But Bowles’s expatriation is diametrically opposed 
to James’s; whereas James sought the epicenter of civilization, Bowles 
has consistently searched its outermost fringes, the other side of the 
mirror. Bowles has chosen to live and work in Arabe al- Maghreb; Mus- 
lim in religion and Arabic speaking, it’s a part of the world of which 
comparatively little is known outside its boundaries. Significantly, 
Bowles titles his collection of travel essays Their Heads Are Green and 
Their Hands Are Blue, Scenes from the Non-Christian World. He trav- 
eled to the very extremities of the civilized world, where it intersected 
with the unknown and beyond, and mapped states of being only possi- 
ble at such remove from civilization’s stationary, central loci. His 
youthful travels into the Sahara were conducted in regions so recently 
“pacified” by the French Army that travel was via military transport, 
from fortified point to fortified point. 

North Africa in the twentieth century has hardly impinged upon the 
consciousness of America. There have been a spate of Hollywood films 
with North Africa providing exotica: Morocco (Gary Cooper and Mar- 
lene Dietrich kissing in the desert sands); Algiers, a frame-for-frame re- 
make of the remarkable Pépé le Moko (with Jean Gabin suffering le ca- 
fard in the Medina); and, of course, Casablanca (Everyone Meets at 
Rick’s). There was also Beau Geste (again with Gary Cooper) and less- 
er movies of the genre, variants on the “Western” with the Légion 
Etrangére standing in for the cavalry and Berber tribesman for the Indi- 
ans. Recently there has been Bernardo Bertolucci’s The Sheltering Sky, 
based on Bowles’s novel (with a cameo appearance by the author), and 
David Cronenberg’s Naked Lunch, set in William Burroughs’s fevered 
and hallucinated version of Tangier, “Interzone.” In literature, Albert 

.Camus’s The Plague was_set in Oran and The Stranger in Algiers. Al- 
giers and the Sahara are the backdrop for The Sheltering Sky; Tangier 
and Ceuta for Let It Come Down; Fez for The Spider’s House; various 

North African locales figure prominently in the brilliant collections of 

short stories, The Delicate Prey, The Time of Friendship, A Hundred 
. Camels in the Courtyard, and Midnight Mass. Several of André Gide’s 

early novels have North African settings and there is Wyndham Lewis’s 

Travels into Barbary. 

But Paul Bowles is the only American to have rooted his life in North 
Africa and to have mined the terrain, transforming his knowledge and 
experience into important literature. Bowles has done this through both 
a love of and a mastery of peoples and place, and his writing is in- 
formed by an extraordinary and rare empathy. Gore Vidal has put the 
matter nicely: “Whenever I think of the authentic I think of the meticu- 
lous Paul Bowles creating his own landscape and peopling it with char- 
acters never before seen in our literature. His short stories are among 
the best ever written by an American.” What is background and usually 
incidental in almost all the other literature and cinema touching on 
North Africa is foreground in Bowles’s fictions: he has entered into and 
discovered the wellsprings of a culture alien to American and English 
literature. It is this quality which distinguishes his writing from the 
mainstream of American literature, and his sensibility might best be 
compared with that of Graham Greene, or V.S. Naipaul. Like Bowles, 
their works are predicated on alienation from the familiar, based on 
sources far from home.

But I suppose that now they’ve heard 
it they won’t. I wish they had been willing to let me do the whole film 
score for it. Or perhaps they would be. I'll send your song to you care 
Liebling-Wood. And I hope you’ll have time one day to send a note.

April 25, 1955 
Kobe, Japan 


A HURRIED NOTE BEFORE THE SHIP DOCKS. WE LEFT YOKOHAMA 
yesterday after three days in Tokyo. What a shame we (you and I) 
went no further than Ceylon, because I know for certain you would love 
Hong Kong and Japan; they both have everything you are always 
searching for. However, you are satisfied with Tangier, so there’s no 
point in trying to get you to wander elsewhere. I am annoyed because I 
wanted to write my parents at least once on this trip, and I don’t seem 
to have their address with me. They keep moving around from place to 
place, and I haven’t ever memorized either of their most recent ad- 
dresses. Ahmed is scandalized, and says it is a hachouma beyond com- 
pare not to know one’s parents’ address, and I suppose it is. But if they 
would stay in one place, or if they would only live in some place with a 
simple address like 106 Elm Street, I could remember, but with ad- 
dresses like 134-85 147th Street, how can anyone keep them all in 
mind? They have had four different such addresses in the past few 
years. Anyway, the voyage has been wonderful: Penang, and Singapore, 
and Hong Kong, where Ahmed left twenty pictures, and even hung 
them in a gallery, and then Japan. He’ll pick them up when we return to 
Hong Kong, and that will have given him an exhibit of eleven days 
there. Japan is much more original that I had imagined. Every detail has 
been done with the maximum of exquisite taste, down to the lowest café 
with three seats, in the poorest quarter. And I have never been in a 
country where everyone without exception seemed so civilized. The 
Chinese are more robust and nearer Europeans, but the Japanese are 
something quite apart. What a pity we didn’t go in 1938! Not that it’s 
ruined, but it’s so far that you’ll never want to go. We are going to Ky- 
oto and, I hope, Nara, both of them the old culture-cradles of the coun- 
try. Fortunately, certain savants interceded during the war and begged 
that they be spared bombing, and the pleas were granted, so that they 
are intact, which is more than one can say for the rest of the land. 
Strangely enough, the landscape really looks like the familiar pictures 
one has always seen of it; it’s hard to believe, but there it is. And about 
half the women still wear what they wear in the prints, and the other 
half are partially or completely Europeanized. Ninety percent of the 
men seem to have gone American, but that doesn’t count, for it’s the 
women one sees in any case, everywhere. Anyway, I have been finding 
it all delightful, and only wish you were here, too, to see it with. Of 
course I have had no mail since leaving Weligama, so I don’t know any- 
thing about that film deal or anything else. I hope all is well, with you 
and the house and Tangier. Hasta luego and much love,

TO ALLEN GINSBERG, PETER ORLOVSKY, 
GREGORY CORSO, AND JACK KEROUAC 


April 27, 1959 
Funchal, Madeira 


DEAR ALLEN, PETER, GREGORY AND JACK (IF PRESENT), 

Night after last, after being led down dark, deep lanes with high walls 
on either side, sweet-smelling vegetation trailing high over our heads, 
after descending into ravines and climbing thousands of cobbled steps 
that were slippery with little flowers that grew out of their cracks, we 
came to a bar (I don’t know how or when, but, anyway, it was still 
night, and now and then you could see the moon and its path in the 
ocean, but miles out, the horizon, and so we knew it was not yet time 
for dawn), one of those fine Madeira bars with more space in its private 
rooms than out front. And it was full of what Carroll insists are Rock- 
and-Roll boys from the beaches and mountains, wearing a mixture of 
city and country clothes, but all of them out of the year 1840, I should 
say, with that sort of daguerreotype character (character in the sense 
that the Y.M.C.A. would understand the word) all carved into their ex- 
cellent faces. (They did all wear shoes, but many had not yet discovered 
socks.) In spite of the crowding, one of the private rooms was unoccu- 
pied, and we pressed through and took it over. There were four of us, 
and we ordered ginja, peanuts and beer and everything was going along 
nicely with smiles and confidences, and Carroll was regretting that we 
hadn’t brought along, as he said, “exactly three time as much” pot as 
we did. However, he was happy, and they were speaking what silly 
words of English they knew and I was rattling along in Spanish to 
them, of which they must have captured about a half, and they were re- 
plying in Portuguese, of which I got about a third. So, as I say, there 
was a pleasant amount of understanding floating in the air above the 
table and collecting up in the darker corners of the private room where 
the cobwebs waved in the shadows, and more drinks were ordered and 
drunk, and what misunderstandings developed were quickly explained 
away, and Carroll kept saying: “Oh, how I'd like to turn them on!” and 
shaking his head, and I think perhaps that was misunderstood, or per- 
haps not, but they said “Boogie boogie!” and laughed delightedly, and 
Carroll whooped, and at that moment a fifth one walked in and leaned 
over the table at Carroll and said he liked to walk at night, and would 
Carroll walk? Carroll is lazy, but very lazy, and he didn’t feel like walk- 
ing, so he invited the fifth one to sit down, and this was not appreciated 
by the other two, who made unpleasant faces about it to me and to each 
other. I wasn’t pleased either, because since it was I who was going to 
have to pay for the whole thing, I wanted first of all to be sure that I 
was going to have enough money to get out without difficulties, and 
secondly, I thought four was a better number than five. However, Car- 
roll is impulsive, and the harm was done. He sat down, and during the 
two hours which followed, through a barrage of grimaces and overt re- 
marks, eventually, on the part of the original two, he and Carroll en- 
gaged in a conversation about Jack Kerouac, with whom Carroll finally 
confused this fifth one, so that in the end he was calling him Jack, and 
the fifth one, a sort of suave gorilla, very wide in the shoulders and 
chest, was obediently answering to the name. (They are out together 
tonight. I am sitting in the hotel writing this and listening to Moroccan 
(Chleuh) music, and smoking a little of the pot that Libby gave us as a 
going-away present.) (Carroll doesn’t yet know about it, because we 
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haven’t quite finished the lot we (he) brought from John- 
ny’s.) I’ll let him know of its existence when we get back 
to Lisbon, when we'll need it more. We were walking in 
the garden this afternoon on the way back from the mar- 
ket to buy papayas and chirimoyas, and Carroll spied a 
photographer, one of those with a tripod and a pail of wa- 
ter and a big black box into which they put their heads, 
and when the picture is ready it comes out dripping wet 
from the pail of water. And he wanted to have his picture 
taken. I didn’t want it: but then I never want to do any- 
thing. So we took the picture because he said it would be 
for you. At that moment Jack Kerouac ambled up and 
said: “Oh, hello are you?” and Carroll immediately 
grabbed him and made him sit in the middle. A moment 
after the man snapped the picture a policeman came by 
and made us get off the bench, along with several other 
youths who had gathered to watch the whole business. So 
here is your picture. And love from Funchal.

March 24, 1960 
Marrakech 


TODAY IS THURSDAY AND I WAS EXPECTED TO GO TO THE 
camel market, but since I’ve been in the past as often as 
there are bicycles in Marrakech, I let it slide. Naked 
Lunch is on sale here at the Mamounia, along with 
Churchill’s Memoirs and Pearl Buck. Two tourists looking 
at it: “It’s rather expensive. I don’t know as I want to pay 
a pound for it.” “Oh, is it a pound? I didn’t realize.” 
“Anyway, I’ve got the Tropic of Capricorn book. That’s 
quite enough.” (Turning to the proprietor:) “I say, have 
you got today’s Times and last Sunday’s Observer?” A 
wild-haired half-wit in the Djemaa el Fna rushes up to me, 
does a double shuffle and bump, says: “Good morning, 
sir. | represent the authentic original Moroccan automatic 
comic.” He does another bump and adds: “May I enter- 
tain you? It’s elegant, magnificent.” This all in French. I 
say in Arabic: “We don’t want anything, thank you.” He is 
disappointed, says sadly: “O.K., boy. How bout what 
nother day you like?” There are so many Germans around 
that most of the Djemaa el Fna characters go into that lan- 
guage at some point, although this one didn’t. Down in 
the desert we had locusts and a sandstorm, but no earth- 
quake, thank God. I dreamed of Brion last night; met him 
in the street and he didn’t want to speak to me. I couldn’t 
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tell why, although I asked him outright. He smiled myste- 
riously. That’s the trouble with friends who are bad corre- 
spondents: they gnaw at one’s dreams. I wonder why he 
refuses to write. Jane was fine when I left her on March 
seventh. What are your plans? Has anyone ever sung the 
praises of the Seychelles in your presence? I keep hearing 
about what a paradise the place is. But it’s hard to get to; 
ordinarily you have to go to Bombay first and take a ship 
from there. I’ll be back in Tangier by the end of the 
month. No news. 


TO ALLEN GINSBERG 


May 17, 1962 
Tangier 


ONCE I GOT A POSTCARD FROM GERTRUDE STEIN. HOw 
nice, she said, that Tangier is like George Sand remem- 
bered it and not like Madame Simon de l’Opéra remem- 
bered it! About India all I can say is that I’m glad it’s the 
way it is rather than as I said it was. Also, ten years can be 
a long time in the life of a very young nation. When I was 
last there (1952) there were several million refugees sleep- 
ing in the streets of Bombay, and every nook and cranny 
was filled every night with rows of sleepers. Perhaps that 
emergency no longer exists, and perhaps they have built a 
good many hotels in the past decade. Furthermore, the 
very obvious gap between “English” hotels and Indian ho- 
tels has doubtless narrowed considerably. I wonder even 
how many “English” hotels remain in the country, where 
the servants go barefoot for fear of disturbing memsahib, 
and prostrate themselves when they come in the door. It 
was that way in all the hotels I saw in India. There seemed 
to be nothing between that and what amounted then to 
flophouses. And my distinct memory of these hotels is that 
while they were quite worth what they cost, staying in them 
did not constitute a cheap holiday. So Thank God a new 
era has come. It would be nice to look in on you there and 
see you sitting listening to Chatur Lal. I must make Ceylon 
next winter. Shaun Mandy claims it is scarcely habitable 
now, and that I must hurry. He also says he saw you in 
Bombay, with (he thought) Gregory. “. . . in the street in 
Bombay — sensational! Missed them in the coterie envi- 
ronment of Delhi.” Jane is out to dinner. I sit here typing 
letters. Now I stop, and resume later. 

Ferlinghetti is using the snap you took of me one morn- 
ing in the house at Marrakech, on the back cover of the lit- 
tle book which he says will be out next month. He had an 
astonishing enthusiasm for the picture and insisted on us- 
ing it, even though it is underexposed. I’ve been translating 
Moroccan material all spring. Eight stories completed now, 
plus a new one from Ahmed on which I’m working at the 
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moment. Nothing more interesting to report. This past 
weekend Harold Norse and I visited Jejouka, where they 
still dress up as Pan and dance. It was worth all the diffi- 
culties of getting there, including the inevitable breakdown 
of the car and the climbs up muddy arroyos and the fleas 
and lice that bit all night. H. claimed to have been made ill 
by the expedition, and I haven’t seen him since he dropped 
me off, the night we returned. (I forgot to mention that 
Second Coming had taken one of the longer Moroccan sto- 
ries.) ‘Narayan and Sonia read and reread your letter; 
Narayan hopes some day to see the Marathi volume you 
mentioned, since it’s his language. Tamara returned from 
Rome and Paris . . . somewhat more sure of herself and 
just as pleasant. Now in Madrid. Medina now stuffed with 
Eighthstreetniks who have rented houses. Bill was right: 
it’s a real invasion, like nothing that has come before. I 
hope to hear a word from you occasionally. I’d like to be in 
India, but I’m pleased that you’re there at least, and cer- 
tainly no one could extract more from it per hour spent 
there than you, so all’s well. And if Ceylon is enterable next 
winter I'll be there. Mandy has sold the island. But there 
are rest-houses. Love to Peter. Love to you.

ON THE SHIP I PUT MY MEMORY TO WORK AND CAME UP 
with a list — nothing more — of events and people which 
would serve as nuclei from which to work in recapturing 
the material for each year. 

The book would start off with a section dealing with the 
things that happened before memory begins, and go on 
through the recall of early childhood into late childhood, 
stressing the opposing pressures of the paternal and ma- 
ternal family groups, and the resulting need for developing 
secrecy. 

The anguish of adolescence is somewhat alleviated by 
my discovery of automatic writing (1927) and by subse- 
quent publication in transition in 1928. From high school 
to art school; from there to University of Virginia, chosen 
because Edgar Allan Poe had gone there. 

The tossing of a coin decides that I shall run away from 
college. Paris (Tristan Tzara), the Paris Herald where I 
work, hikes to Switzerland and the Riviera. In Paris 
Prokofiev agrees to take me as a pupil in composition, but 
I go to Germany instead. Return to New York (1929). 
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Because you have a right to know more. 














Henry Cowell sends me to Aaron Copland, who teaches 
me music. Return to the University of Virginia, complet- 
ing first year, then more study with Copland (1930). 

In March 1931 I go to Paris, meet Gertrude Stein, 
Cocteau, Tchelitchew, Pound, Gide. To Berlin. First meet- 
ings with Spender and Isherwood. To Hannover to see Kurt 
Schwitters and his Merzbau. To Holland, to stay in Kastel 
Eerde with Krishnamurti. During the Summer Gertrude 
Stein suggests I go to Tangier. Copland and I go. The fol- 
lowing Winter I return to Paris to study with Nadia 
Boulanger. After a few lessons I have enough and go to 
Italy. Later to Granada to see Manuel de Falla, and back to 
Morocco (Spring 1932) where I catch typhoid. Convales- 
cence in Monte Carlo with my mother. 

In December 1932 to Algiers and down to the Sahara. 
By camel across the Great Eastern Erg into South Tunisia, 
arriving in Tunis in the Spring of 1933. Thence to Tangi- 
er. I take a house there and rent it to Djuna Barnes, who 
is writing Nightwood. Then from Cadiz to Puerto Rico 
(Barranquitas). Next to New York, where I study harmo- 
ny with Roger Sessions. 

In the Spring of 19341 return to Morocco and settle in 
Fez. In Autumn of the same year I sail to Barranquilla, 
Colombia. Amoebic dysentery in the Andes. To Los Angeles, 
then to San Francisco, arriving in the Spring of 1935 in 
New York to stay and write music. Meet Balanchine and 
Kirstein. Eugene Berman devises a ballet for him and me to 
do, and I begin work on it. 

In 1936 Kirstein, not wanting the Berman subject, com- 
missions me to write the score of the ballet Yankee Clipper. 
I compose my first theatre score for Orson Welles. Later in 
the year I write a second, also for Welles. Meet E.E. Cum- 
mings for first time. 

1937. Miguel Covarrubias suggests I go to Tehuantepec, 
which I do. Visit Guatemala. First performance Yankee 
Clipper by Philadelphia Orchestra. In February 1938 I 
marry Jane Auer. Panama, Costa Rica, Guatemala, then 
France, where we settle at Eze-Village. In Autumn Orson 
Welles asks me to return to write a theatre score. We go 
back to New York. Meet Dali for first time. In December 
we join Communist Party. Saroyan arrives in New York 
and asks me to write score for My Heart’s in the Highlands. 
Clifford Odets gives me his apartment in which to work at 
it. Jane and I take a house on Staten Island. Leonard Bern- 
stein spends week-ends there with us (Summer and Au- 
tumn of 1939). Meet Auden for first time. 

Early 1940 I provide score for another Saroyan play 
(Love’s Old Sweet Song) (Theatre Guild). Am given com- 
mission to write score for film for the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, in Albuquerque. After completing this work I 
leave for Mexico. In Acapulco Tennessee Williams comes 
to the house and introduces himself. I return to New York 
to write the score for the Maurice Evans-Helen Hayes 
Twelfth Night, then for Philip Barry’s Liberty Jones and 
Lillian Hellman’s Watch on the Rhine. Jane and I go to live

at a rooming-house in Brooklyn Heights run by Auden. 
Benjamin Britten has his piano in the living room, and | 
put mine into the cellar where I work at a ballet commis- 
sioned by Kirstein (Pastorelas). 1 meet Carson McCullers 
for the first time. Receive Guggenheim Fellowship. We re- 
turn to Mexico (Spring 1941) and spend remainder of the 
year there. I complete Pastorelas and begin work on The 
Wind Remains (opera). In the Summer of 1942 we return 
to New York to live at Holden Hall, my aunt’s house in 
the country, where we are visited by the F.B.I. I complete 
the opera. It is performed in the Spring of 1943 at the 
Museum of Modern Art, Leonard Bernstein conducting, 
with staging by Merce Cunningham. Jane’s novel, Two Se- 
rious Ladies, is published by Knopf. 

Virgil Thomson suggests I join staff of the Herald Tri- 
bune to write musical criticism, which I do.

The Marquis de Cuevas commissions me to do the ballet 
Colloque Sentimentale with Dali. I spend the Summer of 
1944 in Mexico. Peggy Guggenheim issues records of my 
Sonata for Flute to sell in her gallery. Tennessee Williams 
comes to see me with the script of a play which needs mu- 
sic (The Glass Menagerie). | hear that Jean-Paul Sartre is 
in the U.S. and suggest to Oliver Smith that we obtain the 
rights to Huis Clos, which we do, meeting him in Washing- 
ton. I begin to translate the play. I meet Elia Kazan and 
provide him with a score for Jacobowsky and the Colonel. 
Meet José Ferrer and furnish the score for Cyrano de Berg- 
erac. Spend the Summer of 1945 in Cuba and Salvador. I 
am writing a series of short stories, most of which are be- 
ing published in Harper’s Bazaar and Mademoiselle. | re- 
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sign from the Herald Tribune, but continue to write Sun- 
day articles for the paper. I spend 1946 writing stories and 
doing more theatre scores, also a Concerto for Two Pianos, 
Winds and Percussion.

On the strength of the short stories, Doubleday gives 
me (Spring 1947) an advance on a novel, and I go back 
to Morocco and write it (The Sheltering Sky). When I 
send it to the publishers, they tell me it is not a novel, and 
reject it. Libby Holman comes to Morocco and asks me 
to make an opera out of Garcia Lorca’s Yerma. | begin to 
translate it. New Directions accepts The Sheltering Sky. I 
return to New York to write the score for Tennessee 
Williams’s Summer and Smoke. When the show is open, 
he and I go back to Morocco to stay at El Farhar. After- 
ward he goes to Rome, and Jane and I to the Algerian Sa- 
hara, and then to Paris, returning to El Farhar in the 
Spring. Truman Capote spends the Summer at El Farhar 
with us. Gore Vidal arrives. 

In the Autumn Jane and I go to London. The Sheltering 
Sky is published there. Meetings with Maugham, Angus 
Wilson, Cyril Connolly, etc. I leave for Ceylon to spend the 
Winter, returning to London and Paris in the late Spring. 
Libby, Holman returns to Morocco in the Summer, and we 
spend a month in Andalusia. Back to the Sahara in the Win- 
ter, Spain in the Spring (1951), where I pick up Jane, and 
to Tangier. I complete Let It Come Down and set out for 
Bombay. I stay in India and Ceylon until June, then go to 
the Italian Alps.

In the Autumn I go to Tangier and Madrid. While in 
Madrid I buy the island of Taprobane off the south coast of 
Ceylon. In January 1953 I go to New York to spend the 
Winter at Libby Holman’s. Spring I spend in Tangier writ- 
ing A Picnic Cantata. Tennessee Williams suggests my 
name to Luchino Visconti, to work on the scenario of a 
film (Senso), and I spend the Summer in Rome, working 
on it. Then I go to Istanbul, returning to Tangier with 
Williams in the late Autumn. I go back to New York in De- 
cember to write the score for Jane’s play In the Summer 
House. When that is done I return to Tangier. I meet 
William Burroughs for the first time. In the Autumn Jane 
and I set out for Ceylon. I begin The Spider’s House. We 
spend the Winter on Taprobane. Peggy Guggenheim 
comes to visit us there. I complete The Spider’s House. Jane 
returns to Tangier and I go to Japan. By mid-summer I am 
back in Tangier. In the Autumn Christopher Isherwood vis- 
its. The following Spring my parents come to Tangier 
(1956). Later in the year I go to London, thence to Cape 
Town, and Ceylon, spending the Winter there. In the 
Spring to East Africa (Kenya, Zanzibar) and back to Tang- 
ier. Allen Ginsberg arrives in Tangier for the first time. Jane 
being ill, I take her to England twice during the Summer,

the second time remaining there until the Winter, when we 
return to Tangier. In February 1958 we leave for Madeira, 

where Jane’s passport expires. In Lisbon the American Em- 
bassy refuses to issue another (on orders from the F.B.I.) 
and Jane is obliged to go immediately to New York. I re- 
main in Portugal until after the elections in June, and then 
go to Denver to try out Yerma. From there we take the 
opera to Ithaca, New York. Jane enters New York Hospital 
for three months. I go to Hollywood to work with José Fer- 
rer. At the end of the year Jane and I go back to Tangier. I 
receive a wire asking me to return to New York to do the 
score of Sweet Bird of Youth. | go. Afterward I go to 
Madeira for Holiday magazine, then to Tangier. Tennessee 
Williams is there. I receive a Rockefeller Grant to record 
Moroccan music for the archives of the Library of 
Congress. The last six months of 1959 I spend making field 
trips in the interior of Morocco. In 1960 I continue record- 

ing, in various regions not previously covered. 

In 1961 I rent a house in Marrakech. Tennessee 
Williams comes. Allen Ginsberg returns to Morocco and I 
take him to Marrakech. I pass a quiet year, writing short 
stories. In 1962 I begin the translation from the Arabic of 
A Life Full of Holes. Jane and I go to New York, where I 
write the score for The Milk Train Doesn’t Stop Here Any 
More (Williams). We return to Tangier at Christmas time. 
I continue translating. Random House publishes Their 
Heads Are Green and Their Hands Are Blue. | take a house 
in Asilah for six months, afterward going to the Sahara. 

The following year (1964) Tennessee Williams again 
comes to Tangier. I am writing Up above the World. I go 
to Spain. In March 1965 Jane and I go to New York. I 
continue to Santa Fe. In the Summer we return to Tangi- 
er. I translate Love with a Few Hairs. In June 1966 Jane 
and I go again to New York, she to see Farrar, Straus 
about her collected works, and I take a ship to Bangkok. 
In December I hear from Jane’s doctor in Tangier that she 
is ill, and return to Tangier, abandoning the book I am 
writing for Little, Brown. (In Tangier I suggest to Alec 
Waugh that he take over the project, which he does.) I be- 
gin the translation of The Lemon. The Time of Friendship 
is published. I translate ten short stories from the Arabic 
under the title of M’Hashish, and leave for Los Angeles. 
This brings us up to the present. 

If this sequential listing serves no other purpose, at least it 
is useful to me as a basic memorandum; I have no notes 
with which to document the account. It is a chronological 
skeleton, nothing more, as you can see. I'll hope to hear 
your reaction soon.

For the first 
time in history these readily available sources of food, for- 
merly used only in extreme situations and totally without 
scientific supervision, have been studied assiduously by 
top-flight dieticians and chefs, whose expertise is now 
within the reach of anyone who wishes to profit by it. 

The kind of foodstuffs we enjoy today will be in increas- 
ingly short supply, due largely to lack of fuel for delivery. 
We must learn the science of harvesting and preserving all 
edible plants. Each year billions of tons of weeds go to 
waste and disintegrate into the soil, only to produce more 
unused weeds. This great natural resource must be exploit- 
ed. It is true that citizens of tropical countries will be likely 
to have greater access to food, but this advantage will be 
outweighed by the incidence of disease. 

Money will not be a problem, since it will be entirely 
without purchasing power. In addition, the list of pur- 
chasable commodities will rapidly shrink to zero. 

Living space, on the other hand, will present intolerable 
difficulties to those accustomed to personal privacy. Be- 
cause of the geometric progression in population increase 
and the impossibility of constructing new dwellings or even 
repairing old ones, requisitioning of floor-space will shortly 
be instituted. The target of fifteen cubic meters minimum to 
be allocated to each adult is admittedly utopian, at least dur- 
ing the coming decade. For the foreseeable future the figure 
will remain in the vicinity of ten cubic meters. Since people 
who previously enjoyed the*use of an entire house or apart- 
ment will now be restricted to one corner of one room, a 
certain amount of dissatisfaction, even of confusion, may 
result. A few practical hints here may be useful. 

There are always ways of making your corner comfort- 
able, even attractive. Cut out a large triangle of thick foam 
rubber (if you are unable to find any, bags of straw or shav- 
ings will do) and fit it into the corner on the floor, On top 
of that you can pile attractive rags and stuffed sacks. The 
walls behind can be covered with artistically chosen maga- 
zine covers or tasteful advertisements, varnished over. If 
you have time, you can cut them up first and make person- 
alized collages. A screen to provide a modicum of privacy 
can be constructed out of old crates, and perhaps covered 
with wrapping paper to give it that soigné look demanded 
by today’s housewife. 

The idea that fresh air is essential for healthy sleep was 
discarded by medical experts fifty years ago. It has been 
proven that, on the contrary, the instinct of the human 
species is to burrow deep into a relatively airless spot when 
sleep is desired. Apart from the possibility of contagious 
diseases, it is just as healthy to sleep shut into a room with 
several others as it was to sleep in your own room with the 
window open. Actually this enforced communal living can 
prove to be a blessing. It serves as a deterrent to mass at- 
tacks on living quarters by bands of starving teen-agers. 

Survival in the Eighties will require enormous adaptabili- 
ty to adverse physical circumstances. A new, functional life- 
style is waiting to be created, one which will take into ac- 
count the future as well as the present rapid deterioration 
of the situation. This requires a high order of talent, but 
there will be those who will rise to the occasion. Reduced 
circumstances need not, and indeed, must not be allowed 
to result in shabbiness, which comes from a morbid cling- 
ing to concepts of style no longer realizable. We must learn 
that the only consideration of any importance in the matter 
of clothing is that it should provide the warmth essential to 
normal human functioning. As the seasons change, the 
number of garments will vary, and from this simple phe- 
nomenon we can evolve a style that will be the very essence 
of sartorial elegance. Instead of the three sweaters, blanket 
and mittens of winter we find that when spring comes, we 
may have only two sweaters and no blanket at all. It is from 
such small things that we create the poetry of a truly func- 
tional life-style. The greatest pleasure comes from the close 
inspection of ordinary objects, we are told. Those who have 
chosen to brave it out can reap spiritual profit, if they will, 
from this unique opportunity. 

Your corner need not be in total darkness every night. 
You can make your own lamps out of rags soaked in veg- 
etable oil, squeezed into interesting shapes and placed in 
oil-filled saucers. They give a dull, romantic glow. A wel- 
come addition to gala affairs is a set of small alcohol burn- 
ers to be used as hand warmers. (Stock all the burning al- 
cohol you can now; during a cold spell it has been known 
to make the difference between life and death.) The ideal 
garment for winter corner-sitting is a large woolen blanket 
with a slit in the center for the head. Your corner can be 
made cozy, and you can be comfortable in it. It is up to 
you to decide whether you want to make the effort. 

We at Humanity International believe firmly that if it is 
worthwhile living at all (and a few of those who read this 
will be of the opinion that it is) then it is also worthwhile 
to spend the effort necessary to transform what could oth- 
erwise be a humdrum existence into a meaningful life, a 
life of joy created, not in spite of hardships, but thanks to 
them. This is Humanity International’s New Year message 
to the courageous.

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The subtle passages of grief

omorrow, May 21, my family will bury my 
mother’s ashes. 

We’re taking them to my parents’ house 
on Martha’s Vineyard, and we plan to bury 
them underneath a cherry tree, right near 
the spot where we buried the family dog’s ashes two 
years ago. My dad’s ashes are nearby, too; we buried 
them last summer, in a grove of beetlebung trees that he 
particularly loved. 

Whew. I look at that paragraph and I think: that’s a lot 
of ashes. A lot of loss in a very short period of time. 

But here’s what astonishes me these days: you do 
absorb the losses. The grieving doesn’t end; your life 
certainly doesn’t return to where it was before. But you 
do manage to move on, and to grow. I think of what 
happens in sculpture to a piece of raw clay and the 
analogy seems apt: loss, and its aftermath, has a brutal 
effect — you get pummeled, worked over, slammed 
around. But ultimately, you also get worked into some- 
thing new, something with a different, but sturdy, 
shape.

A year ago, when we buried my dad’s ashes, I 
wouldn’t have thought that possible. 

It was a warm day in May, hazy. My father had died 
13 months earlier, my mother just about six weeks ear- 
lier. We all trooped into this grove of trees with a shov- 
el: my brother and sister, my dad’s two kids from his 
first marriage, a smattering of nieces and nephews, and 
me. I held the urn, a heavy brass box. My half-brother 
Peter, who’s named after my father, dug a hole under a 
tree that overlooks the Vineyard Sound. Then we 
opened the box with a screwdriver, pulled out the inner 
plastic bag that held the ashes, and poured them in. I 
don’t remember much more: the ashes were pale, a 
light-brownish color, I think. “The color of bone,” 
someone said. I shut down. 

I shut down, in fact, for a good chunk of the next year. 
My sister and I talk about this a lot: how much of the 
past 12 months we’ve forgotten, how time just seemed to 
slip away unnoticed, how much of a fog we were in. | 
managed to do things — went to work every day, fin- 
ished a book — but I’ve come to believe fervidly in the 
phenomenon of grief-induced amnesia. When I think 
about last spring and summer, I come up blank. Can’t 
remember what the weather was like. Can’t remember 
what I did on weekends. 

I also can’t remember where the turning point was, 
when life stopped feeling surreal and pain-riddled and 
started feeling . . . well, smoother. I was going to use 
the word “normal” there, but it doesn’t fit. Normal 
implies a return to some kind of status quo, an absence 
of difference, and it’s impossible to emerge from large 
losses unchanged, to go back to being the person you 
were before. 
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Still, somewhere along the line, it just happens: you 
wake up and understand that you’ve turned into some- 
one else. And for the first time, it feels okay. Acceptable. 
A done deal.

This was one turning point: in September, around 
what would have been my mother’s 66th birthday, my 
brother and sister and I all had the same dream within a 
few days of one another. The details were different for 
each of us, but the feeling behind it was the same: in the 
dream, she’d come back to visit us, individually, and in 
doing so she communicated a feeling of tremendous 
calm and acceptance — as though she was okay and all 
of us would be okay, too. In mine, there was also a feel- 
ing of omniscience, of presence that I can barely 
describe: it was as if my mother was a part of everything, 
of time and nature, of the past and future, as though she 
could see everything and be everywhere. It feels weird to 
talk about — too mystical, too spiritual — but the dream 
stirred some sense of her spirit in me, some sense of her 
ability to linger, to stay with me, and I find myself 
returning to the memory again and again. 

Maybe that’s a form of denial, or a form of wishful 
thinking. Maybe it’s a form of acceptance. I don’t know. 
But periodically, one of us will have a similar dream, of a 
visit from her, and I think these help us feel okay some- 
how about moving on, as though we can go forward 
without leaving too much behind.

During his illness, my father told me that there were 
few things like losing a parent to teach you how alone in 
the world you really were. I’ve thought about that a lot 
over this past year, especially in those moments when 
I’ve found myself clinging to the wish to be small again, 
to be protected from responsibility. I’d sit there last sum- 
mer after my mother died, paying her bills or talking to 
the lawyer on the phone, and my whole being would be 
twisted into a knot of resistance: I can’t do this. I’m too 
young to be in charge. I’m too young to be sitting here 
listening to grown-ups talk about estate-tax returns and 
property appraisals. I’m just a kid. 

But I guess those moments — or, more aptly, the pro- 
cess of getting through those moments — become turn- 
ing points, too. You do get through. You discover you 
can do things you didn’t think you could: small things, 
such as dealing effectively with the trust department of a 
bank; and big things, such as learning to understand 
when you need help and then asking for it. That knowl- 
edge — that you are alone in the world — begins to sink 
into your bones, like it or not. And so you cope. And so 
you start to grow up. 

This weekend will be painful, this burial. I imagine the 
small things will be the most difficult — picking up the 
urn, which now stands on the piano in my parents’ 
house; covering with dirt the hole we dig; walking away 
from the spot when the pilgrimage is over. These are 
more pieces of the goodbye, another set of moments to 
get through. But I think — I think — I can do it. Q

No danger, kid — for starters, where would a would- 
be torturer get the castor oil? Besides, castor oil wasn’t 
really in the same league as the iron maiden and the 
rack. It was more an instrument of mob violence, sort 
of like tar and feathers. A gang of Fascisti would grab 
one of their opponents, beat him up, and pour castor oil 
down his throat. Why? To give him the world’s worst 
case of diarrhea, that’s why. Sometimes the hoods 
would squirt a quart (okay, a liter) or more into the 
guy. Sometimes they’d mix it with gasoline. And some- 
times, as a consequence, the victim died. But I gather 
most people lived through the experience, which was 
meant mainly to put the fear of Il Duce in them and in 
the populace generally. 

Castor-oil treatment is said to have been invented by 
Gabriele D’Annunzio, a flamboyant poet/revolutionary 
who in 1919. seized the disputed port city of Fiume, in 
what used to be Yugoslavia, with 1000 arditi (disgrun- 
tled Italian army veterans). D’Annunzio’s moment of 
glory lasted little more than a year, but in that time he 
introduced many of the later trappings of Fascism, 
including the raised-arm salute and the tassled black fez 
and black shirt that became the Fascist uniform. Where 
he got the idea for castor oil is unclear, but the stuff was 
in common use at the time as a cure for constipation, 
then thought to be the cause of half the world’s ail- 
ments. It was often administered to kids, who hated it. 
Possibly after one such dose little Gabe vowed that 
someday he’d pay his oppressors back big time. 

Apparently he wasn’t the only one. Castor oil caught 
on in a big way with Fascist mobs in the early 1920s. In 
one town, a historian notes, “the Fascists stamped out 
alcoholism by forcing every wine-seller to display a pint 
bottle of castor oil in his window — a warning of the 
fate awaiting any man found drunk.” Mussolini’s oppo- 
nents in the Italian parliament charged that his power 
was built on the manganello (bludgeon) and castor oil. 

Sounds almost quaint, and well it might. The Fascists 
had few qualms about killing people when it suited their 
purpose, but did not do so often for fear of turning the 
masses against them. When Mussolini’s thugs exceeded 
their orders (or so some historians think) and murdered 
an opposition leader in 1924, the Italian public was out- 
raged. In an era when mobs, bombers, and death 
squads randomly slaughter thousands, one almost longs 
for a time when the worst the bad guys dared to do to 
somebody was to give him a case of the runs.

Gypsies were unconventional folk, and 
while not all unconventional folk were Gypsies, William 
Thackeray felt people would figure it out if he used 
Bohemian to mean “a person of Gypsy-like habits” in his 
1848 novel Vanity Fair. They did, and the term used in 
that sense has been with us since. Today it generally sig- 
nifies someone who is not just unconventional but slum- 
ming, that is, living below his natural station in life.

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Dennis McFarland hikes up a hill 


near his summer home, to a bluff overlooking Cape Cod 
Bay. It’s a cool, brilliant April afternoon in the middle of 
school-vacation week. The best-selling author of The 
Music Room and the just-published School for the Blind 
has decamped from his Boston-area home, family in tow, 
to spend time in their 200-year-old Cape-style house and 
enjoy the quiet, rough beauty of its surrounding three- 
acre plot. 

While McFarland points out landmarks on the horizon 
to a guest, his two children climb down the wooden steps 
to the marshy shore below. “No, no, we’re not going to 
the beach,” McFarland calls out. “Remember? I 
promised to take you to the movies.” 

“You promised Mom you'd take us to the movies,” 
protests Katharine, age nine. Father and daughter engage 
in a brief, teasing debate over semantics, but as they turn 
to walk back down the hill to the house, McFarland’s face 
suddenly tightens. “Where’s Sam?” he asks. 

His four-year-old son has vanished. McFarland first 
runs to a fence, poking his head through a gap in the 
slats, then back to the cliff. “Sam? Sam?” he calls out, 
his genteel Alabaman’s lilt replaced by a hard, desperate 
edge. Then, a speck of bright red appears through the 
mesh of bare trees and bushes at the bottom of the hill, 
near the house. It’s Sam’s parka, with Sam in it, march- 
ing about and babbling a nonsensical little-kid song. 

Relief washes over McFarland’s face — the natural re- 
lief of a parent who realizes that his child hasn’t met with 








some unspeakable calamity. But since McFarland is a 
misunderstood son and brother, and the author of two 
novels in which family relationships figure prominently, 
it’s easy to read more into his expression — a preternatu- 
ral yearning to safeguard the clan he’s formed with his 
wife, writer Michelle Simons. 

Earlier in the day, kidding about fiction writers’ ten- 
dency to “work out” personal conflicts in their stories, 
McFarland pronounces with a note of self-inflicted sar- 
casm, “I’m working some things out about family.” 

In the sitting room of the Cape home, McFarland, 45, 
relaxes in a blue wicker rocker and sips root beer from a 
tall glass. Michelle has taken the kids on a picnic and the 
house is still. A copy of School for the Blind — the first 
one to roll off the press — lies on a sofa, next to a copy 
of The Music Room, published (like his second book, by 
Houghton Mifflin) in 1990. 

The cover design of the newer book speaks volumes 
about McFarland’s status in the literary world: the novel- 
ist’s name is set in large type, above the title — the sign 
of a marketable author. 

The lavish praise and financial success of The Music 
Room guaranteed as much. The story of a young man 
trying to make sense of his brother’s suicide, The Music 
Room was one of the most highly regarded debuts in 
years. “Along the way would crop up sentences, some- 
times merely a word, that would make me catch my 
breath,” wrote Eudora Welty. Frank Conroy called it “the 
kind of book you press into people’s hands, telling them if 
they don’t read it you’ll never speak to them again.” 

















A local author's journey 


toward serenity — and recognition

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“YOU grow and change up to the last minute,” says McFarland. So do his characters. 
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Fellow Alabaman novelist Walker Percy, since de- 
ceased, sent a handwritten note on coffee-stained sta- 
tionery. In it, he wrote, “An amazing novel . . . Its preci- 
sion of language and the haunting beauty of its figures is 
such as to be unforgettable.” 

Hollywood was impressed, too: the film rights to The 
Music Room were snapped up by producers Peter Guber 
and Jon Peters for a sum McFarland describes as “six fig- 
ures” (the rights were later sold to another production 
company; according to McFarland’s publicist, the script 
is “in development”). The money let him quit his teaching 
post at Emerson College, buy the Cape Cod retreat, and 
turn to writing full time. 

Dressed in white T-shirt and brown dungarees, Mc- 
Farland has a close-trimmed salt-and-pepper moustache 
and a snarl of dark curls that dangles over his forehead. 
With the rhythmic creaking of his rocker as background 
music, McFarland talks about finishing School for the 
Blind the previous summer. 

Each morning, he’d settle into a bookshelf-lined nook 
in the house by 5 a.m. “There’d be a beautiful sunrise 
over that crest, and I’d sit here looking out the window, 
at this pink sky,” he says, gazing across the yard. “Some- 
times there’d be fog rolling into that valley over there and 
it was just perfectly quiet in the house. Everything about 
it was conducive to creativity.” 

The schedule left McFarland with his days free to play 
with the kids on the beach. He struggled, though, with 
the final section, a brief coda to the narrative. “I experi- 
enced a feeling of I can’t do it. I can’t write this scene,” 
he recalls. “It was that real close fear — a fear of finish- 
ing something. Then one morning I got up and just start- 
ed writing and I finished it in two days. And we celebrat- 
ed. I knew the book was done.” 

The title School for the Blind comes from an institution 
for sightless children that plays a key role in the book; not 
surprisingly, it’s modeled after the Perkins School for the 
Blind, near McFarland’s home. School tells the story — 
in lush, entrancing prose — of a globe-trotting war pho- 
tographer who is reunited late in life with his unmarried 
sister. As in The Music Room, McFarland begins the tale 
with a sweeping one-sentence rendering of the main 
character’s history to the present: “His life’s work and 
ambition fulfilled, Francis Brimm believed the only meta- 
morphosis left him was a slow, affable decline toward 
death, and so at the age of seventy-three he returned to 
the town of his youth to retire.” 

But while the old man’s days seem to be coming to a 
peaceful close, we soon learn that he’s haunted by a vi- 
sion from his past. Brimm (inspired by famed World War 
II correspondent Robert Capa) finds himself awaking in 
the early hours of the morning to see a spectral face float- 
ing on his bedroom ceiling. The face, he soon realizes, 
belongs to a French woman in a photo he’d taken 50 
years earlier. McFarland used an actual Capa photo for 
inspiration, a chilling shot of a woman in the town of 
Chartres being led through the streets, baby in arms, after 
having her head shaved as punishment for bearing the 
child of a German soldier. 

Brimm’s sister, Muriel, five years his senior and a life- 
long resident of their hometown, initially rejects her 
brother’s fixation. But she soon finds herself dwelling on 
the past, too. As a bizarre subplot unfolds, in which evi- 
dence of a gruesome crime is unearthed on a golf course, 
the two main characters dig through the remains of their 
own histories, making equally startling discoveries. 

McFarland was aware of the risk he was taking by writ- 
ing about two elderly people for an American audience 
supposedly obsessed with youth culture. “I actually had 
writer friends who warned me off, who said, ‘Don’t, 
don’t, don’t — you’ll be sorry.’ But I did it anyway,” he 
says. “If you have a story to tell, you have to tell your sto- 
ry. You can’t try to figure out the market.” 

McFarland says he’s already seen the consequences of 
his conviction. The film rights to The Music Room were 
sold six months before the book was published, but to 
date, Hollywood hasn’t shown any interest in School. 
“Maybe it’s just my naiveté showing through,” he says, 
“but it really does boil down to the fact that there’s no 
role in there for Julia Roberts.” 

He bemoans Hollywood’s lack of interest in — if not 
outright disdain for — old people. People over 60 are ab- 
sent in the American cinema, he says, unless they’re de- 
picted “as terribly amusing and cute and dotty,” as in 
films like Grumpy Old Men, where the basic gag is to 
show how hilarious it is when old people have sexual feel- 
ings. “Hollywood seems to think that old people have to 
amuse us in order to compensate for showing us a view 
of sagging skin.” 

McFarland says he was personally more concerned 
about the appearance of another subject in School: child- 
hood sexual abuse. “I knew that having that as part of the 
story leaves the book open to be trashed by the forces of 
backlash out there,” he says. “That it might easily be per- 
ceived as trite, hackneyed, overused. Perhaps even overly 
topical. But I felt it was a central part of this woman’s 
story, and to leave it out and not include it because of 
1994 concerns about taking the temperature of the air 
would be a mistake, artistically.” 

The themes of aging and childhood trauma merged for 
McFarland after he had a conversation with a nurse who 
works with geriatric patients. The woman told McFarland 
of a man in his 70s who fell into a deep depression. The 
man eventually told hospital workers that he’d made a 
harrowing discovery: a woman in her 90s who'd recently 
been admitted to same facility was the mother who had 
abandoned him as a small child. 

“I just thought it [the woman’s story] was really con- 
firming to my sense that we don’t have a statute of limita- 
tions on our emotional responses to our history,” says 
McFarland. It left him thinking about aging and the way 
our culture isolates the elderly, both by housing them in 
institutions and by regarding them as “other.” 














“One of the premises of School for the Blind is that 
they are not the ‘other,’” he says, slipping into a deep 
voice, like a science-fiction movie narrator, and adding, 
“We have seen the elderly and they are we.” 

McFarland muses about how old 45 seemed when he 
was a teenager, but how close he feels today, in age and 
spirit, to 60-year-olds. “I was just trying to say they’re no 
different,” he says. “They experience the same emotional 
struggles and changes that we do. I’m suggesting that you 
grow and change up until the last minute, which is what 
happens to these characters.”

n the end, School is about a family re-forming from 
the broken pieces of a household that crumbled un- 
der the weight of failure and secrecy — a brood 
headed by a bitter, alcoholic father and somnambu- 
lant, religious-zealot mother. 

McFarland fashioned the fictional gulf coast city of 
Pines, Florida, in School as a smaller version of his home- 
town, Mobile, Alabama. He felt no need to visit Florida to 
do research, since the memories of his Southern child- 
hood are as vivid as they are unhappy. 

“I did not have a wonderful time growing up in the 
South,” he says in a soft, precise voice. McFarland talks 
about “a Southern culture that has a particular kind of 
cruelty.” Growing up in a state where some of the pivotal 
events of the civil-rights movement occurred — in 1955, 
Rosa Parks refused to surrender her seat on a city bus in 
Montgomery, three hours away — McFarland was an 
oddity, a child who identified with the second-class status 
of blacks. 

The youngest son of parents he describes as “dyed-in- 
the-wool Southerners,” McFarland says the Mobile of his 
youth was a place where people believed that if the Yan- 
kees would just mind their own business, things would be 
fine. His own political consciousness alienated him from 
virtually everyone he knew. “There was all kinds of hell to 
pay,” McFarland says of his involvement in the civil-rights 
movement. “I think I knew one other person in my social 
circle who was interested in racial equality. | was a com- 
plete freak.” 

Though his father probably would have preferred his 
son to stay home and work on the family poultry farm, 
McFarland chose to distance himself from his family even 
further at 17 by enrolling at Southwestern (later renamed 
Rhodes) College, in Memphis, in 1967. 

He lasted only a year, but that was long enough for him 
to realize he’d never go back to Mobile. As a reporter for 
the school newspaper, McFarland covered the strike by 
city sanitation workers that led first to Martin Luther 
King’s visit to Memphis, and ultimately to the civil-rights 
leader’s assassination. McFarland found himself in 
marches that turned into riots, getting Maced and 
clubbed. 

At the same time, McFarland discovered marijuana and 
LSD. “My father was threatening to take me out of 
school. I was studying existentialism for the first time. I 
had things to say to him like, “Well, that’s your choice,’ ” 
he says. “It was great. And it was hell.” 

McFarland has returned to Mobile only a few times and 
rarely sees his parents. “We have a civil relationship,” he 
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WITH daughter Katharine: “I pray about my work,” the author notes, “which is brand new.” 


says. “I guess I feel sometimes, “Wouldn’t it be great to 
have parents who were better educated and literary and 
really appreciated my work?’ You know? I think they do 
appreciate my work and they’re happy for my success. 
But we’re not close.” 

Same goes for his siblings. “Not close,” he says. “I have 
a sister that I’m closer to than others.

cFarland dropped out of Southwestern 

after one year. He went to California, 

leading a peripatetic hippie lifestyle before 

settling in Santa Cruz, taking just enough 

classes at the community college to avoid 
being drafted. After a few years, he decided to head east, 
gripped by romantic notions of life in New England. On 
the way, he stopped to visit friends in New York City, and 
ended up staying for more than a decade. 

McFarland began sifting through his own past, look- 
ing for some direction. He’d taken piano lessons as a 
boy, so he decided to study music at Brooklyn College. 
But when he graduated in 1975, a combination of stage 
fright and indifference kept him from pursuing a career 
in music. 

At 26, rudderless again, McFarland recalled a teacher 
who’d complimented his prose in high school. A friend 
encouraged him to read — an activity he still finds diffi- 
cult and that had never interested him — and he began 
absorbing masters of the short story. 

“Particularly Flannery O’Connor, because I understood 
her so well,” he says of the Georgia-born author. “She 
was from my neck of the woods. I understood her voice. I 
understood her humor. I think to some extent I even un- 
derstood what she was saying, her ‘message,’ if you will. I 
blatantly imitated her. I was really self-taught. I did it the 
way you see art students sitting in the Louvre, sitting in 
front of paintings, making copies.” 

McFarland was accepted to the creative writing pro- 
gram at Goddard College, in Plainfield, Vermont, in 
1979. Soon after, he sold his first story to the New Yorker 
— a heady experience for man who started writing at age 
27, but one that launched a stint McFarland thinks of as 
his “bitter period.” 

“It proved to be a strange cruelty all its own, because I 
continued to show the New Yorker everything I wrote for 
the next nine years, and they bought nothing,” he says. 

The New Yorker’s snub was only part of the problem, 
though. After graduating from the Goddard program, 
McFarland won a Wallace Stegner fellowship to teach at 
Stanford University and was invited back to lecture 
there for several years after the fellowship ended. But he 
was a perennial runner-up in fiction contests. Younger 
friends were selling their first books, but McFarland 
couldn’t put one together. “And when I finally did put a 
manuscript of stories together, everybody said, ‘We 
think you’re really great. Let us read your novel.’ Well, I 
didn’t have a novel.” 

It would be convenient to say that writing The Music 
Room and selling it to Houghton Mifflin ended McFar- 
land’s bitter period, but the truth is far messier. McFar- 
land feels that his biggest stumbling block — which he 
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overcame with the help of psychotherapy — was a mis- 
guided obsession with success. 

“I thought if I could just be successful as a writer, I’d 
be okay. I could fix my life with success,” he says. “I look 
back on that and it almost seems like divine providence 
that success didn’t come my way. Since it didn’t, I was 
forced to turn to something else to fix my life. And, of 
course I know now very clearly that . . . you have to fix 
your life from within.” 

McFarland changed in other ways. He quit drinking af- 
ter Katharine was born, and says absention has been diffi- 
cult at times. But then again, McFarland feels bolstered 
by his new-found understanding of what he calls “the 
enormous limitation of self-reliance.” 

For McFarland, that meant the discovery of prayer. He 
and his wife started going to church again, but more im- 
portant, he started relying on daily conversations with a 
higher power, seeking help in all aspects of his life,-partic- 
ularly writing. 

McFarland knows that some people, especially white 
intellectuals — in large measure, his readers — might roll 
their eyes when they hear someone who’s battled the bot- 
tle talk about God. He’s been guilty of his own reticence 
about religion, even since returning to the church. While 
promoting The Music Room, he appeared on NPR’s 
“Fresh Air.” Terry Gross asked him about his spiritual 
life, and he began his answer by saying, “At the risk of 
sounding like a born-again Christian... .” 

“I was very sorry for that afterward.” he says. “I 
thought, ‘Do I have to be insulting born-again Christians? 
Am I better than them?’” He no longer apologizes for his 
renewed faith, and explains that he simply stopped trying 
to get through life without a spiritual guidepost. 

“Mainly, it was about wanting to get better. If you 
have an illness — and I believe that I have at least a few 
illnesses — to get better it’s necessary to rely on some- 
thing other than yourself,” he says. “For me, that turns 
out to be God. So I developed a prayer life. I have to ask 
for help frequently throughout the day. I pray about my 
work, which is brand new. It had never occurred to me 


to do that.”

Place, or Naomi.Wolf sparring with Katie 
Roiphe on Charlie Rose, competition between 

women seems to be more vicious’and personally 
hurtful than comparable battles between men. 

The characterization is familiar; in Single.White Female, 
the dowdy Jennifer Jason Leigh is.so jealous:of her room- 
mate, played by Bridget Fonda, that she murders Fonda’s 
boyfriend. Fonda is glamorous, successful, and‘stylish — 
of course Leigh has to do her in. The Hand That Rocks the 
Cradle similarly presents women as instinctive, enemies 
who have nothing better to do than fight over men. After 
Annabella Sciorra is sexually molested by her gynecologist 
during an exam, she presses charges, thé. doctor cOmmits 
suicide, and his pregnant widow (Rebecca De Mornay) 
has a miscarriage. To plot her revenge on site, De Mornay 
gets herself hired as a babysitter for Sciorra’s newborn. It 
seems perfectly natural in the context of the movie that De 
Mornay would direct her rage against Sciorra, a victim, 
rather than her dead husband, a molester. 

Do women really act this way, or is the competitive 
woman just a media stereotype? As an outspoken feminist 
who regularly rails against misogynist caricatures of ma- 
nipulative women, I never seriously considered competi- 
tion among women a genuine problem until last fall. That 
was when a supremely ugly battle erupted between two 
feminist heroines. Geraldine Ferraro, former congress- 
woman and vice-presidential candidate, and Elizabeth 
Holtzman, former congresswoman and Brooklyn DA, had 
vied against each other in ’92, in a much-publicized New 
York Senate race. Both women had led highly negative 
campaigns against each other, and both women lost. 

But the story did not end there. A year later, when

Ind her supporters decided 
to get even. A Ferraroxbacked 
“get Liz” pack‘accused Holtzman 
of mishandling a campaign loan. 
The charge so tainted her that she fin- 
ished last in the primary, behind the 
Reverend Al Sharpton. 
Vengeful and dirty cannigalantos, of 
course, are simply politics as usual. Yet there 
was something notable about the “get Liz” attack 
strategy: it was highly persorial. The charges against 
Holtzman were présented as.an indictment of her as a 
person rather than as a candidate. It also struck me as 
particularly sad and.ironic that feminist author Letty Cot- 
tin Pogrebin, one of the founding editors of Ms. maga- 
zine, was at the forefront of the Ferraro.blood lust. Twen- 


ty-one years earlier, in Ms., Pogrebin had written a land- 
mark essay in which she assailed the. ‘patriarchal system 
that positions women as competitors. When a woman’s 
identity “is deprived of nourishment,” she had written, “it 
fights; and the ‘most convenient target is another victim. 

Woman against woman — a struggle programmed by 
cultural computers, an exercise in the squandering of the 
spirit, a battle’that we lose’ even if we win.” But once “you 
kick the competition habit,” she continued, “prepare for a 
new high: liking women. Really liking women.” In her fi- 

nal paragraph, Pogrebin wrote: 

“It might be useful to figure out’ _ 

precisely when I got hooked on b y 

not competing with women. “ ™© 

But, frankly, I car’t*spend any 

more time spetulating about it. I, like you, have more im- 
portant things to do.” 

What happened since 1972 to transform Pogrebin’s 
feminist idealism about sisterhood into cold “let’s get her” 
revenge? It’s not a topic that feminists are forthright 
about; as Valerie Miner and Helen Longino, editors of 
Competition: A Feminist Taboo?, have pointed out, femi- 
nists “have long been fiercely critical of male power 
games, yet we have often ignored or concealed our own 
conflicts over money, control, position, and recognition.” 
It’s important to talk about the competition that at best 
makes women feel sorry for themselves and at worst pro- 
hibits them from reconciling a career with a family life. 
This current threshold moment, as we examine feminism’s 
own assumptions and weak spots, is a perfect time to ex- 
plore the roots of this phenomenon — to see if Pogrebin’s 
shift reflects a larger trend. 

* 

It’s necessary to distinguish between “competition” and 
“competitiveness.” Competitive power struggles are in- 
evitable in a world of finite resources and limited concep- 
tions of status and. beauty. And there isn’t anything neces- 
sarily wrong with competition; from a pragmatic stand- 
point, there is a need to reward one for merit. Upon what 
else can merit be based than hard work, skills, savvy, and 
intelligence? It seems only fair, right? Thus competition 
has become a liberal rationalization for the way in which 
desirable jobs and other resources are distributed. 
Yet the American notion of meritocracy is full of self- 


contradiction. “On the one hand,” observes Keya Ganguly 


professor of English at Carnegie-Mellon University, “we 

have this ethic of competition; but on the other hand, there 
is a parallel ideology which teaches us that ‘we’re all equal.’ 
So right off the bat you’ve got a tension built in.” Egalitari- 
anism married to social Darwinism, therefore, yields a 
monster child — competitiveness. Think of it as a state of 
mind. It’s the feeling of being superior to everyopie else, 
that my success equals your failure, that I have excelled 
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and you have stumbled. It’s Camille Paglia deriding Susan 
Sontag: “Sontag is no longer the leading female intellectual 
of our time, okay? J am.” This attitude, more than compe- 
tition per se, drags people down, obviates solidarity, and 
contributes to a pathetic, atomized, lonely, and individual- 
ized existence. 

Neither competition nor competitiveness is gendered, of 
course; women are not any more catty, gossipy, or back- 
stabbing than men are. In the scramble for jobs, both men 
and women are aggressive. The difference is that women, 
unlike men, tend to be adversarial with women they don’t 
know or have just met. Lisa Shields, an associate producer 
at ABC’s news-magazine show Day One, mused to me 
about an awkward encounter she recently had at a party 
with her current boyfriend, Joe. She had the misfortune of 
running into an old boyfriend. She said, “Joe made a sub- 
tle, yet concerted, effort to be nice to him. I forget what he 
said exactly, but it was polite small talk stuff.” 

“Wasn’t he threatened in the least by your ex?” I asked. 

“Of course. But Joe is smart enough to know that it’s 
better to have someone on your side and to make a friend 
of him than it is to alienate him. For some reason, men 
seem to want to bond with other men they feel threatened 
by,” she said. 

Now imagine the same scenario with the genders 
switched. Too often, women approach each other as ene- 
mies, circling and eyeing warily. “When I am in a situation 
where I am introduced as a single woman to someone’s 
wife or lover, there’s this sense that I am being sized up as 


a potential threat,” says Carol Stabile, visiting professor of 
English at the University of Illinois, in Urbana. “For me, 
this is such a scary thing. It makes it impossible to be with 
them and their lovers. Thefe’s a lot of clinginess, a lot of 
hostility — especially if aot of attention is being given to 
me, rather than to her.” In these sizing-up moments, the 
distance isn’t broken until both women conclude that the 
other poses no threat. As feminist theorist bell hooks 
writes, “We are taught that wonjen are ‘natural’ enemies, 
that solidarity will never exist between us because we can- 
not, should not, arid do not bord with one’another.” 

And the lessons start early..A popular activity for young 
girls is to sit around and talk about other girls, putting 
down the losers for not wearing the right clothes or not 
being invited:to the right,parties. An’ad last year for Can- 
die’s shoes captured perfectly the niixture of fear and awe 
I had for the popular girls in junigr high and high school. 
It portrayed two attractive girls:with long, fluffy blonde 
hair, big hoop earrings, and sweatshirts, pealing with 
laughter at the expénse of a classmate, not shown: “She 
was the only girl in. high schéol that didn’t own Candies 

. maybe that’s why she never had a date.” 

Girls tend to Held grudges against each other, eventually 
coming to disavow their eritire gender. When I was grow- 
ing up, for example, I thought it was cool not to like the 
Other girls, but to hang: out with the boys. All my women 
friends remember feeling the same way. Boys, on the other 
hand, mostly compete with each other in sports. Though 
there are’many admitted downsides to the yoking of mas- 
culine identity with success in athleticism, at least when the 
game.is over, the game is over: whether they win or lose, 
boys:can be buddies again, because their competition is by 
and farge limited to a circumscribed arena with a definable 
set of rules and regulations. 

:Once we're into adolescence, the dating game begins, 
and the twin obsessions over weight and beauty often 


trode any residual feelings of gender solidarity. Girls and 


women :“can tend to resent each other if they look too 
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‘good’ and dismiss one another if they look too ‘bad,’ ” 
notes Naomi Wolf in The Beauty Myth. “So women 
rarely benefit from the experience that makes men’s 
clubs and organizations hold together: the solidarity of 
belonging to a group whose members might not be per- 
sonal friends outside, but who are unified in an interest, 
agenda, or worldview.” 

Victoria Cook, a documentary filmmaker and student at 
NYU’s Cinema Studies program, recognizes the pitfalls of 
judging one’s own looks against those of others; but, she 
admits, she just can’t help herself — it’s too ingrained. “I 
am angry about the way society makes women feel they 
have to be a certain weight, but I still look at women on 
the street and think, ‘Who told her she could wear tight 
leggings?’ ” 

The depressing realization that another woman is both 
good-looking and smart, and the ensuing desire to cut her 
down, is horribly guilt-provoking..I know it’s sadistic; I 
may even recognize it’s masochistic; but I just can’t help 
it. This sentiment will persist as long as women continue 
to believe that a good marriage is thé.surest path. to a hap- 
py and fulfilled life. Because, even after 25 years of the 
contemporary feminist migvement, women still contend 
with the myth that drums inside us like a truth: we are 
only half a person searching for our betier half. It’s more 
than the search for a boyfrietid; I am talking about sheer 
survival. If I don’t have a boyfriend, I must'be fat and ugly. 
If I don’t have a boyfriend, I have no identity, 

It’s to men’s advantage, of course, to encourage rivalry 
between women: divide and conquer and all that. Men will 
down beers and endlessly dissect the voluptuotis curves of; 
say, Katarina Witt as opposed to the flat-chested-yet-stat- 
uesque figure of Nancy Kerrigan: They will turn their 
heads and gawk at whoever just walked in the door, even 
though you're sitting there with them, listening to. every 
word and wishing you were good-looking enough to cap- 
ture the attention of their gonads. Malé. indiscretion..may 
be common and predictable, but it never foses its threaten- 
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ing edge. Is it any wonder that women react, often in ma- 
nipulative ways? Shields admits: “I know I shouldn’t feel 
threatened, but my instinct is to keep this woman away 
from me. It’s a feeling of vying for control.” 

Even when women aren’t looking for a date, we still of- 
ten lapse into the good girl/bad girl dichotomy. It’s a salve 
that makes us feel morally and intellectually legitimated. 
Everyone knows the ’50s-throwback myth: if you flirt with 
boys, have definable breasts, and let your sexual desires be 
known, you are Bad. You are a Slut. All girls, naturally, 
want to be considered Good — read marriageable — and 
how better to establish Goodness than to put down every- 
one else as a Slut? Once Goodness is acknowledged, 
however, a girl has no outlet for her own sexual desires. 
The sublimated result is secretive, self-defeating behavior: 
behind-the-scenes flirtation that results in betrayal. 

“I’ve yet to have a relationship with a guy where a girl 
who’s even fairly close to me didn’t come on to ‘him in 
some way,” says Shields. Tall and slender, with masses of 
thick auburn hair, she pays for her good looks.:“My best 
friend in high school slept with my very first boyfriend, 
when I was 16. Over the years, women have hurt me 
much more than men have. They go after youin the guy- 
girl scenarios. That’s where it tends to happen.” 

Rarely is competitiveness — female or otherwise — so 
dramatic, of course. On a day-to-day level, power strug: 
gles among women are fairly innocuous. “I just came from 
an aerobics class, basically all women,” writer and activist 
Barbara Ehrenreich told me. “It’s interesting that worfen 
are quite competitive in that setting. Somebody will start 
doing calisthenics with ankle weights and you start think- 
ing, ‘I could do that with ankle weights too.’ And so you 
bring in your ankle weights the next time — and you find 
out she has her wrist weights on.” 

* 

One of the most insightful analyses*of why Americans 
were so caught up in the rivalry between Tonya and Nan- 
cy. was provided by Nation columnist Katha Pollitt. She 
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wrote that the Harding fans embodied “a protest against 
the whole angel-on-skates thing, the way women athletes 
are supposed to pretend they don’t care if they win and 
cash in, but just want to ‘do their best’ while looking like 
fashion models.” To fans, “figure skating, like women’s 
gymnastics, is really a princess contest: who will be the 
next pretty body on the Wheaties box? Who will little girls 
daydream of becoming?” In other words: who is more 
feminine? Whose femininity is better? 

Competition is unfeminine because it’s, well, just not 
nice; “Women are socialized to feel that we have to be nice 
to each other because we’re women,” observes Stabile, the 
University of Illinois professor. In a Holtzman-Ferraro de- 
bate, the moderator interrupted them with the admonition, 
“Ladies, ladies” — the implication being, “You are not be- 
ing appropriately feminine; step back into line.” Nancy Ker- 
rigan was foundly criticized for sniping about Ukranian 
gold-medalist Oksana Baiul, “God! She’s just going to cry 
again!” Harding fans finally had the proof they’d long been 
denied: that despite her perpetual smile and swanlike grace, 
Kerrigan can get just as down-and-dirty as the rest of them. 

Then there’s “the whole sisterhood bullshit,” as Stabile 
puts it? namely, the contention that women should stand 
together in solidarity to face the male-dominated world. 
The.impulse to be sisterly, to agree with everyone just to 
keep. the peace, can be quite damaging to one’s own ad- 
vancement if it’s taken too far. Carol Diament, education 
director of Hadassah, a national Jewish organization for 
women, worries that too many women are stalled in their 
careers because “they are scared of stepping on other peo- 
ple’s toes.” She explains: “I know a woman who gave up a 
major promotion because she knew that a friend of hers 
wanted it. And how could she take it when that one de- 
sired it so much?” 

It’s a classic damned-if-you-do, damned-if-you-don’t sit- 
uation: for when a woman is overtly competitive, she is im- 
mediately derided as a bitch. (“Ladies, ladies.”) “But what’s

the alternative to that?” Stabile asks drily. 
“Being catty and undermining other wom- 

n.” The competitive impulse is simply 
rerouted rather than smothered. Instead of 
promoting peace and harmony, the pressure 
to be sisterly merely pushes the competitive 
spirit to the surreptitious realm of gossip, 
“slam books,” and careful manipulations. 

An actress friend of mine in LA describes 
the cutthroat competitiveness of theater au- 
ditions. “There are always people in the 
waiting room who are trying to psych you. 
out. It can be very subtle.” She will be sit- 
ting there, concentrating on her lines, when 
a woman, seemingly pleasant and frieridly, 
will start up a conversation with her. “But 
then I realize that it’s a way to prevent me 
from preparing for my audition.” . 

“Aren’t you being just a little bit para- 


noid?” I asked her. “Isn’t it possible that ‘ 


these women are just being:friendly?” 

“I used to think that, but now I think it’s 
a conscious manipulative ploy, because 
they’ve either had their audition, or they’ve 
prepared so well they don’t need to pre- 
pare anymore. I think it’s a form of sabo- 
tage. So now when I go to auditions, I am 
very anti-social, I’don’t make eye contact 
with anyone.” 

Another fémale friend, who workéd at 
Manhattan, inc. magazine, observed that 
the men:in high editorial positions tended 
to give the men in lower positions opportu- 
nities to demonstrate their talent, “because 
they couldn’t:Stand to see other men in 
low-rung positions. Whereas when you see 


women in low positions, it seems natural; it’ 


wouldn’t occur to give them a chance.” 
Another woman, who used to work at a 
national high-profile women’s magazine, 
left her editorial position because she was 
frustrated with the power struggles she had 


with her female superior. Young and ambi- - 


tious, she tried to do more than the low- 
level editorial work she was being paid for, 
but was constantly shot down with com- 
ments like, “Well, you’re not really ready to 
do that yet.” She remembers, “It was nev- 
er, ‘Shoot as high as you can; you’re smart, 
you can do it.’ My superior was in her late 
40s and was just finally getting to where 
she wanted to be in her life. And I think 
she felt I also had to pay my dues, the way 
she had. Some people feel bitter that it 
took them a long time to get to where they 
want to be, and so they don’t want to give 
it too easily to other people.” 

The desperate tenor of women’s comi- 
petitiveness seems to be bound up with. the 
oft-damned “balancing act.” Women, un- 
like men, still have to juggle two jobs: — 
their job job and their home job. (Wives 
employed full-time outside the home do 
70 percent of the housework, according to 
the Women’s Action Coalition, an interna- 
tional activist group.) Since men have to 
worry only about their paying job, they can 
pour themselves into it with single-minded 
determination. As long as the current do- 
mestic division of labor persists,°men will 
continue to have an advantage over wom+ 
en in the career world. And the women 
who contest this imbalance — by pouring 
themselves into their jobs — are perceived 
as a threat by other women, who throw ‘up 
their hands and surrender. We can’t da it. 
The coda is: so why should they?

In a contest between Barbara Bush 
or Hillary Clinton as their most admired 
First Lady, People magazine readers who 
chose Bush did so because she was “al- 
ways a lady and knew her place.” 

Hillary.represents the apotheosis of lib- 
eral feminism, in its:emphasis that women 
can, and in fact should, juggle all the roles 
in both the public:and private spheres. Yet 
to many she is only begrudgingly consid- 
ered a positive role model. Fhe bottom line 
is that she has raised the stakes. Women 
like ‘Hillary regularly become the catalyst 
of rivalries rather than collective empower- 
ment for women. Shields observes, “If 
you're attractive and hayé a good job, peo- 
ple think you’ve got evérything going for 
you. They think, ‘Shé’s got everything. 
Nothing can hurt her.”.” 

The rise of liberal feminism, then, with 
its overriding emphasis on equal opportuni- 
ty in the workplace,:has ironically strength- 
ened rather than weakened antagoni§ms 
between:women. This set of circumstances 
is not féminism’s fault, of course, although 
Barbara Ehrenreich laments the decline of 
feminist support. groups and conscious- 
ness-raising groups, “which were a way for 
women to get together and hash things out 
together.” Ehrenreich adds, “It was a way 
of dealing with personal problems more | 
collectively. I feel that a whole infrastruc- 
ture of feminist support has kind of evapo- 
rated. That whole sense that you could 
work out something with other women in a 
group should be re-created.” 

The fact is that women do need to stand 
together to contest the familiar litany of 
sexist practices, from inequitable salaries 
and hiring procedures to sexual harass- 
ment.;We can’t allow men and other wom- 
en to define “femininity.” There must be a 
way for women to relate with one another 
that*is neither a nostalgic rehash of ’60s 
feminism’s naive vision of solidarity nor a 
continuation of the inability to appreciate 
other women’s successes. Unlike Letty 
Cottin Pogrebin, I think it’s an issue worth 
exploring. QO

Paradise in Park Square 


by Robert Nadeau 


new haute cuisine fusing 

French techniques and 

pan-Asian flavors is a 

dream for many chefs, 

but no one has managed 
to do an entire such menu successfully in 
Boston. Until now. 

Bernard Leung (of Mr. Leung, in Bos- 
ton, and Bernard’s, in Chestnut Hill) and 
Frank Ho (Leung’s partner) have provid- 
ed both a room of impeccable style and a 
menu full of provocative tastes (yet based 
on familiar foodstuffs). About the only 
guidance you can use on your way to 
falling in love with this place is that you 
might as well order the most unusual- 
looking dishes. Everything tastes great — 
but the innovations are extraordinary. 

The bread, served individually with 
tongs in the most Continental fashion, is a 
sourdough focaccia with embedded olives 
and scallion butter on the side. It’s very 
good, but perhaps a little over-the-top. 

Whereas the “Eurosia grilled and 
chilled exotic fruit soup” ($4.75)*is one of 
the most beautiful and flavorful things 
I’ve ever eaten. First the beauty: it is 
a salmon-colored purée 
topped with cream in calli- 
graphic zigzags. Floating on 
top are lines of condiments, 
such as cracked pepper and 
chopped cilantro, and a 
centerpiece of mint leaves 
and a deep-purple violet 
(edible but tasteless). Now 
the flavor: I found the soup 
pleasantly sharp, sweet, and ‘niin 
aromatic with a taste 
like strawberry, rhubarb, 
and Asian pear. 

Roasted garlic chicken 
broth with won _ tons 
($4.75) was a seamless fu- 
sion of Mediterranean and 
Asian qualities. The broth 
was both earthy, with the 
sweetness of roasted garlic, 
and celestial, with sweet 
spices like a Vietnamese 
pho. The won tons might 
have been tortellini. 

New England crab cake 
with papaya ($8.75) was ex- 
cellent but less exceptional. 
The crab cake itself, about 
the size of a hockey puck, 
was one of those gourmet 
cakes with so much crabmeat that it fell 
apart at the slightest provocation. The pa- 
paya consisted of slices from a reasonably 
ripe specimen, with some of the peppery 
seeds. All this was served on a somewhat 
oily-dressed salad of fine leaf lettuces. 

Grilled chicken satay with cucumber 
sauce ($5.75) was a blander reading of 
the Thai-restaurant version of this Malay 
dish. The five sticks of marinated chicken 
made a good portion, but the sauces 
lacked pizzazz. 

Yet a conceptually similar sauce — a 
cucumber-mint as spicy as any Indian 
mint chutney — was one of the high- 
lights of the evening, on ginger-glazed 
salmon ($16.75). The salmon itself was a 
typical cultured fillet, as plump and bland 
as feed-lot beef. But the sauce made it 
into something terrific — as did the veg- 
etable garnish, especially a triangle of 
sushi-like rice with a nori-seaweed layer 
for a hint of sushi flavor. A baby bok 
choy and more of the grilled asparagus 
added to this fine platter. 

Eurosia’s approach to lobster ($22.75) 
is vaguely Thai: split and with the claws 
hacked up, fashionably underdone, and 
served over the fine crispy rice noodles 
the Thais call mee krob. The sauce was a 
sweet curry in coconut cream, as com-

plementary to lobster as the vanilla and 
cognac sauces French chefs were experi- 
menting with not so long ago. 

Stone-grilled New York strip steak 
($15.75) evokes an ancient cooking tech- 
nique still popular in Japan and Indone- 
sia, namely heating a flat stone (which 
looked like marble) to 500 degrees or so 
and bringing it to the table for custom 
cooking. The steak goes onto the stone 
and cooks gradually. In search of medium 
rare, one might begin with thin slices that 
are turned a few times. By the end, the 
steak as a whole has cooked through. Eu- 
rosia picked a nice steak for us (they also 
do this with salmon, chicken, and 
prawns) and added some grill-suggesting 
vegetables like red and green bell peppers 
and baby eggplant, as well as the triangle 
of sticky rice and baby bok choy. 

Our only prosaic entree, and it was 
perfectly delicious, was wok-seared 
prawns ($16.75), which lacked the 
metallic char implied by the phrase “wok- 
seared” and seemed like a nice stir-fry 
with still-tender prawns of some size, 
baby ears of corn, pea pods, and such. 

Café Eurosia has a list of wines that go 
with this food, and a shorter list of beers 
that probably took less thought (although 
they did have one old fa- 
vorite of mine, Sierra 
Nevada Pale Ale, for 
$3.75). We had two Char- 
donnays by the glass, with 
the 1992 Macon (Domaine 
Talmard, $5.75) the win- 
ner on both oaky body and 
spritzy acidity. The 1992 
Dunnewood Chardonnay 
($4.50) was merely rich 
and lemony by comparison. 

Desserts (all $5.25) were 
a splendid and novel flight 
— especially the “trio of 
fried ice creams in three 
sauces,” which was actually 
three flavors of fine ice 
cream (coconuf-ginger, 
mango, and grapefruit, I 
think) rolled into one 
delectable ball and present- 
ed in petals of fried shell 
over an amazing sunflower- 
like design of créme 
anglaise (custard sauce), 
mango purée, and raspber- 
ry purée, topped with an 
edible violet and a few 
black sesame seeds. Visual- 
ly, this is the dessert of the 
year, with nothing lacking in flavor, either. 

Macadamia-mango créme briilée was 
an excellent version of the already-rich 
custard fortified with mango and topped 
with chopped macadamia. Asian pear 
mousse was just that, with a fanned-out 
slice of winey poached pear on the side, a 
chocolate candy cone, and a fan of crispy 
cookie. And the fresh-fruit sushi was a 
cute idea: slices of pear, papaya, and 
strawberry (plus some raspberries) rolled 
up like maki in a chocolate crepe. Good 
decaf coffee ($1.50) and espresso ($1.95) 
are just why we’ve prayed so long for 
Mediterranean-Asian fusion restaurants. 

This is a stylish room, updated from the 
ill-fated Amsterdam’s with walls of tex- 
tured turquoise and gold paint, red-stained 
mahogany screens, and a stained oak floor. 

Historically, Boston has not been taken 
with high-concept restaurants, but the 
area around Park Square seems to be an 
exception. In addition to Café Eurosia, 
style overlays substance at Biba, the 
Parish Café, the Blue Wave, Cottonwood 
Café, Rocco’s, David’s, Marais, and the 
Rattlesnake. And if one thinks back to 
Agatha, the Houndstooth, and Nine 
Knox Street, the neighborhood west of 
the theaters has some roots as Boston’s 
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Boston has coffee bars, wine bars, chocolate bars, and plain old beer-’n’- 
a-shot bars. So why not a pasta bar? Café Rubino is a carbo-loader’s 
haven, a cozy, basement-level eatery that offers a menu of excellent pasta 
dishes, plus other goodies. Customers choose from pasta salads and 
baked-pasta entrees that fill a large glass-case. A counter-person heats 


your selection in a microwave (fortunately, the zapping doesn’t make the

satisfying mound of noodles, tomatoes, and black and green olives, with a 
sprinkling of capers. Other dishes — especially pasta Rubino ($5.50) 
and the farfalle agli spinaci ($5.95) — show an equally adept hand with 
fresh ingredients. Clever and yummy personal-size pizzas and sandwiches 
round out the offerings. Café Rubino is also great for late-night dessert 
and espresso, with such confections as tiramisu and toscanella.

the pedal 


A training guide for your first 
season of mountain biking

*ve been racing mountain bikes for 

about seven years now, and I’m ap- 

proaching my fourth season as an 

expert. I also work full-time in a 

predominantly male office whose 
inhabitants display a healthy dose of ego 
and competitiveness. Every so often, par- 
ticularly come springtime, a young buck 
gets it into his head to challenge me to a 
mountain-bike race. Just recently, as pre- 
dictably as the robin’s seasonal return, I 
received my first spring challenge. So in 
the spirit of generosity, I want to help this 
young man, and others like him, to save 
face in (as it now stands) a woefully one- 
sided race. The following is meant to help 
mountain-bike novices (both male and fe- 
male) prepare for and enter their first 
races. 


Pick a race 

Early in the season, it’s important to 
get out your calendar and choose the two 
or three races you’d like to do for your 
first year. Otherwise, the summer kind of 
rolls by and is over before you’ve even 
entered a race. So take a look at the event 
listings in the back of this supplement, or 
get hold of a race calendar by going to a 
local shop and picking up The Ride mag- 
azine, Dirt Rag magazine, or the New 
England Mountain Bike Association 
newsletter. 

There are several races within an hour’s 
drive of Boston that you can set your 
sights on. One that rates high on the fun 
meter is the Surf ’n’ Dirt Race, in Orleans, 
on the Cape. It will be held on June 12 this 
year. This is not a hilly course, but it is 
“technical,” with lots of twists, turns and 
loop-de-loops (and, of course, sand). 

One of the best races to try as a begin- 
ner is Lynn Woods. This race is held 
twice a year, in April and October. The 
course is hilly but not very technical, so 
it’s a good one for a fit bicyclist who has 
little experience negotiating roots and 
rocks. Lynn Woods is also a favorite of 
mine because it was the site of my first 
race — the one in which I walked up all 
the hills, and a Boy Scout troop made fun 
of me because I was last. . . 

But if you harbor a desire to climb and 
want to try some nasty descending, head 
up to Temple Mountain, in Peterborough, 
New Hampshire (about 1 hour, 45 min- 
utes from Boston). There are three races 
held each year, and they are sure to put 
you into oxygen debt. Heading back to- 
ward the 128 belt is Needham’s “Boston 
Cup,” held in October. This is another 
flat-but-technical course with plenty of 
rocks to pick your way through. The race 
course is marked, for the most part, so 
you can practice before the race. (Riding a 
course in advance is an excellent way to 
prepare for a race. Pre-ride whenever pos- 
sible. The psychological benefit you gain 
by knowing where the hills are, what gear 
you can do them in, and how long it takes 
you to turn a lap is immeasurable.) 

All of these aforementioned events are 
“lap” races, where the number of laps you 
ride is determined by the class you enter. 
There is also an event referred to as a 
“point-to-point” race. These races tend to 
be long (30 miles or so) and all riders go 
the same distance from Point A to Point B. 
Riders are often bused to the start. These 
races tend to be in beautiful country (if 
you take a moment to look), but are en- 
durance events — count on riding three 
hours or so. One of the best of the point- 
to-points is the Hillsboro Classic, to be

held September 11 in Hillsboro, New 
Hampshire. Lots of climbing, but the vis- 
tas make the pain worthwhile. 


Get a license 

So you’ve picked a race or two to enter, 
and you’re about to embark on a training 
regimen. Next is a little paperwork. All 
New England mountain-bike races are 
sanctioned by either of two big organiza- 
tions, and each requires you to obtain a li- 
cense to participate in its races. So when 
planning races to attend, make sure 
you’re aware of which group is sanction- 
ing the event, and that you get the proper 
license. 

The National Off-Road Bicycle Associ- 
ation (NORBA) is the largest governing 


body in mountain biking. NORBA is the 
sponsor of the National Championship 
Series, but is also sponsoring a New Eng- 
land series this summer. A year-long 
NORBA license costs $29; you need to 
categorize yourself as a beginner, sport 
(intermediate), expert, or pro/elite: Junior 
and veteran categories are also available. 
A one-day license is also available, but 
only for beginners. 

The Eastern Fat Tire Association 
(EFTA) also sanctions mountain-bike 
events in New England. EFTA is sponsor- 
ing both a race series and a fun-ride se- 
ries. An annual license is $15; one-day li- 
censes are also available for all classes. 
EFTA races are known to be gnarly; there 
are roots, rocks, and mud galore. EFTA 
also hosts a cool awards banquet at the 
end of the year. 

And just to add one more race series to 
the melee of events, this season there’s 
also a Massachusetts State Championship 
series. This consists of five races: two at 
Lynn Woods; two at Swift River, in Cum- 
mington; and the last is the Boston Cup, 
in Needham. Another note: whenever you 
can, register in advance for a race by 
mail. There’s usually a saving of about $5 
or so. 


Start training 

So, you’ve picked out your races and 
have sent away for a license. It’s time to 
get on the bicycle. Unfortunately, New 
England weather is not kind to bicyclists. 
Come spring, when the body starts yearn- 
ing for motion, it’s still damn cold out. 
And off-road trails are often unsuitable 


for riding in the spring, given high 
groundwater and frequent rains (ruts 
made at this time of year can last all sea- 
son). In the interim, hit the road. Road 
riding is an important part of any training 
regimen, whether on a road bike or not. If 
you don’t have a road bike, I urge you to 
ride your mountain bike on the road at 
least once a week. Pump your tires harder 
than you would for off-road riding — to 
about 55 psi. 

Road riding is important because it 
helps you develop a good spin, or pedaling 
cadence. Riding strictly mountain bikes 
will certainly make you strong, but your 
pedaling can get choppy and inefficient. 
Road bicyclists often note that I’m a typi- 
cal mountain biker, or a “pedal masher” 
— I’m usually trying to push too hard, 
rather than drop down to an easier gear. If 
your knees hurt after a workout, this could 
be the reason. 

It’s important to concentrate on a 
smooth pedal stroke early in the season; 
this is base training that will carry you 
through the year. Also, because you have 
to concentrate on other things when riding 
off-road, like avoiding trees or rocks, you 
don’t have the liberty of concentrating on 
your pedal stroke. Presuming you’re not 
riding during a downtown rush hour, you 
can focus on pedaling technique — try to 
pedal in circles, concentrating as much on 
your upstroke as your downstroke. Pres- 
sure should be applied evenly throughout 
the pedal stroke. 

In addition, you can rest more on the 
road. The day after an event, it’s a good

idea to just get out and spin for a bit and 
move your legs. Riding off-road is too aer- 
obic when you’re recovering from a race; 
the idea is to spin your wheels without 
raising your heart rate too high. 


Head for the hills 

Boston-area cyclists are at a geographi- 
cal disadvantage when it comes to racing 
anywhere outside of the 128 belt. The first 
time you attempt a climb in Vermont or 
New Hampshire, you'll realize why. The 
only way for us flatlanders to compensate 
for our regional lack of elevation is by 
training hill intervals. These aren’t pleas- 
ant, but they’re very effective. Try this once 
a week for six weeks and your hill skills 
will surely improve. 

Here’s how. Find a local hill that takes 
a minimum of three minutes to climb. 
Start in an easy gear and make sure you 
rest three to five minutes at the end of 
each climb. Try climbing in a harder gear 
for the second, third, and fourth intervals. 
For the fifth (and sixth, if you’re up for it) 
interval, drop back down to an easier 
gear. Try to remain seated through the 
entire climb, and just before you reach the 
top, downshift and stand up for the re- 
maining 20 feet or so.This will get your 
heart rate up. 

Some hills to fry this 
on are Horn Pond 
Mountain in Woburn 
(don’t let the name 
fool you — this is a 
hill!), the hill at Belle- 
vue Pond off South 
Border Road in the 
Middlesex Fells, and 
the hill up to Stone 
Tower at Lynn Woods. 
Another good hill, 
even though the access 
road is paved, is Great 
Blue Hill in Milton — 
reach it by parking at 
the Trailside Museum 
lot off Route 138. 
Great Blue is probably 
the only five-minute 
climb available inside 
the 128 belt. 

Equally as onerous 
as hill intervals, but 
just as effective as a 
training tool, are sprint 
intervals. These are 
best done on the road 
because you need a 
fairly straight, unob- 
structed line to sprint. 
Warm up for about 20 
minutes and then, for 
one minute, flat out sprint in your big ring. 
You’re not pushing a big enough gear un- 
less you can barely make it through that 
minute. Rest for about five minutes (by 
resting, I mean spinning while on your 
bike), wind up, and do it again. Do about 
five reps. 

In general, an effective training regimen 
follows this schedule, though be flexible to 
account for weather and other variables: 

* Monday: easy day. Go for a road spin. 

* Tuesday: hard day. Sprint or hill inter- 
vals. 

* Wednesday: hard day. Sprint or hill 
intervals. 

¢ Thursday: long, easy day. Ride slowly 
two to three hours. 

* Friday: rest day. Stay off the bike. 

¢ Saturday: moderate day. Ride for an 
hour or so. 

* Sunday: race day! 


Gear up for the race 

I’m generally in such a tizzy the morning 
of a race that it’s best for me to prepare the 
night before. I pack all my race clothes be- 
forehand, for fear I'll forget something 
crucial — like my shorts! I run through a 
list: all I really need to race is my helmet, 
shoes, shorts, and license; everything else 
can be scrounged in a pinch. 

I also get all my food together; post- 
race snacks are very important. Probably 
everybody knows about carbo-loading the 
night before an event. But on race day, 
it’s good to bring easily digestible foods, 
like bananas or peanut-butter-and-jelly 
sandwiches. Your stomach may be a little 
queasy after a race. But don’t eat for at 
least an hour and a half before your race, 
or the food will just sit in your stomach. 
Take it from me, I can’t believe I did this 
(I was pretty naive when I started rac- 
ing), but I once actually ate a bean-and- 
cheese burrito about 15 minutes before

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my race. And yes, I had to stop and barf 
during the race! 

If you’re contemplating one of the 
longer races, you may want to use an “ex- 
ercise drink.” There are several of these on 
the market, Cytomax and Carbofuel to 
name two. They are sold in powder form 
and are mixed with water; they’re particu- 
larly useful during endurance races. It’s 
best to carry one bottle of straight water | 
and one bottle of fuel mix. And then after 
the race, I drink a bottle of this “plastic 
food” to help recovery. Again, I mix these 
exercise drinks the night before the race 
and keep them in the fridge. 

I hate to admit this, but for my first cou- 
ple of races, I forgot to bring a change of 
clothes. Pretty basic, I know — but hey, no 
one told me! So I sat around for several 
hours in muddy, sweaty bike stuff; I was 
tied to the roof rack for the ride home. 

Other basics include water and food. 
Though there’s sometimes water available 
at races, it can’t be relied on. Best to bring 
a couple of gallons. Start rehydrating im- 
mediately after the race, even if you don’t 
feel thirsty. 

Bring a towel for post-race cleanup. 
Also, a roll of toilet paper is a good thing 
to keep in your car! Most races have Sani- 
cans, but not always... 

Try to get to the race with enough time 
to pre-ride the course. If you don’t think 
there’ll be enough time (yes, I have missed 
starts while pre-riding a course), make 
sure you warm up for at 
least 20 or 30 minutes 
beforehand. This is re- 
ally important. Even if 
you’re doing only one 
lap; even if you’re 
afraid you’re going to 
“use up” your energy. 
This is probably the sin- 
gle most important 
thing I’ve learned. The 
start of the race is so 
frenetic and is usually 
an all-out sprint. (In the 
beginner classes, it’s 
important to get to the 
front of the pack quick- 
ly, before you enter a 
technical section; other- 
wise you'll get held up 
by the technically tim- 
id.) If you’re not prop- 
erly warmed up, you'll 
keel over and die. Well, 
not really — but you 
may go into oxygen 
debt and never recover 
(meaning you'll never 
catch your breath and 
will get a stitch in your 
side). So, warm up! 

All of the above are 
simply suggestions; this 
is what works for me. 
But it took me years to figure it all out; 
keep racing long enough and you'll devel- 
op your own rituals. 


Remember these tips 

There are some tenets to repeat to your- 
self when you wake up with butterflies in 
your stomach the night before the race. 
They include: 

* You’re not going to win, so don’t wor- 
ry about that. 

¢ You’re not going to come in last, so 
don’t worry about that. 

* Your goal is to beat someone whose 
bicycle costs three times as much as yours. 

Actually, your real goal is to finish the 
race. I promise, if you just finish, you’ll be 
pretty proud of yourself. It’s a nice, and 
well-deserved, feeling of accomplishment. 
Also, once you’ve completed your race, 
you can partake in the extended socializing 
in the parking lot. Unlike road racing, 
where riders collect their prizes immediate- 
ly after the race and split, mountain bicy- 
clists are a pretty affable bunch and are 
known for hanging around for a while. 

Race stories are exchanged, bruises are 
displayed, and braggadocio prevails. You'll 
hear familiar refrains like “If only I hadn’t 
dropped my chain on that last climb, I 
would have caught him,” or “If only I 
hadn’t missed a shift when the break hap- 
pened... .” If only, if only. But it’s a 
chance to talk to the people you’ve raced 
against, particularly that one guy or gal 
you went head-to-head with for the entire 
race. (Though you may have to identify 
your competitors by their bicycles, since 
once the helmets, race gear, and mud is re- 
moved and civilian gear is donned, racers 
can be unrecognizable.) 

Both during and after a mountain-bike 
race, the air of camaraderie is great, so 
give it a try. Just pick a race, get a license,

Six local heroes blaze new trails for 
mountain biking e by Paul Angiolillo 


ountain biking has become popular partly because it’s a total hoot — 
and partly because its proponents keep taking it further. They explore 


new places to ride, put on races and other events, educate park and 


forest officials, and design and build new bikes. It’s time to celebrate a few “off- 


roadies” in and around Boston who’ve been working for years to make local moun- 


tain biking more fun than anyone has a right to expect. 
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Eric STRIMBECK 
Trail keeper, race organizer 

In 1984, the 2200-acre Lynn Woods in 
Lynn — the second largest municipal park 
in the US — was a real mess. Locals went 
there just to “shoot guns and dump cars,” 
says Eric Strimbeck. A Lynn resident since 
1978, Strimbeck used to spend a lot of his 
spare time badgering town officials about 
putting up barriers to keep vehicles out. 
But they kept forgetting his name. That’s 
changed. Nowadays, if Strimbeck suggests 
an improvement, “They just do it.” 

Strimbeck proved himself by organizing 
and managing an event that has put Lynn 
on the mountain-biking map. Since 1986, 
“hammerheads” have gathered every Patri- 
ots Day weekend to compete in the Lynn 
Woods Spring Meltdown, the Boston 
area’s oldest and most popular off-road 
race. “Mountain biking was originally an 
off-season sport,” Strimbeck says, explain- 
ing the early date of the event, and racing 
was mostly limited to spring and fall. This 
year’s meltdown drew a record 550 partic- 
ipants. “It was a total corker,” gushes 
Strimbeck, “and we had no serious acci- 
dents, just a few knee-scrapers.” 

To prepare for so many racers hitting 
early spring trails, Strimbeck marks a 
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course with about 800 pounds of lime dust. 
And to make doubly sure riders don’t wan- 
der into sensitive areas, he fences tricky 
sections with caution tape. In wet places, 
Strimbeck even builds “corduroy” bridges 
— twigs and logs placed side by side on the 
ground in a lateral pattern. (“Some riders 
don’t like them, but it prevents fragile 
places from getting damaged.”) After a 
race, volunteers clean up and plant grass 
seed. According to Strimbeck, though, the 
races don’t cause as much damage as “peo- 
ple riding in bad weather at other times.” 

In fact, Strimbeck and his friends main- 
tain the trails in Lynn Woods year-round. 
After Hurricane Gloria, in 1985, they 
dragged out whole trees. “If we see a 
problem, we don’t whine to the city about 
it, we just go out and clear it.” 

Although Strimbeck got his first adult 
bike relatively recently {in 1982), he now 
competes in both mountain-bike and road 
races as an expert. His wife, Brenda, 
works as a National Off-Road Bicycling 
Association race official. And their six- 
year-old son, Ian Strimbeck, competes in 
mountain-bike races on his own custom- 
built bike with front suspension. “I didn’t 
force him,” says Strimbeck. “He’s made a 
lot of friends doing it.” 

Largely because of Strimbeck’s efforts, 
Lynn Woods remains one of the most ac- 
cessible and popular places around Boston 
for hammering the trails. Informal “show- 
and-go” rides gather in the parking lot on 
Saturday mornings. And if you meet 
Strimbeck there, ask him to show you 
around. “Some people think they know 
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these trails well,” he says, “but they 
haven’t ridden with a master.” 


Heipi M. Davis 
Activist, racer 

In 1986, Heidi M. Davis agreed to at- 
tend a mountain-bike race in Lynn with 
her boyfriend. She noticed something un- 
usual: only three women were racing — 
but there were four prizes in the women’s 
category. “All I had to do was enter to 
win,” she says. Next year, she did enter — 
and came in fourth. “One prize and I was 
hooked,” she recalls. 

Davis, who lives in Cambridge, is best 
known as the founder and president of the 
New England Mountain Bike Association 
(NEMBA), a group that’s almost single- 
handedly kept the most popular trails in the 
Boston area open to off-road cyclists. For 
Davis, becoming an activist also happened 
by chance. In 1988, she heard rumors that 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) might restrict biking in the Mid- 
dlesex Fells in Medford for environmental 
reasons. She wrote the MDC a letter, fig- 
uring that, as an environmental analyst for 
the state Department of Environmental 
Protection, she was in “a fairly unique po- 
sition to recognize what causes an environ- 
mental impact.” At an MDC hearing on the 
proposed restrictions that fall, the moun- 
tain bikers who attended decided on the 
spur of the moment to be a group — and 
they asked Davis to be their spokesperson. 

Today, the 400-member NEMBA is 
kept afloat by Davis and a few volunteers, 
who spend their evenings and occasional

weekends putting out a newsletter, manag- 
ing a hot line, producing two pamphlets 
(on mountain-biking etiquette and on low- 
impact racing), lobbying officials —and 
winning awards. 

Last year, NEMBA members celebrated 
National Trails Day — an event formerly 
dominated by hiking, cross-country skiing, 
and horseback-riding groups — on June 5 
by sponsoring seven different rides. NEM- 
BA was the only mountain-biking club in 
the country to participate in the event. Its 
efforts earned the group one of four 
“Trails for Tomorrow” awards, outshining 
more than 2400 other entrants. “It validat- 
ed mountain bikers as members of the trail 
community,” says Davis. 

Last fall, Davis traveled to Interbike, the 
industry mega-show in Las Vegas, to ac- 
cept an award for NEMBA from the Inter. 
national Mountain Bike Association for < 
project in which NEMBA-sponsored in- 
terns repaired trails and built bridges ir 
the Middlesex Fells. 

But not even Davis can spend all he 
free time working on NEMBA. “We’v 
reached a plateau. We can’t handle all th« 
administrative stuff,” Davis says. A recen 
article in Mountain Bike magazine touting 
NEMBA’s pamphlets, for instance 
brought the group more than 50 requests 
for copies. “We’re considering hiring ad- 
ministrative help, and maybe later an exec- 
utive director,” Davis says. “We need tc 
transition from a small group of volun- 
teers, with one person running the show 
It was great when I was single, but now | 
don’t have any personal time.” (Davis of:

CHRIS CHANCE 
Entrepreneur, frame-builder, racer sponsoi 

Chris Chance is becoming something of < 
national folk hero — and not only among 
the elite mountain bikers who buy his hand. 
built frames. Chance was recently writter 
up on the front page of the New York Times 
because he’s an American entrepreneu 
who’s actually beating the foreign compe: 
tition — even in other countries. Not bac 
for a guy who dropped out of college. 

After working for a couple of bike manu 
facturers, Chance started his own busines: 
in Somerville in 1977 building racing-bik« 
frames. Meanwhile, framemakers in Cali 
fornia, such as Gary Fisher, were creating 
the world’s first mountain bikes. Chanc« 
got his hands on one. “It was so much fun 
It had what we call the ‘smile factor,’ ” h 
says. “I knew it was going to be big.” 

Chris Chance Cycles became Fat Cit 
Cycles in 1982, and today 30 employee 
there build 2000 mountain- and road-bik 
frames each year, shipping them all over: t« 
Germany, England, Canada, Switzerland 
and Japan. (One has to wonder what thi 
Japanese think of frames with the name 
Wicked Fat Chance, Yo Eddy, and Slin 
Chance costing as much as $2500 each.) 

Until a few years ago, Chance wa 
building complete bikes. But bike compo 
nents — derailleurs, shifters, brakes — 
were changing so fast that, as a small pro 
ducer, he got stuck with a lot of outdate: 
stock. His cheapest frame, the Buc 
Shaver, can be built into a bike for abou 
$1500. So what makes a $2000 bike bet 
ter than a $450 one? Chance compare 
hand-built two-wheelers to race car: 
which cost several times more than asserr 
bly-line autos because they’re made out « 
more expensive, stronger, lighter material 
and they’re built to more exact specifica 
tions. “There’s a bike market willing t 
pay for performance,” he says. 

Chance is impressed with “how mucl 
quality and performance has come int: 
lower prices.” But he’s staying in the hig! 
end, experimenting with aerospace materi 
als, like a tougher steel that’s resistant t 
damage, a metal matrix, and titanium 
Chance also plans to produce a full-sus 
pension frame. 

Like many larger manufacturers 
Chance promotes racing —which is th 
cutting edge of mountain biking. He spon 
sors as many as 90 racers, from local ama 
teurs to a pro-elite team. Racers get dis 
counts on his bikes, and Chance gets feed 
back from a host of enthusiastic produc 
testers. Everybody wins. 


Bitt BOLEs 
Activist, ride leader, humorist

a blank. But ask them if they’re familiar 
with the Old Coot, and they might say 
something like, “Yeah, he’s that guy who 
writes funny.” 

For three years now, Boles, who’s from 
Brockton, has been entertaining readers of 
Dirt Rag, mountain biking’s alternative 
mag, with his retro-hip column, “The Old 
Coot.” In it, he covers everything from 
riding responsibly to upgrading your bike 
without going into debt. What makes his 
column memorable is its unusual style. 

Here’s a sample: “The Coot has noticed 
that most riders has too much ketchup, 
n’not enuff ridin. Ketchup is when ya is al- 
ways tryin ta keep up to the rider in front 
of ya. . . . Problem is, when ya is totally 
immersed in ketchup, ya is totally unin- 
volved in everythin else. Like fer instance, 
| enjoyin where ya is at.” 

Some readers love his style, others hate 
| it. “If I wrote in straight English,” he ex- 
| plains, “it would go in one ear and out the 

other.” 

Boles’s column is only one way he com- 
| municates his philosophy of responsible 
| mountain-biking. Another is leading group 

rides in parks and forests south of Boston. 
| His New Year’s Day Hangover Ride, held 
| in Carver, has become an annual tradition. 
| Riding with him is a lesson in how to re- 
| late to other trail users. When he meets a 
| group of hikers or horseback riders, he 
| slows down and greets them heartily: 
| “Hey, how’s it going?” Encountering oth- 
| er cyclists, Boles stops to chat — and then 
| asks, “Are you familiar with the New Eng- 
| land Mountain Bike Association?” 

To keep trails open for mountain biking, 
Boles attends “all-too-many” meetings as a 
representative of NEMBA. According to 
Boles, many parks and recreation officials 
still don’t know what mountain biking is. 
After one meeting, a guy volunteered, “You 
know, mountain bikes wouldn’t be so bad 
if you could only quiet those motors.” 

Boles also works with park rangers. His 
largest project so far has been a 10-mile 
mountain-bike loop in F. Gilbert Hill State 
Park (also called Foxborough State Forest), 
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which has one of the most extensive and 
elaborate network of trails in New England. 
“Everyone who enjoys an outside expe- 
rience — hikers, equestrians, cyclists, 
snowshoers — is coming from the same 
place,” says the Old Coot in plain English. 
“Conflicts show up at meetings, but in the 
real world they don’t seem to happen.” 


ASHLEY KORNBLAT 
Businesswoman, activist, mediator 

Her résumé summarizes a generation of 
bright thirtysomethings: Dartmouth Col- 
lege, an MBA from Dartmouth’s business 
school, a job on Wall Street, and then, in 
the late ’80s, a radical shift into the nuts- 
and-bolts world of manufacturing. In 1989, 
Kornblat became president of Merlin Met- 
alworks, a Somerville business that builds 


ultra-light, super-strong titanium bike 
frames. Kornblat nurtured Merlin into a 
world-class company, but she’s been almost 
as active as a national leader in reconciling 
mountain bikers and other trail advocates. 
Last year, she gave the national moun- 
tain-bike advocacy movement a huge 
boost, by raising $70,000 for the Col- 
orado-based International Mountain Bike 
Association (IMBA). As a result, IMBA was 
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able to hire Tim Blumenthal, former editor 
of Mountain Bike magazine, as its first ex- 
ecutive director. Kornblat and another 
IMBA board member raised the money by 
“terrorizing” bike manufacturers at Inter- 
bike, the industry’s annual mega-show. 
“People wanted to do water-bottle promo- 
tions,” she says, referring to the practice of 
giving away logo-laden products. “We told 
them we needed hard, cold cash.” 

Like Heidi Davis, Kornblat became an 
activist when she found out that the Mid- 
dlesex Fells Reservation was considering 
restrictions on mountain bikes. She 
worked with cyclists and park officials to 
fashion a cycling policy. She also joined 
the board of the Friends of the Fells and 
its citizen-advisory group. 

This spring, Kornblat resigned from 
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Merlin to pursue a new career. (“I’m not 
sure exactly what — I’ve got several 
ideas.”) But she’s still doing advocacy 
work. Last month, she flew to Utah to par- 
ticipate on a two-day panel with four other 
cyclists and five members of the national 
Sierra Club, which has opposed mountain 
biking on certain kinds of trails. Says 
Kornblat: “Mountain bikers can be a new 
constituency that cares not just about the 
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spotted owl or northern forests, but what- 
ever park or green space is near them. It 
depends on our behavior.” 


BRIAN McKELLER 
Event organizer, cross-country rider 

As an undergrad at MIT in the early 
*80s, Brian McKeller rode his 10-speed 
across the Mass Ave bridge at least four 
times a day. He got a lot of flat tires doing 
it. In 1983, he saw his first mountain bike 
in a shop window. Since then he’s done al- 
most everything one can to promote fat- 
tire biking. 

After graduation, he took a job as a bike 
courier in Boston, destroying several 
cheaply made mountain-bike frames in the 
process. Like most curb-jumpers, Mc- 
Keller soon discovered the joys of trail-rid- 
ing in local parks. He took off-road riding 
a step further, though: by mapping out a 
50-mile ride all the way from Boston to 
Rockport that’s three-quarters off-pave- 
ment. “You have to do it when there’s 
plenty of light,” he says. “And it’s tough to 
do as a group ride.” 

In 1991, McKeller applied his manage- 
ment-science major to another project: 
putting on a mountain-bike race. Today, 
his Boston Cup draws hundreds of would- 
be John Tomacs and Julie Furtados — two 
champion names in the current racing 
scene — to Needham Town Forest every 
mid October. (McKeller himself races in 
the expert class.) 

Last year, he also taught riding tech- 
niques to newly created bike patrols among 
the campus police at Boston University and 
MIT. And he helped to create the Somer- 
ville Bike Committee. And that’s not all. 
This spring, McKeller pulled together the 
nationally sponsored Ride for the Wild, a 
recreational ride-and-expo on May 15 in 
Harold Parker State Forest, a favorite ride 
spot 25 miles north of Boston. 

Like many grassroots. mountain-biking 
advocates, the 31-year-old McKeller is 
concerned about the media promoting 
mountain biking as only a gonzo activity. 

“I kind of lament the trend toward 
downhill racing just because it’s more ex- 
citing to watch on ESPN,” he says. “I got 
into mountain biking for the love of the 
outdoors, not just the speed. I hope new. 
riders learn that from older guys.” Q

he first requirement is to 
plant your butt on a bicycle 
seat. Keep in mind, what 
follows is only a partial list- 
ing of local and national 
events. So if you can’t find an event to 
suit your schedule, pick up a copy of Dirt 
Rag or The Ride (pioneered by Karen 
Haas, who was of generous assistance in 
compiling this supplement, and who says 
June 5 is the day to watch for), available 
at most bike shops — like International 
Bicycle, Laughing Alley, Fat City Cycles. 
Or call Michael Morris of the Eastern Fat 
Tire Association (EFTA), (401) 364- 
0786. Also, some of the events require 
membership in or a license from the vari- 
ous mountain-biking associations, so 
check in advance. 

Though many of the events are competi- 
tive, the organizers want to pass the word 
that there are categories for riders of every 
ability, and some of the rides are leisurely 
expeditions through the magnificent out- 
doors. Generally, there is a beginner class, 
a sport class, and an expert class, with di- 
visions in each for men and women, and 
children. Many competitions also include 
dinners, concerts, and mud-encrusted 
post-race parties. Whatever your style, pop 
those front wheels off, wedge your bikes in 
the rusty "78 Datsun hatchback, and head 
out to unpaved America. And remember, 
fat tires can do a lot of damage to the 
trails, so learn how to be an eco-friendly 
mountain-biker, familiarize yourself with 
the local regulations, and don’t pedal 
through fragile vegetation.

ou can always tell a healthy scene by the num- 
¥ ber of benefits it generates, and there’s noth- 
ing like watching a roomful of good bands 
come together at the last minute to help a friend in 
need. The benefit for Bosnian relief next Saturday, 
May 28, at Local 186 is one of those occasions. Cobalt 
60 and Big Catholic Guilt (Rumble winners in 1993 
and 1992, respectively) head a bill that also features el 
DOPA, Elevator, Bone Dry System, Big Red Crush, 
Plush, and Dangle. 
The cause hit home for the club’s manager, Elsbeth 
Lane, after she learned that a musician friend, Random 
House of Soul keyboardist Damir.Prcic, has relatives 


in the war zone. “Damir’s sister was able to get out of 





jobs, and no money. I heard they were living on pota- 
toes because there’s nothing else available to eat.” 

At first she intended to try channeling the money di- 
rectly to Prcic’s family, but he suggested running it 
through national relief organizations instead. “Obvi- 
ously there’s no easy way to get money into Bosnia.

Mark Tansey makes all the right connections

“MARK TANSEY” and “CONNEC-

on’t mistake Mark Tansey 
for the painter depicted in 
his 1987 painting Tri- 
umph over Mastery II. 
There, a shirtless man 


| perched on a ladder rolls whitewash over 


Michelangelo’s Sistine Chapel fresco The 


| Last Judgment. As he covers the Renais- 








sance masterpiece with a flat, uniform lay- 
er of white, he also paints over his own 
shadow and that of his ladder. The painter 
washes away his past; in so doing he loses 
his own substance. 

Triumph over Mastery II answers the 
trend in modern art and critical theory to- 
ward abstraction. In fact, it’s a slap in the 
face to critic Clement Greenberg’s theory 
of high modernism, in which he proposed 
that the true course of painting celebrates 
the flatness of a work’s surface, and that 
any subject matter interferes with the 
painting’s essential substance. 

Tansey came of age when high mod- 
ernism was at its peak. In art school, he 
was taught, “Thou shalt not refer, repre- 
sent, use subject matter. Thou shalt not 
make 3-D illusions. Thou shalt not use an 
easel. Thou shalt not use thy memory. 
Thou shalt not commit kitsch.” But the 
painter was attracted to the possibilities of 
meaning, depth, and subject matter in his 
work. To him, the past didn’t look old; it 
looked like a gold mine. 

He brings plenty of meaning, depth, and 
subject matter to Boston in his retrospec- 
tive now on view at the Museum of Fine 
Arts. The show, filled with great, 
monochromatic pictorial canvases, ought 
to appeal to the art-smart and the art-pho- 
bic alike. The works are sharp as pho- 
tographs (the images are often taken di- 
rectly from found photographs) and dense 
with narrative and metaphor. Unlike Tri- 
umph over Mastery II, which is a pointed 
commentary on the limitations of high 
modernism, most of these paintings read 
like riddles. They leave you with the sense 
that Tansey wants to open our thinking not 
merely about critical theory but about ev- 
erything. We must never assume, he seems 
to be saying, that we know theyangwep. We 


just have to keep searching for it. 

He depicts that search most graphically 
in The Key, a 1984 painting in which 
Tansey himself stands before a great gate 
— replicated from Lorenzo Ghiberti’s 
15th-century Gates of Paradise doors for 
the Baptistry in Florence — as a woman in 
a white evening gown looks on, her hands 
on her hips. The artist leans against the 
gate, poring over keys on a huge key ring, 
no doubt hoping to enter Paradise. We 
don’t know whether he does; like most of 
Tansey’s works, this one depicts a moment 
of crisis, without predicting the outcome. 

We view most of Tansey’s figures from 
the rear, as if they were surrogates for us, 
looking even deeper into the canvas than 
we can for solutions. His monochromatic 
style reinforces the photographic element 
of each painting, convincing us of each 
picture’s documentary reality, even as 
he brings elements together that could 
never be seen in one place. In White 
on White (1986), a group of Inuits 
garbed in fur-lined pelts in a snow- 
storm stand face to face with a gath- 
ering of Bedouins wrapped in white 
against a sandstorm. Sand and 
snow blown by a fierce wind are 
indistinguishable. The figures, 
complete with dogsleds and 
camels, seem implacable; the 
blinding white storm overrides 
the peculiarity of the encounter. 

We’re the only ones who rec- 
ognize that something remark- 
able is occurring. 

Many of Tansey’s paint- 
ings act as metaphors for 
moments in 20th-century 
art history. Triumph of the 
New York School (1984) 
shows André Breton 
signing the surrender of 
the School of Paris 
over to Greenberg and 
his American compa- 
triots. Dali, Picasso, Ma- 
tisse, Duchamp, and others mill 
around beyond Bréton, dressed in the uni- 
forms of French soldiers in World War I. 
Americans like Pollock, de Kooning, 
Rothko, and Motherwell, in World War II 
GI uniforms, look on. The baton of avant- 
garde art is being passed. 

He paints Duchamp again in The Enun- 
ciation (1992). Here, two trains pass and

of the century by Paul Cézanne — the 
painter credited with paving the way for 
abstraction. They bathe in a lake, but 
their reflections are women; the reflection 
of the mountain .is a cave, an allusion to 
the famous allegory in Plato’s Republic in 
which prisoners jailed in a cave must 
concoct a world based only on the shad- 
ows they see on the wall. Here again, 
Tansey layers meaning and metaphor into 
a painting that at once celebrates abstrac- 
tion and derides the extreme of it found 
in high modernism. 

More recently, Tansey has taken on the 
deconstructionists’ insistence that text 
can be stripped down to its disparate ele- 
ments, robbing it of any essential mean- 
ing. The painter has pointedly introduced 
text into his paintings, taking published 
works, crumpling them, and silkscreening 
them onto his canvas. Constructing the 
Grand Canyon (1990) pictures Derrida 
and Paul de Man heading up a work crew 
at the base of the canyon, whose great 
walls rise above them covered with blurry 
words. The men chip away at the rock, 
examining every pebble, blind to the 
majesty around them. 

In Close Reading (1990), a woman 
scales a great rock covered with text. Nose 
to stone, she is too close to read more than 
a letter at a time. The words “blindness 
and insight” are inscribed at the top of the 
canvas; they refer to de Man’s book of that 
name, which asserts that every reader, ev- 
ery critic, brings his or her own biases to 
reading, rendering meaning meaningless. 
Tansey brings the argument back to the vi- 
tal effort of the rock climber; perhaps that 
is where we need to look for substance, 
rather than at the text alone. 

The. most recent painting in the retro- 
spective is Leonardo’s Wheel (1992), in 
which Tansey creates a confluence of na- 
ture, art, and technology. A great water- 
wheel invented by Leonardo churns in the 
center of the painting. On one side of it, 
the water is calm and the sky is summer 
bright; on the other, a waterfall creates a 
violent whitewater and the skies darken 
with storm clouds. The wheel reflects one 
of Tansey’s own inventions: a three- 
ringed wheel in which the rings are in- 
scribed with subjects, participles, and ob- 
jects. He spins the wheel to create new, 
thoughtful juxtapositions to consider and 
paint. Leonardo’s Wheel speaks to 
Tansey’s continued search for meaning 
— particularly in the triumvirate of art, 
nature, and science — and his respect for 
its elusiveness.

I used 
to work for Helen 
Frankenthaler, and 
I saw Greenberg 
and had enormous 
respect for him as a 
person. As a theoreti- 
cian, he wanted to 
banish like the plague 
the thing I have deep 
respect for, the subject 
matter. He had a pow- 
erful influence on me, 
but maybe the opposite 
result of what he would 
have wanted.” 

Greenberg, the father 
of high modernism, a 
movement that aimed to 
éliminate all meaning and 
allusion from a painting in 
favor of the clear, flat plane 
of the canvas, championed 
| abstraction in the 1960s 
and had an abiding effect on 
the way we viewed art. 

Tansey came along in the 
1970s and brought the pic- 
ture and meaning back into 
vogue. Greenberg’s stern vis- 
age appears in many of 
Tansey’s paintings. 

“I felt when he died that I’d 
shown respect for him,” Tansey 
notes. “It was an homage to him, 
identifying the importance of his 
contribution. At the same time, it 
was disrespectful. Every artist has 
to find his or her own way. I 
thought it was viable to do repre- 
sentation. I had to answer the challenges 
of representation.” 

Although the initial driving force of 
Tansey’s art was to respond head-on to 
what he saw as an institutionalized deifi- 
cation of abstraction, he doesn’t deride 
form-conscious abstract art. “I think of 
pictorial work as having three parts. Con- 
tent, concept, and form. Form is a major 
part of pictorial content. The balance, the 
interaction between the figural and the 
conceptual, is important. When you take 
abstraction to its purest extreme, that 
does away with the painting all together. 
The same is true of representation. The 
way these things interact — I’m interest- 
ed in a more amorous relationship be- 
tween them.” 

A truly amorous union of content, con- 
cept, and form, however, won’t leave you 
billing and cooing. Rather, it creates ten- 
sion in the painting and wonder in the 
viewer, no matter what the subject mat- 
ter. One of Tansey’s early paintings, The 
Innocent Eye Test (1981), has a cow in a 
museum placidly regarding Paulus Pot- 
ter’s 1647 painting The Young Bull. The 
piece suggests that even though Tansey’s 
work is layered with art-historical refer- 
ences, he’s open to a wider audience than 
just artists and critics. 

“I want someone in the sciences to

He doesn’t always use the 
wheel. “If there’s a picture 
and I don’t know what it’s 
about on the narrative or 
thematic level, that brings it 
into play. I use it from time 
to time when I get stuck. I 
used to have artist’s block. 
This has alleviated that.” 

Tansey, David Salle, John 
Bowman, and others re- 
stored pictorialism to a posi- 
tion of respect in the ’80s, 
and the bone Tansey had 
been picking with Greenberg 
got picked clean. It was then 
that he turned to the decon- 
structionists, who, like 
Greenberg, could be seen as 
enemies of meaning. As 
Jacques Derrida and Paul de 
Man broke down texts, word 
by word, Tansey introduced 
text into his paintings. He 
took his cue from Derrida, 
who said that text is “the 
trace of absence of pres- 
ence.” “Like a drawn mark,” 
the artist points out. “A trace 
of a pencil that isn’t there.”

Big, loud action comedies remain a 
summer staple. Besides this weekend’s 
Maverick (May 20), there’s Eddie Mur- 
phy fighting bad guys in a theme park in 
Beverly Hills Cop III (May 25). Oliver 
Stone directs Quentin Tarantino’s satire 
on tabloidism and serial murderers in 
Natural Born Killers (August 5), which 
stars Woody Harrelson, Juliette Lewis 
(natch), and Tommy Lee Jones. 

As for more standard adrenaline fests, 
Keanu Reeves and Dennis Hopper star in 
the hijacked-bus thriller Speed (June 10), 
which has such good advance buzz (call it 
Commute Hard) that there is already talk 
of a sequel (Valium?). Blown Away (July 
1), whose shooting rattled local windows 
(and local residents) last summer, stars 
Jeff Bridges as a Boston bomb-squad cop 
taking on terrorist Tommy Lee Jones. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger reunites with Ter- 
minator director James Cameron in True 
Lies (July 15), which is about a spy trying 
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Lee Curtis. 

Kevin Costner plays the title role in the 
Western epic Wyatt Earp (June 24). Alec 
Baldwin knows what evil lurks in the hearts 
of men in The Shadow (July 1). Lawyer 
Susan Sarandon protects an 11-year-old 
mob-trial witness in the adaptation of John 
Grisham’s The Client (July 22), which 
also stars Tommy Lee Jones. Jones’s Fugi- 
tive pal Harrison Ford does his second tour 
as Tom Clancy’s spook Jack Ryan, this | 
time enlisting in the war on drugs, in Clear 
and Present Danger (August 5). 


Comedy 

Even this summer’s comedies are action- 
oriented. Woody Harrelson and Kiefer | 
Sutherland do the fish-out-of-water thing 
as rodeo riders seeking a missing friend in 
Manhattan in The Cowboy Way (June 3). 
Taking the opposite trip in City Slickers II 
(June 10) are New Yorkers Billy Crystal, 
Daniel Stern, and Jon Lovitz (filling in for 
Bruno Kirby), with Jack Palance as the | 
brother of his character from the first 
movie. Rubber-faced Jim Carrey literally | 
becomes a human toon a$ the comic-book 
hero of The Mask (July 29). Damon 
Wayans stars in Blankman (August 19) as 
a superhero bereft of superpowers, a cos- 
tume, and any secret identity. 

Penny Marshall’s Renaissance Man 
(June 3) gives Danny De Vito a platoon of 
his own when the Army hires him to teach 
English to raw recruits (including Marky 
Mark). Pauly Shore should be in that 
class, since he’ll surely give new meaning 
to the word “grunt” in the Stripes-like In 
the Army Now (August 5). Drama coach 
Christopher Lloyd and his young charges 
create the ideal summer camp for lazy city 
kids in Camp Nowhere (August 12). In A 
Million to Juan, stand-up veteran Paul 
Rodriguez makes his directorial debut and 
stars as a single father who receives a 
windfall from a mysterious angel. 

Acronym-related media satires are big 
this summer. N.W.H. (Niggas with Hats) 
are the putative subjects of director/star 
Rusty Cundieff's Spinal Rap documentary 
spoof Fear of a Black Hat (June 17). The 
title of SFW (August) stands for “so fuck- 
ing what,” which becomes a catchphrase 
when hostage Stephen Dorff (Backbeat) 
utters it during a televised standoff. The 
members of the D.R.O.P. Squad (August) 
engage in the Deprogramming and 
Restoration of Pride, getting black ad exec- 
utives to create more positive images of 
African-Americans, in this Spike Lee—pro- 
duced Putney Swope of the ’90s. 

Also due are Canadian Bacon, docu- 
mentarist Michael (Roger & Me) Moore’s 
feature debut about a president (Alan 
Aida) who plans to boost the post-Cold 
War economy by invading Canada, and 
Canadian parodist/gay activist John 
Greyson’s Zero Patience (June 17), the 
first musical comedy about AIDS. 


Drama 

There’s still some serious fare during the 
beach-read months. A number of dramas 
open this Friday: Even Cowgirls Get the 
Blues, Dream Lover, Ivan and Abraham, 
and Red Rock West. Next week brings 
White (May 27), the second installment in 
Krzysztof Kieslowski’s “Trois Couleurs” 
trilogy, and Bernardo Bertolucci’s Little 
Buddha (May 27), in which a Seattle cou- 
ple (Bridget Fonda and Chris Isaak) learn 
of the origins of Buddhism (in sequences 
starring Keanu Reeves as Siddhartha) and 
discover that their child may be the reincar- 
nation of a Tibetan lama. 

The summer’s lone horror film is Mike 
Nichols’s upscale Wolf (June 17), which 
stars a hirsute Jack Nicholson and 
Michelle Pfeiffer. Tom Hanks stars in For- 
rest Gump (July 6), which director Robert 
Zemeckis calls a “romantic docu-fable” 
about a childlike man who appears on the 
sidelines during recent historical events — 
sort of Big meets Zelig. 

In Michael (Heathers) Lehmann’s Air- 
heads (August 3), Brendan Fraser, Steve 
Buscemi, and Adam Sandler play a band 
of rock-and-roll Rupert Pupkins who take 
over a radio station to get their metal band 
some airplay. Steve Martin scripts and 
stars in Simple Twist of Fate (August 
26), a modern-day Silas Marner. Bruce 
Willis and Jane March (The Lover) star in 
the erotic thriller Color of Night (August 
26), which is directed by long-absent | 
Richard Rush (The Stunt Man). 

Also watch for Mi Vida Loca, Allison |

Mel Gibson’s wry, breezy 
Maverick takes the pot

f the Hollywood studios are com- 
pelled to continue the Nick-at- 
Nite-ification of the multiplex with 
their endless series of adaptations 
of Boomer-era TV chestnuts, let us 
hope they can make the rest of them as 
wry, breezy, and painless as the new Mav- 
erick. According to the principals, doing 
this movie was a blast, and that sense of 
fun carries over onto the screen and into 
the audience. 

Maverick is full of pleasant surprises, 
not the least of which is that, for a big- 
budget Hollywood spectacle, it seems as 
loose and improvised as a card game. Di- 
rector Richard Donner keeps a deceptively 
free-seeming rein on the unexpected ele- 
ments — plot twists, sly cameos, boffo 
stunts, and most important, the deadpan 
comic performances of its three leads. Mel 
Gibson takes James Garner’s TV role as 
| Bret Maverick, the Old West rogue who, 
when he hears the word “draw,” is more 
likely to go for the top card than for his 
holster. In the Lethal Weapon series, Gib- 
son and director Richard Donner have al- 
ways dipped their toes into the waters of 
self-parody; here, they do a cannonball. 
The script makes Maverick a largely reac- 
tive role, and Gibson has never felt so free 
to rely.on just his grin and his blue eyes to 
do the work for him. He’s seldom been so 
easygoing and charming. 

An even bigger surprise is Jodie Foster. 
She’s Annabelle Bransford, a honey- 
dipped, Southern-accented poker player 
and con artist in Maverick’s league who 
crosses his path often and piques his ro- 
mantic interest. The usually tightly wound 
| Foster seems atypically at ease, and she 
| proves unexpectedly funny and sexy. 
Yet she’s never giggly or ditsy (the 
part was originally written for 
Meg Ryan, the Goldie 
Hawn of the ’90s), 
and she never 
abandons her 
customary in- 
telligence. 








Along for the ride is James Garner him- 
self, as US marshal Zane Cooper. He has 
a knack for getting in Maverick’s way and 
making his life difficult (or avoiding help- 
ing him, as during a hair-raising stunt in- 
volving a runaway stagecoach). The 
master of underplaying, Garner seems 
content to watch with bemusement 
(and a little grumpiness) the antics 
of the younger two, but there’s al- 
ways the sense that, if he wanted to, 
he could outdo Gibson in gunfight- 
ing, brawling, cardplaying, and ro- 
mancing. 

William Goldman’s screenplay 
recalls the one he wrote 25 
years ago for Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid, not 
only in its shady heroes and 
heart-stopping adventure se- 
quences (there’s even a Butch 
Cassidy—like scene on the 
edge of a cliff), but also in its 
wisecracking camaraderie 
(Butch Cassidy was, after all, the 
movie that started the buddy 
genre, and Paul Newman 
was the original choice 
to play Cooper). 
The plot, such as 
it is, involves 
Maverick’s 
attempt to 
get the last 
$3000 he 
needs to 
make up 
ee 
$25,000 
entry fee 
for a river- 
boat poker 
tourna-. 
ment 
(run by 
James 
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Coburn). 
Along the way, the movie upends virtu- 
ally every cliché of the genre — the bar- 
room brawl, the shootout, the dancehall 
girl with the heart of gold, the posse, the 
Indian attack on white settlers, and of 
course, the ace-up-the-sleeve poker game. 
The itchy-triggered young gunfighter 
(Max Perlich) proves to have no stomach 
for gunfire. The brawls and the Indian at- 
tack are carefully stage-managed (the In- 
dian chief, played by Graham Greene, has 
his tribe play along with noble-savage 
stereotypes in order to scam tourists). In 
fact, the movie’s attitudes toward vio- 
lence, women, and Indians would al- 
most make it PC if not for Maverick’s * 
remark about his nemesis, Angel (Al- 
fred Molina): “I smell trouble and re- 
fried beans.” 
: The enjoyably misan- 
» thropic subtext of Gold- 
. man’s screenplay is 
» that everyone is a 
scoundrel. 


“Those guys are the grossest people I’ve ever run into, 
and the only grosser person than them is Jodie.” 
On a more serious note, Gibson continues to shock 
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Maverick’s no angel, but he’s Candide 
compared to the rest of the movie’s char- 
acters, every last one of whom cheats, 
cons, robs, or welshes on him. For all its 
twists, Maverick is not as diabolically plot- 
ted as The Sting, though it does evoke 
that film’s deliriously constant con- 
artistry. Neither is it as sublime or pithy as 
Trouble in Paradise (at 130 minutes, it’s 
far too long). But there’ll be no sight this 
summer as entertaining as watching Gib- 
son and Foster get an erotic charge out of 
fleecing each other. These cardsharps give 
new meaning to the phrase “flush 
with excitement.” Q

Four of a kind 


EW YORK -— Mel Gibson says he bought the 
ING: «: to remake the old TV series Maverick so 

he could relive his childhood by playing an icon 
of his youth. “It’s like playing with mudpies,” he exults. 

It was a bonus to get to play Bret Maverick opposite 
the role’s creator, James Garner, who jumped at the 
chance to audition after Paul Newman turned down the 
role of Marshal Zane Cooper (which William Goldman 
had scripted with his Butch Cassidy and the Sundance 
Kid star in mind). Director Richard Donner says he 
knew instantly that Garner was right for the part. “He 
and Mel hit it off so fantastically. As he walked out of the 
office, I said, ‘Let’s go aver to wardrobe and get you fit- 
ted.’ It was that kind of a feeling.” 

Garner says he had no advice for Gibson on playing 
the Old West gambler. “I never felt possessive about it. 
When I left it in 1960, two other people did it, Roger 
Moore and Robert Colbert.” 

Donner admits that, for the romantic-comic role of 
con artist Annabelle Bransford, the Oscar-winning Jodie 
Foster was also not first choice. (Meg Ryan was.) Sign- 
ing Foster “was really difficult,” he deadpans. “We gave 
her the script on Wednesday night and Friday morning 
she was in wardrobe.” 

Foster insists that she’d wanted to do a comedy for a 
long time. “Lightness is a big part of my personality. I’ve 
just chosen not to show it in my work. I want to get up 
and dance and not worry so much about how to control 
everything.”

Donner claims that on the set Foster revealed hereto- 
fore hidden comic talents. “She was a klutz. She came 
onto the set and tripped over something and knocked 
over somebody. I said, ‘Oh my God, I’ve got a physical 
comedienne.’ She didn’t know she could do that.” 

“ ‘Grace,’ as they call me on the set,” chuckles Foster. 

By all accounts, the set was a carnival of camaraderie 
and practical jokes. Says Foster, “I came away from it 
feeling guilty every day acess I kept going, ‘I’m having 
so good a time!’ It’s the happiest experience I'd ever had 
on a movie. We were getting nostalgic while we were 
shooting.” 

Of her co-stars, she says, “We were always sitting 
around saying nasty things or telling stories. They would 
just try to gross me out. Together they were like a couple 
of 13-year-olds, They finally got to me. It was the only 
time I actually broke [character]. They just kept going 
and going, and finally Mel goes, “Yeah, and my wife’s 
Caesarian section, and the scalpel, and the forceps,’ and I 
went, ‘No! No! No! I don’t want to hear this anymore.’ ” 

“Moi?” gasps Garner. “No, Mel was Mr. Gross. And 
Dick Donner. But I’m a gentleman. Mel could tell some 
gross stories that would turn your stomach. And he 
thinks they’re funny. He’s a sick person. No, we had 
great fun. It stems from Dick and Mel. Jodie and I, the 
first couple of weeks, we kind of stood away and said, 
“What are these people doing? They’re crazy.’ Finally, we 
got just as crazy as they did. Jodie shouldn’t put it all on 
us. She joined in.” Donner says of Gibson and Garner, 
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Donner, his Lethal Weapon director, with his insistence 
on performing his own stunts. Donner thinks Gibson 
took too many chances on Maverick’s setpiece, a run- 
away stagecoach stunt. “You have to watch him all the 
time. I love the guy, but if he had gotten hurt, the picture 
would have been shut down; if he had gotten killed, I’d 
have to take care of his six kids.” 

“It was 100 percent safe,” Gibson asserts. “I always 
check with the stunt guy. He wouldn’t let me do anything 
stupid. It’s fun to hang off the Grand Canyon and ride 
on the horses, but you’re wired in. You’re not going to 
fall. Even if you let go, you can dangle there. You’re not 
going anyplace. It would take a bolt of lightning or bolt 
cutters [to dislodge you].” He acknowledges that “some- 
one else did the jumping stuff between the horses. That 
stunt’s been done successfully only once before.” 

Will there be a Maverick sequel? “It’s up to Mel,” 
Donner says. “I could sequelize this the rest of my life. 
This was a day on the beach. Sometimes, you hate going 
in to work because you know it’s going to be another 
pain in the ass. These guys, every day was wonderful.” 
He adds that there may be more Lethal Weapons. “We've 
written a 5, and we're having a 4 written. Because | al- 
ways thought, if Mel wanted to, we could shoot them 
back-to-back and get it over with.” 

Asked whether he’d make another Lethal Weapon, Gib- 
son says “Nah” and makes a snoring noise. Even though 
the scripts are being written? “Well, it’s really easy to 
change the title. Just like, Mad Max IV won't happen, but 
they'll call it Angry Bruce I. That's all there is to it.”

om Robbins dedicates his in- 

sufferably coy and contrived 

cult novel Even Cowgirls Get 

the Blues to “the amoeba.” 

In his adaptation of the book 

for the screen, Gus Van Sant dedicates it 

to River Phoenix, the late actor who 

starred in the director’s last movie, My 

Own Private Idaho (1991). It would be 

nice to say that the film has upgraded the 

novel in more than just its dedication, but 

in fact Van Sant has managed to distill the 

essence of its badness and deprive it of all 
redeeming features. 

Nearly booed off the screen at last year’s 


Toronto Film Festival and pulled from re- 
lease, the movie has since been “re-edited” 
and unleashed on an undeserving world. 
Excruciatingly acted (Rain Phoenix in her 
debut makes Sofia Coppola look like Meryl 
Streep), humorless, self-indulgent, and in- 
comprehensible, the film has as its only 
convincing element the fake thumbs of Sis- 
sy Hankshaw (Uma Thurman). 

That’s one of the three gimmicks that 
Robbins combined to create his inexplica- 
bly popular second novel in 1976. Born in 
a working-class home in the ’50s, Cissy is 
marked as an outsider from birth by her 
outsized thumbs. Impressed by these phal-

lic signifiers, palm reader Madame Zoe 
(Roseanne Arnold, in one of the film’s first 
cameos, and its only successful one) pre- 
dicts that she will have many men in her 
life — and many women. The digits prove 
the key to her independence by making 
her the greatest hitchhiker who ever lived, 
and one of the most frequented stopping 
points in her cross-country peregrinations 
is the Rubber Rose Ranch. 

That’s the second gimmick — actually, 
it’s a combination of several. Named after 
a top-of-the-line douche from a feminine- 
hygiene company that’s owned by the 
Countess (John Hurt trying to look like 
Quentin Crisp playing Queen Elizabeth 1), 
the Rubber Rose is a fat farm for whom 
Sissy has worked as a model. Lately the 
cowgirls who run the ranch have been get- 
ting restless; they’re led by the chubby Bo- 
nanza Jellybean (Phoenix) and the harpy- 
ish, whip-wielding, peyote-popping De- | 
lores Del Ruby (Lorraine Bracco). Ignor- 
ing the pacifist pleas (“Ha ha! Ho ho! Hee 
hee!”) of their guru, “The Chink” 
(Noriyuki “Pat” Morita), the cowgirls con- 
front the Countess and defeat him by 
dropping their pants (“Smell that pussy!” 
shouts Bracco in one of her more moving 
line readings). 

So much for feminism, gay pride, and 
narrative coherence. Van Sant’s strategy 
for streamlining Robbins’s off-the-wall pi- 
caresque is to show mild interest in a char- 
acter or an episode and then forget it. 
Thus we are offered mysterious glimpses 
of a decadent New York couple (played by 
Crispin Glover and Sean Young in what 
are, shockingly, the film’s best perfor- 
mances) who assay a feeble threesome 
with Sissy, a Native American artist 
(Keanu Reeves) who falls in love with Sis- 
sy but vanishes in a flurry of asthmatic 
coughing, and an ongoing, never ex- 
plained crisis involving whooping cranes, 
the federal government, and Del Ruby’s 
Third Vision. 

Reading the original novel would make 
sense of this flotsam and jetsam; it would 
also introduce you to Robbins’s third gim- 
mick, his pseudo-hip style. Unlike the film, 
the book has an irritating consistency — 
Robbins’s smug, ceaselessly whimsical 
voice. There’s no substitute in Van Sant’s 
adaptation, though he has added a period- 
ic irrelevant voice-over narrative by the au- 
thor, which succeeds only in underscoring 
the motley of the film. 

In My Own Private Idaho the gaps in 
linearity were accounted for by the nar- 
colepsy of Phoenix’s character and bridged 
by the authenticity and passion of that ac- 
tor’s performance. Nothing of the sort is 
to be found in Cowgirls, only a bunch of 
half-baked and hopelessly outdated con- 
ceits and stupefied actors, plus a director 
without a clue. Cowgirls is an embarrass- 
ing reversal for Van Sant, whom many saw 
as a pioneer. More embarrassing is his 
dedication of it “to River.” Even the amoe- 
ba would take offense. QO 
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RED ROCK WEST 


“You’re one lucky sonovabitch,” says Lyle 
(Dennis Hopper) to Michael (Nicolas 
Cage) about halfway through the diaboli- 
cal plot machinations of Red Rock West. 
Michael is lucky in the sense that he’s the 
kind of guy who would get caught in the 
terrorist blast of the Beirut Marine bar- 
racks but escape with just one leg blown to 
hell. His is the kind of luck that only a 
prankster divinity or a perverse screen- 
writer/director like John Dahl (his brother 
Rick co-wrote the screenplay) could con- 
coct. Red Rock West doesn’t break any 
| new ground, but it is a supremely confi- 
| dent, blackly comic, oddly humane addi- 
| tion to the noir genre. 
| One distinguishing feature is its hero, 
| who’s not only lucky but has heart, too. 
| Cage’s Michael is a down-and-out rough- 
| neck who has too much class to lie about 
his bum leg to get a job on an oilfield. 
| Spending his last five bucks on gas (after 
| turning down an opportunity to clean out 
| the gas station’s unattended cash box), he 
| heads for Red Rock. There he steps into a 
bar, orders coffee, and is offered $5000 by 
Wayne (J.T. Walsh), the owner, to murder 
his wife, Suzanne (Lara Flynn Boyle). 

It’s about this time that Michael’s luck 
| and the Dahls’ sardonic glee in manipulat- 
ing audiences’ expectations take over. 
Suzanne makes a counter-offer to Michael

to bump off Wayne. Ten grand richer, 
Michael drops a note to the Red Rock 
sheriff filling him in on the plots and then 
heads out of town. But there’s no escape 
from Red Rock. The film has more outra- 
geous twists and ironies than all this year’s 
movies combined — and that’s before 
Dennis Hopper shows up. Lusciously shot, 
superbly acted, and paced with spare and 
jolting wit, Red Rock West is a refreshing 
accomplishment in this year of diminishing 
expectations. At the Nickelodeon, the Har- 
vard Square, and the West Newton.

IVAN AND ABRAHAM 


French director Yolande Zauberman’s Ivan 
and Abraham evokes an irretrievably lost 
world on the eve of destruction — not just 
the world of such ethereal Yiddish cinema 
classics as The Dybbuk and Green Fields, 
but also the Eastern European Jewish cul- 
ture that created them. Set in a shtetl that 
has one foot in the 1930s and the other in 
the Middle Ages, Ivan offers a richly de- 
tailed portrait of village life, where mutual 
mistrust and xenophobia between Jews and 
gentiles creates a perpetually fractious and 
shaky interaction. (The dialogue is a ca- 
cophony of Yiddish, Polish, Russian, and 
Romany, the language of the Gypsies.) 
The strong friendship between the 
teenage apprentice Ivan and Abraham, 
the young son of his Jewish patron, 
threatens to upset the town’s precarious 
balance. Refusing to be separated, the 
pair run away together. But history is al- 
ways a few yards behind, pursuing them. 
Zauberman’s crisp, elegant black-and- 
white camera work and the lived-in faces 
of her non-professional cast bring this 
strange world back to brief, flickering 
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life in a way that is unsentimental yet in- 
effably sad. At the Coolidge Corner.

DREAM LOVER 


Do we really know who that person is we 
believe we’re in love with? When a film 
stars James Spader and is titled Dream 
Lover, it’s pretty certain that the woman he 
falls for isn’t going to be everything she 
ought to be. Writer/director Nicholas 
Kazan’s inauspicious film debut is a ripoff 
of Malice, only less clever and plausible. 
What it does have is arty pretensions — 
there’s enough speculating about the na- 
ture of identity, beauty, sanity, and dreams 
to disrupt the flimsy narrative, but not 
enough to disguise the fact that the film is 
misogynistic trash. 

Spader is Ray Reardon, a rich and 
trendy architect who’s recently been di- 
vorced. His wish to enjoy bachelorhood 
for a while doesn’t prevent him from pop- 
ping the question moments after meeting 
Lena (Madchen Amick). Attracted perhaps 
to her drastic mood swings and charmless 
bitchiness, Ray marries Lena, has two 
kids, and begins to have doubts. 

First, there are Lena’s mysterious 
Wednesday disappearances. Then there’s 
that whole other life in a white-trash Texas 
town that she’s kept secret from him. Not 
to mention those recurring dreams about a 
sinister carnival. But like most movie 
heroes, Michael is dumber than the 
screenplay, and before he knows it he’s 
drugged and helpless in an insane asylum. 

His dream lover, of course, has turned 
into a nightmare — yet another variation 
of the woman-from-Hell spawned by such 
hits as Fatal Attraction and The Hand that 
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Rocks the Cradle. Kazan offers some lip 
service to feminism by having Amick com- 
plain about being a love object, but basi- 
cally he’s getting you to hate her to make 
the inevitable conclusion all the more sat- 
isfying. You may never know who that 
person next to you really is, but you can 
smell a film like Dream Lover a mile away. 
At the Copley Place. 


TWENTY BUCKS 


Twenty bucks meant a lot more back in 
1935, which is when screenwriter Endre 
Bohem wrote the script that would finally 
become the film Twenty Bucks six decades 
later. The script might have worked then, 
especially if Frank Capra or Howard 
Hawks had made it. But under the direc- 
tion of documentary filmmaker Keva 
Rosenfeld, for whom this is a debut fea- 
ture, the movie doesn’t quite fit the bill. 

The premise is simple: an ATM machine 
spits out a twenty and it escapes the wallet 
of the rightful owner to pursue a ronde of 
misadventures,. entering the pockets and 
destinies of, among others, a jilted fiancé 
(Brendan Fraser), an icy stick-up man and 
his greedy protégé (Christopher Lloyd and 
Steve Buscemi in the film’s finest seg- 
ment), and a compulsive lottery player (an 
irritating Linda Hunt). 

It’s the kind of interlinking of human 
fates that Robert Altman’s perverse genius 
pulls off in Short Cuts. More heavyhanded | 
than perverse, Rosenfeld underlines the 
transitions, corns up the ironies, and en- 
courages his impressive cast to overact. As 
tattered and torn as the title bill by the 
end, this film should have been left out of 
circulation. At the Harvard Film Archive.

the Lapin Agile, in which 
the legendary artist and 
stud is paired with a 
fright-wigged, mathematically smug Albert 
Einstein in 1904 in a bar in Montmartre. 
And yes, the playwright is that Steve Mar- 
tin, moving to a new medium but with 
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WILD AND CRAZY? Thomas Derrah and Bill Camp pick up girls as well as each other's genius vibes.

“two wild and crazy guys” in tow. Einstein 
and Picasso pick up girls as well as each 
other’s genius vibes in this hilarious if 
slight (and slightly pretentious) one-act 
comedy in search of an ending. Come to 
think of it, make that three wild and crazy 
guys, though the evening’s third icon, who 
shows up by way of time travel, is depicted 
here as a country boy hooked not on drugs 
and fried peanut butter but on love songs 
and juice. 

Martin’s is an ingenious conceit — not 
unlike that cooked up by Tom Stoppard in 
Travesties from the raw ingredient that 
James Joyce, Tristan Tzara, and Lenin 
were all camped in Zurich in 1917. Here 
we have an actual turn-of-the-century 
Paris boite, the Lapin Agile (where Picasso 
did indeed hang out) — sort of a Cheers 
bar for intellectuals, with a shlubbier Ted 
Danson and a sinuously calm Shelley 
Long. Into this watering hole wander Ein- 
stein with a violin case full of scribblings 
yet to become The Special Theory of Rela- 
tivity and Picasso on the prowl for a fe-

male lap into which to drop his tempestu- 
ous self-love. Martin also throws in Piran- 
dello, or at least his spirit, in the form of 
actors continually winking at the audience 
and elbowing the fourth wall. (When Ein- 
stein announces his identity, bar owner 
Freddy is flabbergasted, not because he’s 
heard of him but because the absent- 
minded physicist has entered out of the or- 
der in the program.) 

It will not surprise Martin fans to hear 
that this fictional encounter of 20th-century 
titans looking forward to the breakthrough 
age of art and science through whose ashes 
we are now sifting is more fun than 
E=MC2. The playwright is playing with big 
ideas, to be sure, but he is doing just that 
— playing. And the American Repertory 
Theatre staging, by David Wheeler, is very 
much in the spirit of the piece, with 
Thomas Derrah a distracted dead ringer as 
Einstein and Bill Camp a seething, striped- 
shirted Popeye of a Picasso. 

There is even a Shavian element (home 
ground for Wheeler, the ART’s resident 
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GBSpert), since the piece’s zany characters 
occasionally throw off little arias of philos- 
ophy that are quite lyrically constructed if 
essentially glib. (I liked the art dealer 
Sagot’s riff on the utter unsalability of art 
works featuring Jesus — or sheep.) The 
main event, however, is the bonding of 


Einstein and Picasso — on whom ideas | 
“swoop” and “thunk” (but seldom flow) as | 


they rush their separate ways toward Cu- 
bism, higher math, a fourth dimension. 
“To dream the impossible and put it into 
effect!” exults one in a paroxysm of exposi- 
tory inspiration. “Brother!” cries the other. 

On the fringes of this goofy, future- 
bending tryst are bar owner Freddy, a self- 
described “symbolist” telling punch-line- 
less jokes that only Einstein gets; a 
Frenchified old roué named Gaston; 
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Sagot, the discerning dealer hip to art as | 
commodity; a P.T. Barnum of a genius | 


wanna-be called Schmendiman, who (un- 
like the equally arrogant Picasso) futilely 
halloos his moniker into the echo chamber 


of history; and, mais of course, the wom- | 


en, waitress Germaine and groupie 
Suzanne, both with insights into the male 
animal as yet untamed by the burgeoning 
century of feminism. (Martin does like to 
doodle, and in one humorous dab, the un- 
flappable Germaine predicts a future that 
includes Hiroshima and the Beatles; the 
less clairvoyant Freddy envisions cigarettes 
as a favored get-well gift.) 

What Picasso at the Lapin Agile lacks, 
apart from real significance, is an ending. 
It has, for a short play, rather a lot of what 
seem like endings — none more spectacu- 
lar, even at the creaky Hasty Pudding, 
than the transformation of the “ovine pas- 
toral” on the barroom wall into the semi- 
nally Cubist Les demoiselles d’Avignon, 
which Picasso was to paint in three years. 
(The rock-star visitor from the future 
presages this by looking at the sheep-stud- 
ded landscape and seeing, instead, “five 
weird women.”) But, mostly, the play just 
peters to a Pirandellian blip — sliding 
right by the prescient toast wherein the 
characters “say hello to the age of regret.” 

The production, however, does very little 
petering; rather, it slides right along its 
brainy banana peel. The most bravura intel- 
lectual pratfalls are accomplished by Der- 
rah’s rumpled, inwardly scoffing, all-pow- 
erful science nerd of an Einstein, whose 
gleeful contempt for the failure of others to 
conceive such things as the bending hori- 
zon and delayed joke appreciation drives 
him at one point to a fit of contained mirth 
that manifests itself in the famous Einstein- 
with-his-tongue-out poster-boy face. 

Camp, last seen as Hal in the ART Hen- 
ry IVs, has a field day too, pushing to the 
limit the young Picasso’s randiness, ego, 
and intensity. And there are sprightly per- 
formances by Will LeBow as the savvy

Byers’s Shakerman cruises the 
intersection of celibacy and desire 





overs for a pretty face — or, in the case of 
Shakerman, a boy toy with a knack for 
speaking in tongues. Set in a Shaker com- 
munity circa 1842, the new play explores 
the intersection of religious celibacy and 
sexual desire (it was originally entitled The 
Honey Lash), paying homage, once again, 
to the old saw that you can’t keep a good 
libido down, either with the Bible or with a 
crack of the whip. Essentially, Shakerman 
is a gay rewrite of William Inge’s Picnic — 
a hunk saunters into an uptight community 
and suddenly there’s 4 whole lot of shakin’ 
goin’ on. 

Surprisingly little of this 19th-century 
heavy breathing is played for camp laughs 
by playwright Joe Byers, whose energetic 
send-up (with John Thomas) of violence in 
Shakespeare and Bosnia, Tightass Androgy- 





nous: A Musical Bloodbath, for last fall’s 
Out on the Edge Festival showed a flair for 
tasteless high jinks and ham-fisted politics. 
Except for some clumsy spurts of broad 
comedy, Byers treats the Shakers with ad- 
mirable, if dramatically suicidal, respect: a 
full half-hour of the overlong play could be 
cut by excising the authentic Shaker dances 
— lots of clodhopping and weird skipping 
— and most of the happy tunes about God 
falling out of the sky. We don’t have to hear 
the entire Shaker songbook to know they’re 
a bunch of real squares. The disciplined 
monotony of the Shakers’ lives is better 
conveyed by director Nicholas Deutsch’s 
staging, in which the actors pick up and re- 
turn the stark wooden chairs in every scene. 

But back to the plot: seems some of the 
sexless sect are determined to be swingers. 
Deacon Noah Lane gets a gander at new- 
comer Micah Bellot and all hell breaks 
loose — erotic fantasies, true confessions 
about Noah’s mother leaving her lad to a 
Portuguese pimp, bare-chested midnight 
gropings in the graveyard. Meanwhile, Sis- 
ter Melinda is beginning to think about 
birthin’ babies, Sister Lucille is croakin’ vi- 
sions of damnation, and Elder Jacob is get- 
tin’ ready to keel over right after he names 
Noah to replace him as leader. 

Byers pursues all of this theological soap 
seriously and slowly. The script takes for- 
ever to serve up tepid glances of verboten 


love, repeats its warnings about the wages 
of sublimation endlessly, and includes a re- 
union between Noah and his dying ex- 
whore of a mom that’s completely unneces- 
sary. Byers hasn’t much new to say about 
the tug of war between desire and repres- 
sion, and the play’s ending doesn’t quite fit 
current notions of political correctness. 
Perhaps the playwright means to play it 
safe by hinting, even after all the glandular 
action, that religion can replace sex. 

As for the Centastage production, it’s 
about as exciting as a Shaker singles party. 
Neil McGarry makes for an attractive stud 
for God, but Rick Park plays Noah with a 
one-note dourness that spritzes cold water 
on what should be a crisis of conscience as 
well as a surrender to erotic yearnings. 
Whether Noah is halfheartedly feeling up 
Micah or flagellating himself, the actor’s 
ho-hum. 

Among the supporting cast, Chris 
Blanche, though flavorless as Eldress Su- 
sannah, injects gritty flavor into Noah’s 
mother, an aged but pragmatic admirer of 
the flesh. Andrew Shulman plays Elder Ja- 
cob as your standard stiff of a geezer, and 
Sidné Anderson, as the believer Sister Lu- 
cille, sports an accent so thick you can’t 
understand much of what she’s saying. The 
gist is that Satan is underfoot among the 
Shakers. Alas, Shakerman never raises the 
devil.

Even if you decide that dinner and 
dance don’t mix, be sure to slip a tape into 
the VCR. Appallingly little of Balanchine’s 
prodigious output is available: apart from 
the snippets on Peter Martins: A Dancer, 
there’s just the complete performance of 
his sublime Davidsbiindlertdnze (which 
should be in every home). Eventually some 
of the Great Performances/Dance in Amer- 
ica programs will surely be released, but 
for now this is three hours to treasure.

of excerpts — mostly the rip-roaring fi- 
nales — from 11 works divided chrono- 
logically into three groups: “Russian,” 
“European,” “American.” The PBS pre- 
sentation is hosted by NCYB board mem- 
ber Robert MacNeil (who admits he’s a 
latecomer to Balanchine and sounds it), 
with invaluable between-segments reminis- 
cencing from NYCB director Peter Mar- 
tins (if only he seemed more sincere when 
he says no one can replace Mr. B) and 
current company members but no contri- 
bution at all from any of his older dancers. 
The exclusion of Suzanne Farrell, in par- 
ticular, is nothing less than shameful. 

It’s too bad that we see just one piece 
whole (NYCB had, of course, presented 
these works complete during the retro- 
spective). But the program does show off 
Balanchine’s astonishing range. Here’s a 
look at the selections: 

@ Theme and Variations. Russian imperi- 
al Balanchine, with the blue-and-gold of the 
Maryinsky Theatre the setting for Darci 
Kistler and former Kirov principal Igor Ze- 
lensky (who was here for Boston Ballet’s 
second glasnost Swan Lake, in 1992) and 
the three concluding variations from the fi- 
nal movement of Tchaikovsky’s Suite No. 3, 
which culminates in one of his great polon- 
aises. Already you start to notice that the se- 
cret to Balanchine’s genius, like Mozart’s, is 
its simplicity: he creates masterpieces out of 
the most basic steps. As if he’d discovered 
what goes on inside an atom. 

@ Apollo. Classical Balanchine, some- 
thing to compare with the performances 
NYCB and Boston Ballet did here last 
year. Calliope is Kirov guest Zhanna

Paula Josa-Jones creates images 
that are moving but don’t move 


by Thea Singer 


horeographer Paula Josa- 

Jones creates startling, 

surreal images, but too 

often their power be- 

comes diluted once she 
moves them through space. Which is un- 
fortunate, because those bearing her mes- 
sage of transformation — whether a tow- 
ering Abe Lincoln—esque character or 
three synchronized, jittery kinfolk — grab 
you by the throat and force you to look 
death, and conflicts of the living, straight 
in the eye. 

Such was the case with her concert 
“Border Crossing,” which was presented 
last weekend at Suffolk University’s C. 
Walsh Theatre. The show comprised two 
new dances (Kin and the solo Ofrenda, a 
meandering mix of rolling shoulders and 
roiling limbs), two older ones (The Mes- 
senger, from 1991, and Masque, from 
1992), and a video (the pretentious 
Branch, a confluence of red chiffon and 
green brush that retells the story — using 
double exposure and quick cuts from color 
to black and white — of Daphne’s trans- 
formation from woman to tree). The best 
pieces, as in Josa-Jones’s past productions, 
depicted women on the verge — and in 
some cases slipping over the edge. 

‘Masque ts the most successfut of the of- 


ferings as a complete work, wherein the 
progression from beginning to middle and 
end is necessary rather than arbitrary. A 
searing embodiment of the pain borne by 
the living as they watch loved onessdying, 
it stunned more on first viewing, at Dance 
Umbrella’s “Boston Moves” showcase a 
year ago, but it still packs a wallop.

@ Scherzo a la Russe. Russian peasant 
Balanchine set to Stravinsky, what could 
almost be a segment from Les Noces. Be- 
cause it’s only four minutes, we get to see 
it whole. Helene Alexopoulos and Diana 
White make you wish there were more. 

@ Union Jack. British Empire Balanchine: 
Maria Calegari, “The British Grenadier,” 
“Colonel Bogey,” “Rule Britannia,” and lots 
of hornpipes in a show of patriotic fervor. 
By the end you may find yourself standing 
to salute the Mother Country. 

@ Square Dance. C&W Balanchine, in 
the European group because it’s set to 
Corelli. This is a solo for the Paris Opera 
Ballet’s Manuel Legris. At first it sounds 
odd to hear Darci Kistler remember Balan- 
chine telling her, “Don’t act.” Then you 
realize that the acting is built into the 
choreography. 

@ Walpurgisnacht Ballet. Mostly 19th- 
century Balanchine set to Gounod’s Faust; 
it doesn’t pick up steam till the last sec- 
tion, when Kyra Nichols and the ladies lit- 
erally let their hair down. The NYCB 
dancers still know what to do. But do they 
know why they’re doing it? 

@ Vienna Waltzes. Viennese Balanchine, 
the Rosenkavalier finale, a mirrored won- 
derland glittering with fin de siécle dreams 


bodies bent like hairpins or crumpled in a 
heap. 

Masque’s melancholy lyricism stands in 
startling contrast to the rhythmic sting of 
Kin, a trio to music (including thunder- 
claps, tongue trips, and drumbeats) by 
Pauline Oliveros, Kraftwerk, Meredith 
Monk, and Yuval Ron. A look at the ever- 
shifting balance between guardedness and 
openness among relations, Kin aims for 
the core of your being but ultimately miss- 
es. 

Still, the dance’s opening segment hits 
like a lightning bolt, as two women and a 
man jolt from all fours to prone (with one 
leg lying jagged), erupt from the floor then 
crash-land, or slam into sitting, their 
hands planted on the ground to support 
their backs. The movement proceeds un- 
predictably, relentlessly, now in canon, 
now in unison, now sequentially. This is a

and decadence. Stephanie Saland is every- 
thing you could ask for — except Suzanne 
Farrell. What make Vienna Waltzes hurt so 
much is the realization that its perfection 
leaves the stage with the dancers. 

@ Western Symphony. Dodge City Bal- 
anchine, with American Ballet Theatre’s 
Susan Jaffe leading the high-kicking sa- 
loon floozies. Just imagine if Mr. B had 
choreographed for the Rockettes. 

@ Agon. Neo-classical Balanchine, what 
he called “the machine that smiles,” here 
the two pas de trois and the pas de deux 
with Lindsay Fischer and the Royal Bal- 
let’s Darcey Bussell — no slouches but 
they don’t touch Martins and Farrell on 
the Peter Martins tape. 

@ Who Cares? Big Apple Balanchine, his 
salute to the city of George Gershwin and 
Damon Runyon and melancholy romance 
(this is the first piece he choreographed 
after Farrell left the company). “Balan- 
chine’s class was about more,” Martins re- 
calls. “Not more steps, not more inventive, 
but more of one thing.” 

@ Stars and Stripes. All-American Bal- 
anchine, the last two Campaigns, set to 
John Philip Sousa, with Margaret Tracey 
and Damian Woetzel and another dizzy- 
ingly exuberant finale. It’s as if Mr. B were 
telling us that by dancing we can keep the 
universe going. After watching A Balan- 
chine Celebration, you won’t want to bet 
against him. O 





place where the earth moves with a break | 
in an elbow or the quick twist of a head. I 
was on the edge of my seat. 

But the suspense doesn’t last. Once 
Josa-Jones has her dancers stand up, her 
choreography gets watered down. These 
layered beings (they wear vests over dress- 
es over pants) function well only below eye 
level; they’re quasi-primitive creatures that 
haven’t yet emerged into the bipedal light 
of day. When they couple like humans via 
lifts and embraces, as when a woman 
wraps a man around her waist like a thick 
belt, their movements become floppy, 
uninspired, forgettable. 

A similar, though less pronounced, un- 
raveling occurs in The Messenger, a solo 
exploration of gender identity. The initial 
image — revealed within a soundscape, 
by Diamanda Galas, of women humming, 
then whispering — is riveting: a bearded 
Josa-Jones, clad in voluminous 
black raincoat, top hat, and sun- 





Combining elements of movement, 
music (by Fritz Kreisler and John 
Lurie), stage design (three rag- 
draped crucifixes), and text, Josa- 
Jones merges the beautiful with the 
broken to create a dark, majestic 
world where words sputter and 
tenderness shudders over exposed 
nerves. 

Two men in white filmy dresses 
and skullcaps play against a wom- 
an (Tonya Lockyer) in black 
whose gnarled feet support a torso 
that leans so far sideways her head 
seems to sprout out of her hip. 
Theirs is an insane grief, and it 
twists their bodies and souls. “My 
entire body is sick,” Lockyer says, 
expelling each word like vomit. Yet 
the piece doesn’t implode, because 
Josa-Jones juxtaposes ballet steps 
with her own butoh-influenced 
phrases to let in air.

steps give way to heel-first thump- 
ing walks and knees that crackle 
and cave in. Glissades segue into

glasses, sits with her arm extend- 
ed and resting on the hooked 
handle of a large black umbrella.

But the juice peters out as poet 
becomes polemic. Josa-Jones 
sheds the coat for a dress and her 
clunky black shoes for strappy 
heels. Her near-illicit gestures re- 
duce to shimmies and pelvic jerks, 
and hands caressing the inside of 
thighs. The umbrella becomes a 
shield, phallus as weapon, a cane. 
She’s reworked the piece since its 
performance two years ago — she 
doesn’t strip to bare breasts now, 
or strut and fall into fetal curls to 
the same extent. But the problem

avid Byrne’s latest solo al-

R&B, and rock, a CD that sounded as if it 
had been made more for fun’s sake than 
for art’s. 

David Byrne doesn’t take off in the same 
way. It’s a lanky, easygoing album; the 
songs carry you along so well you hardly 
notice they’re not very interesting. They’re 
arranged more simply than those on Uh- 
Oh, and that’s sometimes what’s nice 
about them. Byrne’s band — featuring 
drummer Todd Turkisher, Paul Socolow 
on bass, Mario Refosco on vibes and 
marimba, with Byrne on guitar — play 
with restraint and grace; these even-tem- 
pered, often Latin-inflected pop songs 
glide along like ships on a glassy sea. But 
that precision, the staunch refusal to let 
songs even threaten to fly apart, keeps the 
album tethered. Its very inventiveness 
sounds carefully measured. On “Crash,” 
Byrne’s guitar shifts textures, from thick 
and chunky and fuzzy to spindly and 
slightly corroded, like a rusted wire sculp- 
ture. But the sound is just an ornament 
amid the song’s loginess. And the metalli- 
cized gospel sound of “Nothing at All” 
should be more engaging than it is: the 
song doesn’t gather steam fast enough to 
keep from fizzling. 
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It’s not even that the better songs on | 


David Byrne are the liveliest ones. The 
spare, gentle ballad “My Love Is You” has 
a breathy kind of prettiness, but it gets 


plenty of power from a simple mix of | 


marimba, spare Latin percussion, and 
Byrne’s expressive acoustic guitar. And 
Byrne’s crooning — his voice strained and 


thin and strangely beautiful as it stretches | 
into its higher reaches — is unabashedly | 
charming. “Sometimes dear, you tell me 


I’m an asshole/Sometimes you’re an ass- 


hole too,” he sings, sounding mildly an- | 


noyed, before he reassures his sweetheart | 


that he doesn’t think any the less of her for 
her faults. 

All the oddball wordplay you want from 
Byrne is here. His lyrics in “A Self-Made 
Man,” about the alluring, scary wonders of 
genetic engineering, are as clever and pe- 
culiar as you’d expect from him: “I'll trade 
you my potential mental illness for your 
bad teeth/How ’bout trading your sexy 
body for a full heada hair?” On “A Long 
Time Ago,” he sings of times not so long 


gone as if they were ancient history, as if | 
to point out that the world is changing so | 
fast, they might as well be: “It’s not the | 
ending of the world, it’s only the closing of | 


a discotheque/I used to go three times a 
week/That was a long long time ago.” 
But Byrne is capable of more than witty 


lyrics and facile songs. “I like a little sugar | 


in my coffee/I don’t mean Sweet ’n’ Lo,” 
he sings in “Lilies of the Valley,” railing 
against the way things are so often made 
safe and tame and simple. He goes on, 
“We need to get our hands a little dirty,” 
and indeed he never has been cowed by 


sweat and messiness — which is why the |

Byrne’s inspired oddness has free 
he first time I laid eyes on David Byrne, he was 
] shaving off his beard while his friend Mark Ke- 
hoe played the accordion and Mark’s girlfriend 
Naomi passed out photocopied images of Lenin signed 
“Yours sincerely, Walter Kaputska.” By the end of this 
performance, it had gotten a little bloody on stage, as 

David's lubricant of choice was beer. 

It was 1972, and my group the Fabulous Motels 
(whose lubricant of choice, coincidentally, was also 
beer) were playing a show at the Rhode Island School of 
Design in Providence, where from about 1970 to 1973 
we were virtually the house band. David's little perfor- 
mance on this night was the intermission show. He had 
recently moved to Providence from Baltimore at the urg- 
ings of his pal Mark, who was attending RISD. David 
eventually enrolled at RISD, dropped out of RISD, 
started a band called the Artistics, and moved to New 
York’s Lower East Side, where he teamed up with fellow 
RISDoids Chris Frantz and Tina Weymouth. The rest, 
as they say, is history. 

The first time I saw Talking Heads play was at the 
wedding reception of some mutual friends in the spring 
of 1976. They were a trio then; they’d played CBGB's 
only a few times yet managed to get an impressive write- 
up in the Village Voice. The band did “Psycho Killer,” 
“The Boys Want To Be with the Boys” (which became 
“The Girls Want To Be with the Girls”), “1-2-3 Red- 
light,” and pretty damn near the whole Troggs cata- 
logue. I remember thinking to myself, “Hey, they really

are pretty good. No way is America going to buy David’s 
act, though.” So much for my credentials as New Eng- 
land’s answer to Nostradamus. 

Last fall, when David did a brief three-date swing 
through New England to road-test some of the new ma- 
terial he was preparing to record for his David Byrne al- 
bum, we talked about the new tunes. After excursions 
into music created for dance, theater, and film, an album 
of orchestral pieces recorded primarily in Germany (The 
Forest), and his embrace of Latin music, he has, it 
seems, come full circle, putting together a little four- 
piece band with instrumentation surprisingly like that of 
early Talking Heads. 

It’s a notion he doesn’t totally deny. “Yeah, there’s a 
similarity with the very earliest Talking Heads stuff. For 
instance, we used to have vibes. We used them on a cou- 
ple of songs, but they became impossible to lug around 
in station wagons and we just abandoned those songs.” 

Marimba and vibes play a prominent role on the new 
recording. On some of the initial sessions for David 
Byrne, Byrne actually hauled out the same set of vibes 
(with the notes painted on the keys) that the Heads had 
used in the early shows at CBGB’s — he’d had them in 
a closet at home all these years. The old set ended up 
not being used, however. “Vibes players were laughing 
at them,” he admitted last week from his hotel room in 
Buffalo, where he was playing a date to fine-tune the 


songs for his upcoming tour. 
As for his taste for Latino musics, it’s become a con- 





stant, fully integrated part of his style. “It started out as 
an infatuation with this stuff that I’m just ga-ga about 
and I just wanted to listen to it a lot and learn the tunes. 
Now I can write songs that are informed by that tradi- 
tion but they sound like my songs. But the whole pro- 
cess is really accidental.” 

After years as a critics’ darling, he was stung by the 
inevitable backlash that greeted his first solo projects. “A 
guy from Warner Bros. once said to me, ‘You’re your 
own Yoko Ono, that’s what you are.’ [He laughs.] I was 
in a band that a lot of people grew up with, and the band 
doesn’t exist anymore and I seem to be the guy respon- 
sible. Plus, the stuff I chose to do immediately after the 
band’s demise bears little resemblance to that band’s 
music. So if somebody has the urge to hear something 
like Talking Heads, it’s not available. It’s like a ‘spurned 
lover’ reaction. You can’t help but take it personally, but 
I try to get past that and not write out of bitterness.” 

About others’ expectations, he says, “I don’t feel it 
so much as a pressure from without, but it does be- 
come a pressure from within. I start asking myself, 
“Why can’t I do a little more of what people expect?’ 
But you can’t force it. If it comes out that way, it 
comes out that way, and if it doesn’t, it doesn’t. Some 
people have their finger on the pulse of what people 
are tuned into at the moment. Maybe sometimes I get 
a little out of synch.” 

The songs on David Byrne are among the most per- 
sonal he has ever written. Was it difficult for this obvi- 
ously shy and cautious man to reveal so much of him- 
self? 

“I think you reach an age when you don’t give a shit 
anymore. You’ve been through enough that you really 
don’t care so much what other people might think.”

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ELLINGTON REPRISED: 
START: S SPINNING 

The Boston Globe Jazz Festival’s “Big 
Band Ball,” held last Friday night at 
the Park Plaza Ballroom, upset ex- 
pectations on all fronts. It was sched- 
uled a full month before the Jazz Fest 
proper begins with its big free con- 
cert at the Hatch Shell on June 12. 
Another surprise was that the Duke 
Ellington Orchestra, now under the 
baton of Duke’s son Mercer, was 
outplayed by the South Shore—based 
Kenny Hadley Big Band. 

The scheduling, according to a 
Globe spokesperson, was a way to 
celebrate spring after a hard winter, 
and to grab some of the audience for 
urban evening concerts that dissi- 
pates once the summer season kicks 
in. No problem there — this year’s 
event outsold previous efforts by a 
‘couple of hundred. But in the past, 
the dance has been one of the Festi- 
val’s highlights because of its ethnic 
and generational mix. Mario Bauza, 
Eddie Palmieri, King Sunny Adé, and 
Willie Colén have all played it. At last 
year’s Colén concert, punked-out 
young Latinos danced alongside fair- 
skinned, gray-haired professional 
types. Even with Ellington, the swing 
thing drew a virtually all-white 
crowd, oldsters who learned to hoof 
way back when, and prom-dressed 
yuppies showing off their ballroom 
dance lessons. 

As for the music, who knows why 
the Ellington band never gelled? 
There was strong soloing and a swing 
beat you could dance to, but the 
beautiful detail of Ellington’s charts 
— the sexy play of section against 
section, Duke’s peerless voicings — 
was lost in the mix and the chatter of 
dancers. Barrie Lee Hall did strong 
fliigelhorn work all night. Shelly Car- 
roll took muscular, Paul Gonsal- 
ves—type tenor solos. And former 
Bostonian Jay Brandford’s baritone 
solo on “Overture to Sophisticated 
Ladies” had an epic sweep. (Local 
Stanton Davis, a young veteran of the 
Ellington band, rejoined the trumpet 


| section on Friday, but without solo- 
| ing.) 


There was good, barking call-and- 
response between trumpet soloist and 
ensemble in the propulsive “Cotton 
Tail” and the varied tempos of “Cara- 
van,” including a sweet voicing for 
flute, clarinet, and oboe. But Zane 
Paul’s clarinet solos were virtually in- 
audible from any part of the hall, and 
on the classic plunger-trumpet/clar- 
inet/trombone trio of “Mood Indi- 
go,” everything was lost but the 
trumpet. There were also distracting 
“contemporary” elements — thumb- 
slapped electric bass, occasional 
cheesy synth lines. 

The Ellingtons played two sets 
bookended by Hadley’s collection of 
top-notch local freelancers (they play 
Sunday afternoons at Pat Flanagan’s 
in Quincy). Given the current big- 
band economy, Hadley’s outfit may 
in fact play together more often than 
Mercer’s band. (Davis reportedly got 
his call for the gig days before the 
concert.) The band played with a 
creamy consistency and uncluttered 
bigness (sans keyboard, guitarist 
John Wilkins was the solo “harmony” 
player). The arrangements were 
choice: Billy May’s chart for Elling- 
ton’s “Daydream,” Phil Wilson’s ar- 
rangement of the Buddy Rich band’s 
“Basically Blues,” Don Menza’s ar- 
rangement for Louis Bellson of 
“Groove’s Blues.” 

Each soloist had room to breathe, 
and to swing on that clean pulse. 
Trombonist Rick Stepton played a 
slow, singing, high-register “My Bud- 
dy.” Dave Chapman’s alto solo on 
“Daydream” may not have been 
fancier or more pyrotechnical than 
anything in the Ellington band, but it 
had more dramatic presence in its bel 
canto tone and phrasing. 

But the group itself was the star. 
On “Basically Blues,” counterlines of 


brass and reeds set up trombonist 
Gary Valente’s declamatory entrance, 
which was punctuated by precision 
turnarounds from the saxes and fol- 
lowed by an extended section for four 
trumpet soloists accelerated by trad- 
ing fours. It all came home on the 
tune’s light but forceful medium 
groove. At the end of the night, with 
the last dancers wandering out, a 
happy, sweaty Hadley was shouting 
to his players, counting heads for the 
Sunday gig.

comfortable, and settles in. When the 
drums kick in on “Like a Fool,” it’s 
not to propel the rest of the band 
face-first through the rafters but to 
encourage them gently and steadily. 
As usual, it’s the little things that 
make a difference. The band have 
mastered the art and rhythm of ten- 
sion and release: dropping Laura 
Ballance’s bass out and isolating a 
lone guitar, then punching back in 
with renewed vigor. They generate 
power not through pure speed or 
muscle but through juxtaposition and 
pacing. If you converted the opening 
riff of the simple, spring-day pleasant 
“Driveway to Driveway” into chimes, 
it would feel right at home in a wind- 
up music box. When Mac sings, “I 
still have the scars to prove it was me 
who fell,” the cascading riff in the 
chorus actually sounds like someone 
falling. The guitar leads on “The 
First Part” almost sound like saxo- 
phones in their tone, accentuating, 
and flailing. The band will briefly 
toss in a really heavy riff here or 
there (“Saving My Ticket,” “Keeping 
Track”) just to remind you where 
they came from, then resolve back

After all, there’s no gimmick to these 
guys, no off-the-wall arrangements, 
no extraordinarily gifted lead singer 
— just the same old guitar, guitar, 
bass, and drums. They merely write 
good songs and play them without 
polishing the stuff into submission. 

Nonetheless, Mac McCaughan 
sings and harmonizes like a rock star, 
despite his gawky delivery and the fact 
that he can’t quite hit all the notes. 
His guitar heroics and Jim Wilbur’s 
are almost clandestine. It’s as though 
they couldn’t help themselves when, 
from the caustic din, they burst out 
with the kind of piercing, soaring 
leads that make the hair on the back 
of your neck stand on end. 

Likewise, they’re able to pull off 
seductive hooks and blossoming 
melodies without sounding conde- 
scending, and without lapsing into 
cliché or self-indulgence. The band 
could have gotten away with a rehash 
of 1992’s On the Mouth (Matador) 
— an unrelenting, thrash-pop 
epiphany with all the subtlety of a 
chainsaw — but they’ve reinvented 
themselves and emerged with a re- 
fined sense of dynamics. They’ve fig- 
ured out that you don’t have to dash 
through every song at top speed, top 
volume, and maximum overdrive to 
be energetic. Where On the Mouth 
opened with a pulsing, wailing siren 
of a riff and quickly burst into flame, 
Foolish begins quietly, makes itself 


into the hook and go on about their 
business. “Revelations” evolves from 
a fluid, echoing interlude floating out 
of the aether into an evocative 
stomp, then shifts up yet another 
gear, into an anthemic chorus. 

Most important, they still write su- 
perior rough-guitar-pop tunes, the 
only difference being they tend to 
bounce where they used to career 
down the hall. “The First Part” is the 
embodiment of the album, building 
from a steady, hammering beat into a 
blustering climax, between contrast- 
ing scraping, clawing guitar friction 
and deep melodic leads. 

There’s also the dark tension of 
McCaughan dissecting broken rela- 
tionships: “How long does the first 
part last/Until we make our respec- 
tive messes . . . You used to cut me 
up inside/I won’t let you do it again.” 
Whether it refers to the end of his ro- 
mantic involvement with Ballance al- 
most doesn’t matter. 

Superchunk reportedly passed up 
major (label) bucks to record Foolish 
on their own Merge records. It’s one 
thing to dis the majors when you’ve 
got a few good tunes and a buzz; it’s 
another to stick with an indie when 
you've got superstar-quality songs 
like these.

The Church strip down 
for a well-oiled comeback 


by Brett Milano 


an you believe that I’m 

really sitting here com- 

paring Heather Locklear 

with the Mona Lisa?” 

asks an amused Marty 
Willson-Piper, lead guitarist (and lately 
one-half) of the Church, by phone from 
his Stockholm home. Actually, he’s just hit 
on a good explanation of what makes the 
band and their new Sometime Anywhere 
(Arista, in stores May 24) work. “If the 
Mona Lisa were painted today, the record 
industry would say, ‘Does it have to be so 
ambiguous? What’s she really saying with 
that smile; can we be a little more specific 
here?’ If that’s what you want, you can 
talk to Heather Locklear. She’ll 
always tell you what’s on her 
mind — she'll even give you 
beauty tips.” 

Subtlety and ambiguity have 
long been the Church’s stock- _ 
in-trade, but it took a good 
decade before they got it right. 
The string of early albums had 
their hypnotic moments but too 
often turned into agreeable 
background music. Signing to 
Arista in 1987, the band put 
more obvious hooks and more 
direct lyrics into their two hit 
albums, Starfish and Gold Af- 
ternoon Fix — both good 
recordings as compromises go, 
tightening up the two-guitar/ 
moody vocal sound without wa- 
tering it down too much. 

But they didn’t hit their peak 
until they swung back in the 
other direction. The 1992 
Priest=Aura dared to stay in a 
midtempo groove for all of its 
70 minutes, and it had every- 
thing the Church had always 
aimed for — beauty, mystery, 
texture, sensuality. Everything but an obvi- 
ous single. (“It was the classic introspec- 
tive, ambiguous Church album,” Willson- 
Piper says.) It flopped miserably, finishing 
off the band’s four-piece line-up. Co-lead 


| guitarist Peter Koppes left following its re- 


lease and former Patti Smith Group drum- 
mer Jay Dee Daugherty was dismissed 
soon after, leaving only Willson-Piper and 
singer/bassist Steve Kilbey. 

“We didn’t have a manager either; the 
A&R man had quit the record label,” Will- 
son-Piper remembers. “Steve lived in Syd- 
ney and I lived in Stockholm. We walked 
into a room, looked at each other, and 
said, ‘Right, then. We have no songs, no 
ideas, and no band. How about C for a 
chord to start with?’ 

We started out with literally nothing, 
and the ideas came pouring out like no to- 
morrow. We jammed the music onto tape, 
then wrote the words to fit the jams; that’s 
why there are so many long songs on it. 
[Sometime Anywhere runs an epic 77 min- 
utes, and the first pressing includes anoth- 


er album-length disc of outtakes.] A band 
can be a nightmare of compromise. Some- 
times the pushing and pulling creates 
something special, and sometimes it cre- 
ates the inability to progress.” 

For all its uncharacteristic sounds, 
Sometime Anywhere is still very much a 
Church album. Kilbey’s droll vocal style 
remains a trademark, as does the tendency 
to let the songs unfold slowly and dreami- 
ly. Still, the diversity makes this a worthy, 
if spottier, follow-up to Priest = Aura. 
They trip up only when they try to re-cre- 
ate the old band’s sound: “Fly Home” and 
“Two Places at Once” miss the chemistry 
of two guitarists bouncing energy off a live 
rhythm section (this album’s drum tracks 
were either programmed or overdubbed). 

More often, the disc shows Kilbey and

Willson-Piper reveling in their sonic free- 
dom. “Day of the Dead” rocks more ag- 
gressively than the old band ever did. 
“Lost My Touch” uses distorted vocals 
and hip-hop production to menacing ef- 
fect. The instrumental “Eastern,” with 
banjo imitating a koto, recalls the second 
half of Bowie’s Low. For the first time, 
guitars aren’t the lead instrument on every 
track. “Angelica” starts out with an elec- 
tronic pulse out of U2’s Zooropa, only to 
throw in an oddly appropriate violin solo. 
These experiments work for the same 
reason the previous album did. The song- 
writing now makes the most of their nu- 
ances — in the gentle but grabbing melod- 
ic turns, and in the stories that are sug- 
gested in the words. Both are used to fine 
effect on the disc’s highlight, “My Little 
Problem.” To these ears (and I admit I’ve 
been reading too much Anne Rice lately), 
it sounds like something a vampire would 
tell his mortal companion before adminis- 
tering the Dark Gift, and Kilbey sounds 
suitably moonstruck. “Remember this day, 
remember this room, remem- 
ber the season and I’ll remem- 
ber you/A sudden flash, a sud- 
den light, abandoning the af- 
ternoon as it sinks into the 
night.” Whether or not that’s 
what the band had in mind, 
they crafted a song that slinks 
along with a vampire’s omi- 
nous grace. 
Never exactly grunge mon- 
sters to begin with, the Church 
plan to pursue the quieter di- 
rection. Kilbey and Willson- 
Piper are planning some acous- 
tic radio dates next month. The 
group they’re rehearsing for a 
full-scale tour includes a violin- 
ist, a pianist, and “a guy who 
looks after the samples.” 
“I don’t think you'll be see- 
ing any more of the Church as 
a mega, foot-in-the-monitor 
rock group,” Willson-Piper 
says. “From now on there 
won’t be much guitar-slinging 
involved.”

captures dirty N’awlins funk 


by Brett Milano 


here’s probably a short list of 

rules for musicians who 

want to play authentic New 

Orleans sounds. First, you 

oughta be funky. You should 
eat a mess of crawfish and have your Pro- 
fessor Longhair down pat. Most of all, you 
probably shouldn’t come from Newbury- 
port. 

Drummer/bandleader Mickey Bones 
has broken that last rule, but he’s been be- 
hind most of the homegrown bands 
who’ve played Crescent City music with 
any degree of credibility — starting with 
the Boogaloo Swamis, whom he founded 
in the early ’80s (that band remain active 
after his departure). Currently he leads no 
fewer than five bands, four of which make 
their recorded debut on the just-released 
Swamptone Sampler (on the Swamptone 
label, which Bones and musical partner Joe 
Pete Wetherbee run from deep in the bay- 
ous of West Somerville). 

Over coffee at the Middle East last 
week, Bones explained the real secret of 
being a Louisiana-flavored drummer. “I 
call it the slop factor,” he said. “You keep 
a steady beat and throw in these little rolls, 


Augie told him not to do it; the second 
time he smashed his head against the fire 
hydrant. Fortunately the guy didn’t die 
and Augie didn’t get arrested.” 

Leading bands in Boston is presumably 
a more mellow gig. There’s a wide variety 
of music on Bones’s sampler CD, some of 
which works better than others. The Hot 
Tamale Brass Band do a high-spirited take 
on Fats Domino’s “I’m Walkin’ ” and an 
original “Cambridge March,” though their 
arrangement of “Down by the Riverside” 
is too long and slow. Sticky Chicken are 
the oddest entry; they do unlikely versions 
of American folk songs (their reggae ver- 
sion of “Buffalo Gals” is almost as weird 
as Malcolm McLaren’s hip-hop version a 
few years back). “That’s my inspirational 
band,” Bones says. “I’m attempting to 
bring this to schools and direct it toward 
the unsuspecting children — giving them 
the traditional songs they hate so much, 
but with new verve and different beats.” 

The disc’s standouts come from the Ca- 
jun outfit Krewe de Roux (who perform 
alternate Mondays at Johnny D’s for a Ca- 
jun dance night) and the roots-rock band 
Bones of Contention — both of whom in- 
clude the same musicians (Bones, Wether- 
bee, and bassist Brian Rost, augmented on 
the Krewe tracks by fiddle whiz Dan Kellar

what they call ruffs. It’s also knowing 
where the shit came from; a lot of the New 
Orleans sound comes from the combina- 
tion of West African beats and European 
melodies. Before I went to New Orleans, I 
was still thinking too much about speed, 
putting that before the groove. Down there 
you learn that being fast doesn’t mean it’s 
groovy. I think the humidity makes people 
play that way. You don’t learn it; you’re 
forced into it by the weather conditions.” 
Bones learned his slop from the source, 
having temporarily moved to New Orleans 
in 1984 and spent two years commuting 
between jazz bands in the French Quarter 
and R&B acts uptown. During days he 
played street corners in the Quarter, and 
he saw an approach to live music that one 
doesn’t find at home. “I was playing blues 
on Royal Street with a guy named Augie 
Jr., and that’s where I learned how to work 
the street if you’re gonna play. You have to 
get right in people’s faces and get them to 
put the money in the box. I mean, Augie 
used to chase people down the street if 
they hadn’t put anything in the box. One 
time a transient street guy was trying to

The Krewe sound con- 
vincing enough to pass for a true 
Louisiana band; the Bones’ hopped-up 
rockers would be at home anywhere. Both 
bands have full CDs on the way. Bones of 
Contention also play the occasional wed- 
ding gig, and they pride themselves on 
their ability to sneak in unlikely covers 
when nobody’s looking. “One of our fa- 
vorites is “‘Tugboat,’ by Galaxie 500 — 
that can sound like a great biues standard 
if you play it right.” Bones brings his en- 
tire crew of collaborators to the House of 
Blues for a disc-release party on the 28th.

RUMBLE REPORT. At this writing, 
we’re through all but one preliminary 
night of a WBCN Rock ’n’ Roll Rumble 
that’s shaping up as one of the more inter- 
esting in recent memory.

Winners Smackmelon, Dirt Merchants, 
Merang, and even the raucous Slughog all 
made it a banner year for folks who like 
some writing depth with their hard vol- 
ume. 

Worst trend: white funk as frathouse 
novelty music. Squid!, Gingerbutkis, and 
especially Groove Butcher were too 
Berklee in their chops, too strained in their 
humor, and too squeaky-clean in their 
funk. At least Squid! set a record for 
largest number of trombone solos. 

Best songwriting bands who didn’t win: 
Tackle Box and Machinery Hall. I missed 
the former, since they were up against 
Tribe’s final gig, but rumor has it a couple 
judges thought Skeggie Kendall’s song- 
writing a tad too clever (got a problem 
with that?). Machinery Hall may have 
been the year’s most earnest and self-ef- 
facing band on stage, but they had a stack 
of tunes that reminded me of very early 
Talking Heads, both for the line-up 
(acoustic guitar plus rhythm section) and 
the intensity and smarts. To these ears 
they made a stronger showing than 
Wednesday’s winners, Cold Water Flat, 
who had a tight sound, big dynamics, star 
presence, and no hooks. 

Most obvious winner: Smackmelon, who 
reportedly thought they sucked. 

Best set by a band I liked anyway: 
Merang, who were every bit as infectious 
as their predecessors the Cavedogs on a 
good night. They always had the songs 
and the sound, but on Thursday they final- 
ly had the old band’s joie de vivre to 
match. They won, and not just because I 
was one of the judges. 

Best punk throwback: Mung, this year’s 
Facts About Rats. 

Only band to use dry ice: the Stickmen. 
Also the only band to do that Rollins move 
where the singer stretches over backward, 
holds the mike over his head, and screams 
into’it. 

Most derivative: Headcleaner, described 
by one wag as “Pearl Garden.” 

Token suburban hard-rock band: Hart- 
well, a Bad Company sound-alike (com- 
plete with Paul Rodgers—clone singer) who 
were rather endearing in their cluelessness 
— especially when they built up to that big 
moment where the guitarist and bassist 
flopped their hair in tandem. 

Best on-stage move: Slughog’s drunken 
brawl (nobody’s quite sure whether it was 
staged or not). Only band to take the 
name of the event literally. 

Best exotica: Opium Den, who did the

Black is back

ligence and purpose do seem squeezed in. 

Of course, analyzing Black’s motiva- 
tions is a slippery business. In an interview 
he once told me that his words are in- 
spired by nothing more than the “need to 
do the lyrics.” But that’s an exaggeration, 
because tidbits of reality do sneak into his 
songs. Now living in Los Angeles, he 
sometimes stumbles onto inspiration close 
by. Last year’s disc kicked off with “Los 
Angeles,” an inverted tribute to La La 
Land; Teenager has “Ole Mulholland,” a 
raucous number named after the winding 
route that snakes through the hills near 
LA. It’s one of the few numbers here that 
comes at you head-on and doesn’t ditch 
you with sudden shifts in speed or mood. 

“Abstract Plain” is another. But it’s fluid, 
airy pop, the flipside to that noisiness Black 
also likes to stir up. “Abstract Plain” shows 
off his talent for inventing landscapes that 
hover somewhere between dreams and 
nightmares. Against a sweet melody he 
sings, “I’ve had it with this town . . . I nev- 
er saw the ground/Or the sunset rise/I 
wanna live on an abstract plain . . . I need a 
new address/Tell me I’m not insane/Is it 
up or down?” Even when the music is in- 
nocuous enough, Black’s high-pitched 
warble always seems contorted with ten- 
sion, as if it were about to explode into 
something deranged and scary. 

The problem with Teenager is that much 
of it is too innocuous, regardless of the 
sometimes spooky imagery. “Vanishing 
Spies” ambles along mildly, and all the 
disembodied eyeballs on earth can’t turn it 
into the horror shows Black used to host 
with the Pixies. The song is not quite ear 
pabulum, but it comes close. And 
“Headache” won’t give anybody one: it’s a 
sunny, swinging tune, complete with 
buoyant back-up vocals and Black’s no- 
frills words: “My heart’s crammed in my 
cranium/And it still knows how to pound.” 

The funniest song is “Freedom Rock,” 
which seems to be about a young dude 
named Chip who’s convinced he’s a rebel. 
Chip listens only to “freedom rock,” what- 
ever that is. He’s the sort who'd holler 
“Freebird!” at a show and actually mean it. 
But it’s hilarious the way Black pokes fun 
at people’s perception of themselves: 
“They tried to give me advice down at the 
record shop/I said, ‘Sit down, boys, this 
may come as a shock [here Black throws 
in an big echo for dramatic effect]. What's 
all I listen to — it’s all freedom rock.’ ” 
Too bad the joke works better than the

aybe Frank Black isn’t 
as odd as he seems. 
Maybe his mind is just 
flip-flopped. Maybe the 
former Pixies front- 
man’s unconscious thoughts are perfectly 
pedestrian, so that when he’s awake his 
brain flies off down the strange alleyways 
of dreams. On Teenager of the Year (Elek- 
tra), his second solo release (in stores May 
24), Black proffers more of his specialty: 
basic pop songs seasoned with bizarre im- 
ages and oblique wit. Again he’s enlisted 
Eric Feldman for bass and keyboards and 
Nick Vincent on drums; Lyle Workman 
does guitar duties. 

If Teenager feels less vibrant than last 
year’s Frank Black debut, maybe that’s 
only because the sheer novelty of his tilted 
take on the universe has diminished; you 
just know he’s going to record something 
on the order of the new oddity “Abstract 
Plain.” Like the Ramones (to whom he 
paid tribute with “I Heard Ramona Sing,” 
on the first CD), he’s found his calling, so 
why mess with it? Here his lyrics are as 
kooky.and engaging as ever, but the music 
is at times colorless and ordinary. Despite 
— or maybe because of — its disjointed 
energy, Teenager isn’t as accessible as the 
first CD; it’s less polished but also less di- 
rect in its appeal. 

Case in point: the opening track, 
“Whatever Happened to Pong.” The song 
ought to be an unsettling, entrancing rous- 
er, but despite the churning guitars and 
flailing harmonica, it feels muted. The title 
is the most alluring aspect — which is not 
too surprising given Black’s penchant for 
oddball phrases that may or may not make 
sense. 

“Thalassocracy” is another prime exam- 
ple. The word means “supremacy on the 
seas,” but how that fits into the Frank 
Black scheme of things is difficult to mea- 
sure. This one also frustrates because, 
| even as it explodes through the stereo 
speakers, the energy behind it isn’t original 
or insane enough to knock you over. Its 
urgency winds up sounding almost gener- 
ic, a characteristic alien to the Frank Black 
oeuvre. Although the lyrics are pretty 
much impossible to decipher, the title does 
inspire some nice, jumpy rhyme snippets. 
Even when Black’s musings are more 
steeped in: phonetics than informed with | 
literal meaning, on some murky: level intel -

ccentric, hyperactive, mania- 
cal — these words have be- 
come synonymous with 
Crispin Glover. That’s no 
surprise given his middle 


| name, Hellion. Glover explains the story 
behind the loaded tag: “My father’s middle 


name was Herbert, and he didn’t like that. 
When he was a struggling actor in New 
York, he would say, ‘I’m Bruce H. Glover, 
I’m Bruce Hellion Glover.’ He told my 
mother when they met that that was his 
middle name, so they decided to give it to 
me.” 

Glover, who'll do a reading and show 
one of his films at the Middle East in 
Cambridge on Sunday, has a perception of 
himself that doesn’t jell with the public’s: 
“I don’t think of myself as somebody who 
does very outrageous things.” When asked 
about his notorious appearance on Late 
Night with David Letterman, where he at- 
tempted to demonstrate his mastery of 
martial arts on his host, he says, “I don’t 
particularly think that was that outra- 
geous. I actually think it’s easy to outrage. 
I can think of a million things to do that 
outrage, but I’m not really interested in it.” 

Nonetheless, Glover’s projects, like re- 
working the 1896 text Rat Catching, go far 
to maintain his eccentric image. “The rea- 
son I made this book was not out of a par- 
ticular fascination with that subject matter. 
It was more, I found the binding and I 
thought, ‘Oh, that’s an interesting cover.’ 
And I looked at some of the words inside, 
and I had seen a lot of animal-husbandry 
books and knew I could gather a lot of im- 
ages for it. So, | mean, that’s about the 
only time I’ve really had any interest or fas- 
cination in that subject. People used to 








send me a lot of stuff involving rats, and 
it’s not what my interest is. I’ve never had a 
fascination with rats, or a repulsion. It was 
just purely for the imagery.” 

Glover’s reworkings of Rat Catching 
and another book, Oak Mot (both from 
Glover’s Volcanic Eruptions press), in 
volve the inclusion of his illustrations and 
some shocking photos that are juxtaposed 
with handwritten humorous prose. He’s 
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HE’S MANIACAL? the clean-cut artist/renovator will bring his 
traveling show of personal curios to Cambridge. 


Of rats and men 


Crispin Glover doesn’t know 


why we think he’s a hellion 


and added others. “These are stories that 
have a certain sense of their own, and 
sometimes the deleted words end up 
meaning more than if they were there.” 

But his book work isn’t limited to bor- 
rowing. Concrete Inspection (currently out 
of print) and his next book, What It Is and 
How It’s Done, draw sparely on previously 
published material. And he’s created sever- 
al books that have yet to make it into print. 
He’s also penned a screenplay entitled The 
Jim Jones Experience. “It’s about a fellow 
who is born with the unfortunate neuro- 
logical disease cerebral palsy. He is not re- 
ally integrated into society, and he wants 
to form a band, so he goes to a science- 
fiction convention to form this band and 
he ends up meeting and being friends with 
Gary Coleman.” 

Glover has written a part for himself, 
and of course he wants Gary Coleman to 
play himself. He was recently at the 
Cannes Film Festival trying to woo a pro- 
duction company into financing the movie. 
His most recent appearance in a major 
studio picture is his small role in Gus Van 
Sant’s Even Cowgirls Get the Blues, which 
opens nationally this weekend. 

He is also in the process of romancing 
Restless Records, the company that re- 
leased his first album, into putting out his 
Big Love Album. All the songs are about 
love — some are written from personal 
experience, others are whimsical, and 
there are some covers. 

On Sunday, Glover will bring his 
Crispin Hellion Glover’s Big Slide & Book 
Show tour to the Middle East. The 
evening, arranged by Speedway Gallery 
curator Timothy Fichtner, will begin with 
a screening of The Orchly Kid, one of the 
first films — a short — Glover was fea- 
tured in. Then he’ll read from his pub- 
lished and unpublished books, at the same 
time showing slides of the accompanying 
images — some of which he created, oth- 
ers of which he collected. The show may 
not be outrageous, or even eccentric, but, 
like Glover, it’ll surely be one of a kind. Q

Focile and Hvorostovsky raise Tchaikovsky’s 
achievement to the level of Pushkin and Cranko

ou saw (I hope) the 
dance: Boston Ballet’s 
searing production of 
John Cranko’s Onegin. 
You read (perhaps) the 
poem/novel: Aleksandr Pushkin’s 
Yevgeny Onegin. They’re both master- 
pieces, so maybe it’s time to investi- 
gate Tchaikovsky’s opera, which is en- 


| joying its own mini-boom with 


two recent big- 
name releases 

(each taking 

up just two 

compact discs). 

Philips gives us 

the hot Russian 
baritone Dmitri 
Hvorostovsky as 
Onegin and the 
equally sizzling 
Sicilian soprano 
Nuccia Focile (star 

of bestselling CD, 
videotape, and la- 
serdisc with Pava- 
rotti) as Tatyana, 
with Semyon Bych- 
kov and the Orches- 
tre de Paris. EMI 
counters with Kiri Te 
Kanawa and Thomas 
Hampson, plus Charles 
Mackerras and the Or- 
chestra of the Welsh 
National Opera. In case 
you’re wondering how 
EMI’s very British forces 
handle the Russian libret- 
to, be advised that they do 
it in English. 

The words are a problem 
in this opera, no matter what 
language you sing them in. Pushkin’s 
poem is delicately balanced between 
cynicism and romance (Russians love 
it because they overlook the cyni- 
cism). Cranko, who didn’t have to 
worry about words, turned it into a 
ballet of passion and honor, some- 
thing closer to the Prokofiev/Mac- 
Millan Romeo and Juliet — not 
Pushkin but a great work on its own. 
Tchaikovsky drew generously — and 
wisely — on the poem (most of

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Tatyana’s letter is taken verbatim); 
yet what he and his collaborator, 
Konstantin Shilovsky, were obliged to 
add is heavy-handed and sentimental. 
EMI makes the situation worse by 
using David Lloyd-Jones’s translation 
(which you may know from the En- 
glish Opera Guide series). For all its 
shortcomings, the original is direct 
and heartfelt; Lloyd-Jones turns it 
into a set of rhetorical 
poses

Latinate rhymes. We get 
Tatyana singing, “To write is foolish- 
ness, I know it/But as I love him, I 
must show it/And though I languish 
evermore/I’ll learn what rapture lies 
in store!”, and Onegin replying, “In 
fact, and this I’ve now decided/To 
marry you would be misguided.” Not 
even Tatyana’s seminal outburst — 
“It is the will of Heaven: I am yours” 
— survives unscathed. 
It’s enough to make you learn Rus- 
sian. So is Kiri Te Kanawa, whose 
arch, proper delivery keeps remind-

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ing me of Julie Andrews. Patricia 
Bardon’s Olga goes in the same di- 
rection. Thomas Hampson is a noble, 
sympathetic Onegin; Neil Rosenshein 
makes a suitably anguished Lensky 
— indeed, all the singing here is 
beautiful. Janacek veteran Charles 
Mackerras digs into the Slavic 
rhythms; the Welsh cho- 
rus does itself proud. But 
this opera, which takes 
its text from Russia’s 
greatest poem, wasn’t 
meant to be sung in 
English. Certainly not 

in this translation. 
Philips at least has 
Hvorostovsky plus 
St. Petersburg native 
Bychkov and the 
St. Petersburg 
Chamber Choir. 
The shooting star, 
though, is Focile, 
by turns explo- 
sively impulsive 
and heartbreak- 
ingly winsome, 
negotiating ex- 
tremes of tempo 
with perfect 
Russian and 
not a hint of 
the ingenue. 
Her Letter 
Scene is an 
opera in it- 
self. She’s 
matched by 

Hvoro- 

stovsky, a 

dark, elegant, almost too 
smooth Onegin. This production also 
boasts the luxury of Kirov mezzo 
Olga Borodina (whose excellent 
Tchaikovsky recital disc has just ap- 
peared) as a more:serious and volup- 
tuous than usual Olga, plus Neil 
Shicoff as an exuberant Lensky. 
Bychkov, whose Philips Nutcracker 
was nothing special, conducts with 
flexibility and imagination, giving the 
woodwinds due prominence, accom- 
modating Focile’s expressivity with- 
out letting the line sag. The St. Pe- 
tersburg Chamber Choir achieves a 
rich sound while maintaining rhyth- 
mic kinesis. 

Right now, and probably for years 
to come, this is the CD set to have: it 
raises Tchaikovsky’s achievement to 
the level of Pushkin and Cranko. In 
view of the current florescence of the 
Kirov Opera, you might wait to see 
whether Philips will give us a video 
version with Galina Gorchakova or 
Yelena Prokina as Tatyana, Sergei 
Leiferkus as Onegin, Yuri Marusin as 
Lensky, and Borodina as Olga. 
Leiferkus and Marusin star on the 
1984 Kirov videotape (on Kultur), 
which suffers from muffled sound and 
bad camerawork but offers a radiant 
heroine in Tatyana Novikova, an 
equally engaging Olga in Larisa 
Dyadkova, and delectable, no-baton 
leadership from its unidentified (looks 
like Yuri Temirkanov) conductor; if 
you want to see this opera, it’s a good 
alternative. (At all cost avoid the Dec- 
ca video, with its big cuts, square 
conducting, dubbed singing, and 
leagues-inferior-to-Boston-Ballet act- 
ing.) And if (shame on you) you still 
haven’t read the poem, the two readi- 
ly available translations — one 
rhymed (by Charlés Johnston), one 
not (by Vladimir Nabokov) — are 
equally recommendable. Qo

Tenor-saxo- 
phonist Gayle has been saddled 
with the reputation of being a kind 
of “free jazz” Caliban by critics 
looking for the next big hype. Like 
other craftsmen in the vein of 
Ayler and Coltrane, he’s intensely 
involved with structure, forms fluid 
enough to reflect his turbulent 
energies. 

This 68-minute studio session, 
perhaps the best document of his 
art.thus far, finds him in the good 
company of a rhythm section as 
alert to fluid form as he is. Parti- 
cularly outstanding is drummer Ali, 
whose presence recalls his duets 
with Coltrane from the masterful 
Interstellar Space. The result is an 
exciting recording full of risk tak- 
ing. Moody, with squalling but 
shapely extended sax solos, this is 
a fine example of extending 
Coltrane’s music rather than sim- 
ply aping it.

*xx«xx Eddie Jefferson, THE 
JAZZ SINGER (Evidence). The 
sadly underrated Jefferson — born 
in Pittsburgh in 1918, into its gen- 
eration of jazz greats — packs 
more drollery and high spirits into 
his mashed-potato, heil-for-leather 
vocals than anyone since Louis 
Jordan. His wild takes on Horace 
Silver's “Sister Sadie,” Jimmy 
Forrest's “Night Train,” and Charlie 
Parker’s “Now's the Time” (com- 
plete with lyrics written to the solos 
of Bird and Miles Davis) have to 
be heard to be believed. 

A dozen of these tracks, with 
crackerjack six- to nine-piece 
bands and a back-up vocal trio 
(featuring Babs Gonzales), were 
recorded in '59 and ’61. Evidence 
has put out the dozen with 
Leonard Feather’s original jacket 
notes and added six bonus cuts 
loaded with tasty solos by the 
likes of saxist James Moody and 
trumpeter Howard McGhee. 
Although Jefferson made “come- 
back” dates with a tentet in 1977 
and guested with Dexter Gordon 
in 1978, six months before being 
murdered in Chicago, this is the 
definitive available CD of his big- 
ger-than-life talent.

***1/2 Gang Starr, HARD TO 


| EARN (Chrysalis/ERG). Formerly 
| of Boston and now based in 


Brooklyn, Gang Starr do hardcore 
rap the way it ought to sound: lean 
and mean. Hardcore is a portrait 
painting, a music of scars, warts, 


| and misshapen faces drawn in all 


their glorious disfigurement, as 
ferociously real and exultant as 
the Roman sculpture of Caesar's 
time. 

Although Gang Starr fall short 
of exultation, they do not cringe or 
excuse their ways. Guru’s raps 
poke a finger in your eye; DJ 
Premier mixes the music down to 
a rhythmic flatness, bone dry and 
unforgiving. Listening to the lumpy 
sneers in “Tonz o’ Gunz” and 
“Speak Ya Clout,” you might think 
of the crumpled stonework in 
which the sculptor depicted 
Caesar ruling and Cato defying. 


The house-like big beats of “Code 
of the Street,” “Blowin’ Up the 
Spot,” and “Suckas Need Body- 
guards” might remind you of Pom- 
pey and Caesar — and their thou- 
sands of swordsmen — intrepidly 
seeking glory or death.

xx Willie Neilson, MOONLIGHT 
BECOMES YOU (Justice). Fiddle 
with your CD rewind button and 
you'll access “a special message 
from Willie Nelson.” In it, he 
explains that these songs are 
“evergreen” pop standards that he 
and his guitarist friend Paul 
Buskirk have been playing since 
the late 50s. They're on an inde- 
pendent label, he continues, 
because the majors found the con- 
cept “hard to sell.” Which is just 
what they said in 1978 of his now 
beloved collection of pop stan- 
dards, Stardust. 

But whereas that tour de force 
of offhand interpretation was uni- 
fied by its air of 3 a.m. melancholy, 
this equally offhand effort founders 
in a weird mishmash of the tasteful 
and the cornball. Some numbers 
are almost bittersweet enough for 
Stardust, others peddle Disney 
sentiments with arrangements that 
shuffle shamelessly through 
Lawrence Welkville. Willie’s stylis- 
tic indiscretion is such an integral 
part of his genius that at moments 
you start thinking he'll pull off the 
twaddle anyway. But then comes a 
track like “You Can’t Play a Sad 
Song on a Banjo,” and you start 
fiddling with your fast-forward but- 
ton.

*x*x* Adrian Belew, HERE 
(Caroline). The latest solo mission 
for once and (possibly) future King 
Crimson frontman Belew is much 
the same as it was on his last few 
albums: think up some lost-in-the- 
*60s pop tunes, throw in some 
weird guitar noises, and play all 
the instruments yourself. As usual, 
the assignment is carried out in 
grand style. Check out the swoop- 
ing melody of “Fly,” the magnifi- 
cent sonic atmosphere of the title 
track, and gorgeous ballads like 
“Dream Life” and “Peace on Earth” 
(whose haunting theme fans will 
remember from “Tango Zebra,” on 
Belew’s best album, 1986's ail- 
instrumental Desire Caught by the 
Tail. 

The older Belew gets, the clos- 
er he comes to making straightfor- 
ward pop. This gradual move 
toward the commercial has its 
drawbacks, since it brings his 
sometimes painfully naive lyrics to 
the fore — the gee-gosh-wowisms 
of “Brave New World” being the 
worst example. But who was ever 
drawn to Belew for his words? His 
way with a tune, his guitar prow- 
ess, and his underrated David- 
Byrne-meets-John-Lennon singing 
have always been the main 
attractions, and on Here they're as 
scintillating as ever.

*x*x*x Wimp Factor 14, ANKLE 
DEEP (Harriet). Forget about the 
market-tested cool of Reality 
Bites. True slacker punk comes 
from low-fi pop bands like Pitts- 
burgh’s Wimp Factor 14. Low-fi 
pop is the outlet of the overeducat- 
ed and underemployed, people 
who can work a four-track record- 
er in their basement_eyen if the 
basic guitar chords remain elusive. 


“Jittery and Wobbling” is 
clunky and endearing, with off- 
key bleatings about drive-through 
shifts in the fast-food industry. “I 
is for Incomplete” tracks a stu- 
dent through a frustrating late 
night of writing a media-theory 
paper with lines like “Before this 
all-nighter/| thought of becoming 
a writer.” Wistful odes to board 
games and childhood hobbies 
(“Stratego,” “Role Model Glue”) 
are amusing, but the band’s 
dead-on, deadpan bashing of cor- 
porate culture (“Stationary from 
Work,” “It's OK To Work for Rock- 
well International”) will leave you 
cheering. Reality bites, but in 
Wimp Factor 14’s world, twen- 
tynothings indulge the options 
they do have — stealing stuff 
from work, sabotaging service 
industries, photocopying ‘zines on 
the office xerox machine — while 
using irony to dissent from the 
consumer culture.

*x* Three Walis Down, BUILD- 
ING OUR HOUSE (Rust). Al- 
though this Atlanta quintet could 
be accused of having too much 
help in their climb upward (read: 
R.E.M.), they have more going for 
them than friends in high places. 
The lead vocals might sound like 
the weakest part of their sound — 
too light and wispy to support the 
overpowering instrumentation — 
but warm, well-mixed backing 
vocals help. The songs get 
stronger and the tempos faster; 
the playing becomes more brash 
(too bad a synthesizer does the 
fiddie solos on “Steps”). 

Although their sound is mainly 
country rock/pop, “Circles in 
Emotions” is reminiscent of the 
Smiths, complete with Morrissey 
wails and simple single-note 
Johnny Marr-like guitar. What 
resemblance there is to R.E.M. 
(it’s evident on “Saving Time” and 
the MTV single “Wooden Nails”) 
may be the result of recording at 
John Keane Studios in Athens 
with producer/R.E.M. bassist Mike 
Mills, the older brother of band

**x Hollyfaith, PURRRR (Epic). 
Although Hollyfaith may look like 
refugees from a Woodstock docu- 
drama, the ’60s references that 
suffuse this album aren't just fash- 
ion gestures. In “Voo Doo Doll” the 
band slam the Byrds and Creed- 
ence Clearwater Revival together 
amid a shower of crispy guitar dis- 
sonance. “Delicacies” is a brash 
grind that swaggers with all the 
wanton zeal of the Black Crowes, 
though Hollyfaith’s Small Faces 
references are a bit more discreet. 
Shimmering between intensely 
calm choruses and urgent, uppity 
verses, “Needs” falls into the same 
territory as U2’s “With or Without 
You”; the dense, chunky melodi- 
cism and stream of processed 
vocals that make up “Who Is You” 
are an amazing amaigam of Nine 
Inch Nails and the Ramones. 
Gracing all the songs is Kevin 
Morrison's guitar work, which scat- 
ters sparks.

*1/2 Primal Scream, GIVE OUT 
BUT DON’T GIVE UP (Sire). Scot- 
land's Primal Scream kicked off the 
90s with Screamadelica, a minor 
pop breakthrough that mixed 
bluesy psychedelia with funky 
house beats and captured the ear 
of radio and club DJs alike. Shortly 
thereafter, they traveled to Mem- 
phis to record the rootsier Dixie- 
Narco EP with producer Jim Dick- 
inson (Big Star, Replacements). 
And the R&B vibe appears to 
have stuck. Frontman Bobby 
Gillespie's Mick Jagger—like pos- 
turing was endearing for a while, 
but this release finds the band try- 
ing to re-create Exile on Main 
Street and failing miserably. In 
fact, their sound on Give Out 
ranges from bad Black Crowes (or 
bad Faces, depending on how old 
you are) to Lynyrd Skynyrd. Primal 
Scream were a promising band 
who capitalized on a timely trend, 
and embracing house beats again 
would have been too easy. But the 
result would at least have been 
better than this boring, misguided 
regression.

*x*x* The Vestrymen, RUBY 
RANCH (Vertebrae Records). 
With this superb release, the five- 
piece Pioneer Valley ensemble 
prove themselves the equal of any 
of the more famous acts to 
emerge from Western Massachu- 
setts in recent years. Without 
being overtly retro, many of the 
tunes suggest the sound and spirit 
of Buffalo Springfield. “Drill Ser- 
geant,” for example, is distin- 
guished by beautiful, shimmering 
harmony work. 

But the music also buzzes with 
indie rock intensity, & la Hisker 
Di, and as a song cycle it boasts 
the impressive aesthetic cohesion 
of Zen Arcade. Although the tracks 
were laid down at different times 
and places (including the home 
studio of the title), they comple- 
ment one another well — in part 
because of the trippy soundbites 
that turn up throughout. These are 
especially effective in the coda of 
“Box of Pictures,” a wistful, spooky 
tune that rounds out a near-perfect 
collection.

Dana Carvey plays a private eye 
whose rare form of amnesia 
makes him forget everything every 
time he goes to sleep.

(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath

Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 


phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust.

A movie for 
those who claim to read Playboy 
for the articles, this tapestry of 
allusive symbolism, philosophy, 
travelogue, and satire is chiefly a 
sex farce about a woman’s sensu- 
al awakening in an exotic locale. 
Director and screenwriter John 
Duigan (who sensitively handied 
sexual coming-of-age from male 
perspectives in The Year My 
Voice Broke and Flirting) bases 
his film on the career of Norman 
Lindsay, a controversial Australian 
artist of the early 20th century. 
Lindsay (Sam Neill) is visited at 
his bucolic estate by a censuring 
minister (Hugh Grant) and his 
wife, Estella (Tara Fitzgerald). Her 
discovery of the estate’s Edenic 
temptations — not the least of 
which is a Botticellian Elle 
MacPherson, supermodel-turned- 
actress — becomes the film's 
focus, while her husband watches 
uneasily from the sidelines. 
Although the movie could have 
used some of the wantonness its 
characters boast, it’s entertaining 
for many reasons, including the 
prurient ones, and unfailingly 
good-natured.
